An  Abridgment  or  Digest  of  the  Acts  of  Congress,  must 
foim  a  convenient  addition  to  every  professional  or  mercan- 
tile library.  So  Inany  laws  however  had  become  obsolete, 
and  3o  many  others  lud  been  enacted  since  the  publication 
of  Mr.  Herty's  "  Digest,"  and  of  Mr.  Graydoo's  "  Abridg- 
ment," diat  a  more  modem  compilation  seemed  to  be  ge- 
nerally desired.  I  was  therefore  induced  to  undertake  uie 
pr^ent  woHe. 

Various  circumstances  have  delayed  its  appearance, 
much  beyond  the  period  originally  Intended;  and  it  is  now 
giv^n  to  die  pubhc,  probably  with  many  imperfections. 

The  acts  are  classed  under  a  greater  variety  of  heads 
than  ID  the  preceding  Digests,  the  arrangement,  therefore, 
being  new,  was  often  a  subject  of  perplexity;  and  1  doubt 
not,  might  be  much  improved,  I  was  also  frequently  in 
doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  retaining  or  excluding  particu- 
lar acts,  and  have  retained  many  that  might  perhaps  as  well 
have  been  omitted.  Notes,  to  shew  the  constructions  adopted 
in  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  composed  a  part  oi  the 
original  plan;  I  found  however  in  the  progress  of  the  work, 
that  a  complete  collection  of  such  decisions  would  swell  the 
book  to  an  inconvenient  size,  and  became  convinced  that  a 
partial  view  of  them  would  be  of  littie  value.  In  the  latter  part 
of  die  volume,  they  were  for  this  reason  entirely  discontinued. 

The  laws  relating  to  the  district  of  Columbia,  are  omitted, 
because  they  are  in  the  nature  of  private  act^,  and  because 
in  that  view,  they  are  excluded  from  the  edition  of  the  laws 
prepared  under  the  care  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  the 
attoraey  general,  pursuant  to  an  act  passed  on  the  18th  of 
April,  1814.

1.  Sec.  IX.  The  forms  of  keepine  and  reoderiiig  all  public  ac- 
counts whatsoever  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  department  of  the 
trearary.

2.  Sec.  I.  The  comptroller  of  the  treasuiy  is  authorized  to 
issue  a  notification  to  aay  person  who  has  received  moDCjca  tor

(ACT  of  Haich  3d,  I7S6.) 
which  he  18  accountable  to  the  United  States,  or  to  the  executor 
or  administrator  of  each  person,  if  he  be  deceased,  requiring  him 
to  render  to  the  auditor  of  the  treasury  at  such  time  aa  he  shall 
think  reasonable,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  with- 
in twelve  months  &om  the  date  of  such  notification,  all  his  ac- 
counts and  vouchers  for  the  expenditure  of  the  said  moneys;  and  in 
default  thereof,  suits  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  the  comptroller  of 
the  treaauiy,  be  commenced  for  the  same  without  fiuther  notice. 
And  the  party  sued  as  aforesud  shall  be  subject  to  the  costs  and 
charges  of  such  suits,  whether  the  ultimate  decision  shall  be  in  his 
fiivour  or  against  him. 

3.  Sec.  n.  The  n^arshala  of  the  respective  districts  are  authorized 
and  directed'to  serve  the  said  notifications  on  the  parties  therein 
named,  by  leaving  copies  thereof  at  their  respective  dwellings,  or 
usual  places  of  abode,  at  least  four  months,  before  the  time  td.ed 
in  such  notification,  for  rendering  their  accounts,  as  aforesaid,  and 
the  return  of  the  said  notification  to  the  comptroller's  office,  with 
the  marshal's  certificate  thereon,  that  such  service  has  been  made, 
shall  be  deemed  legal  evidence  in  the  district  or  circuit  courts,  of 
the  proceedings,  and  for  the  recovery  of  costs  and  charges.  And 
in  cases,  where  accounts  shall  be  rendered  to  the  auditor  of  the 
treasury,  within  the  time  limited  in  the  notifications  aforesaid,  he 
shall  immediately  proceed  to  liquidate  the  credits  to  be  passed 
for  the  said  accounts,  and  report  the  same  to  the  comptroller,  with 
a  particular  Itst  of  any  claims  which  shall  liave  been  disallowed  by 
him.  And  the  comptroller  of  the  treasury  shall  immediately  pro- 
ceed to  the  examination  of  the  credits  allowed  by  the  auditor,  and 
if  the  same  be  «pproved  by  him,  shall  cause  credit  therefore  to  be 
passed  on  the  public  books.  And  the  comptroller  shall  also  ap- 
point a  day,  for  hearing  the  dumant  on  the  dums  so  disallowed 
by  the  auditor,  as  aforesaid. 

4.  Sec.  iii<  Aliatofdl  such  credits  aforesaid,  as  shall  have  been 
claimed,  and  not  admitted  by  the  comptroller,  shall  be  made  out 
and  transmitted  to  the  marshal  of  the  district,  where  the  claimant 
resides;  and  a  copy  thereof  be  served  on  the  claimant,  or  left  at 
his  dwelling  or  last  usual  place  of  abode,  with  notice  of  the  time 
assigned  by  the  comptroller,  for  the  final  hearing,  as  aforesaid,  at 
least  four  months  before  such  hearing;  of  which  proceedings,  the 
marshal  is  directed  to  transmit  an  official  return  to  the  comptrol- 
ler. Atid  in  case  of  an  omission  or  neglect,  on  the  part  of  the 
claimant,  to  assign,  in  vritbg,  or  otherwise,  his  reasons  to  the 
comptroller,  within  the  time  limited,  as  aforesaid,  why  the  sus- 
pcnded  credits  should  be  admitted,-  all  future  claims  therefore 
shall  be  forever  barred.  But  in  case  the  claimant  shall,  within 
the  time  aforesaid,  assign  in  writing,  or  otherwise,  his  reasons 
vhy  the  suspended  credits  should  be  admitted,  the  comptroller 
ahwl  immediately  consider  the  same,  and  decide  thereon,  accord*

In  all  cases,  where  the  final  decision  of  the  comptroller 
ihall  be  i^ainst  the  claimant,  such  determiiuidoD  shall  be  final  and 
concbMive  to  all  concerned.

6.  Sbc.  t.  When  any  revenue  officer,  or  other  person  accountable 
br  pobUc  mtxKy,  shall  ne^ect  or  refuse  to  pay  into  the  treasury 
the  sum  or  balance  reported  to  be  due  to  the  United  States,  upon 
tbe  adjustment  of  his  account,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comp- 
troller, and  he  is  hereby  required,  to  institute  suit  for  the  recove- 
ry of  die  same,  adding  to  the  sum  stated  to  be  due  on  such  ac- 
count,  the  commissions  of  the  delinquent,  which  shall  be  forfeited 
in  every  instance  where  suit  is  commenced,  and  judgment  obtain- 
ed ihereon,  and  an  interest  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  from  the 
time  of  receiving  the  money  unul  it  shall  be  repaid  into  the  trea- 
sury. 

7.  Sec.  n.  In  every  case  of  delinquency,  where  suit  has  been,  or 
shall  be,  instituted,  a  transcript  from  the  books  and  proceedings 
of  the  treasury,  certified  by  the  register,  and  authenticated  imder 
the  seal  of  the  department,  shall  be  admitted  ss  evidence,  and  the 
court  trying  the  cause  shall  be  tbercupoB  authorized  to  grant 
judpocnt,  and  award  execution,  accordingly.  And  all  copies  of 
IxMtda,  contracts,  or  other  papers,  relating  to,  or  connecfed  with, 
the  settlement  of  any  account  between  the  United  States  and  an 
individual,  when  certified  by  the  register  to  be  true  copies  of  the 
originals  on  lilc,  and  authenticated  under  the  seal  of  the  depart- 
Bient,  as  aAresmd,  may  be  annexed  to  such  transcripts,  and  shall 
Inve  equal  validity,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  degree  of  credit, 
which  would  be  due  to  the  original  papers  if  produced  and  au- 
thenticated in  court;  Provided,  That  where  suit  is  brought  upon  a 
bond,  or  other  sealed  instrument,  and  the  defendant  shall  plead, 
"  non  est  fiictum,"  or  upon  motion  to  the  court,  such  plea  or  mo- 
tion being  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  defendant,  it 
dull  be  lawful  for  the  court  to  take  the  same  into  considerauon, 
and  (if  it  shall  appear  to  be  necessary  for  the  attainment  of  jus- 
tice) to  require  the  production  of  the  original  b<Hid,  contract,  or 
other  paper,  t^cified  in  such  affidavit, 

8.  Sec.  m.  That  wliere  suit  shall  be  instituted  against  any  person 
or  perarau  indebted  to  the  United  States,  as  aforesaid,  it  snail  be 
tile  duty  of  the  court  where  the  same  may  be  pending,  to  grant 
judgment  at  the  return  term,  upon  motion,  imleas  the  defendant 
abaU,  in  open  court,  (the  United  States'  attorney  being  present] 
make  oath  or  affirmation,  that  he  is  equitably  entiUed  to  credits 
which  had  been,  previous  to  tbe  commencement  of  the  suit,  sub- 
mitted to  the  consideration  of  the  accounting  officers  of  the  trea- 
sury, and  rejected,  spedfying  each  particular  claim  to  rejected.

In  suits  between  the  United  States  and  intUviduals,  no 
claim  for  a  credit  shall  be  admitted,  upon  trial,  but  such  as  shall 
appear  to  have  been  presented  to  the  accounting  officers  of  the 
treasury,  for  their  examination,  and  by  them  disaQowed,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  unless  it  should  be  proved,  to  the  satisfacticm  of 
the  court,  that  the  defendant  is,  at  the  time  of  trial,  in  possession 
of  vouchers  not  before  in  his  power  to  procure,  and  that  he  was 
IH«vented  from  exhibiting  a  claim  for  such  credit,  at  the  treasu- 
Ty,  by  absence  from  the  United  States,  c»-  mme  unavoidable  ac- 
cident. 

10.  Sec.  ▼.  Where  any  revenue  officer,  or  other  penon,  hereafter 
becoming  indebted  to  die  United  States,  by  bond  or  otherwise, 
shall  become  insolvent,  or  where  the  estate  of  any  deceased  debt- 
or, in  the  hands  of  executors  or  administrators,  shall  be  insuffi- 
cient to  pay  all  the  debts  due  from  die  deceased,  the  debt  due  to 
die  United  States  shall  be  first  satisfied;  and  the  priority  herdiy 
eBt^>liahed  shall  be  deemed  to  extend,  as  well  to  cases  in  which  a 
debtor,  not  having  sufficient  property  to  pay  all  his  debts,  shaH 
make  a  voluntary  assi^ment  diereof,  or  in  which  the  estate  and 
effects  of  an  absconding,  concealed,  or  absent,  debtor,  shall  be  a^ 
tached  by  process  of  law,  as  to  cases  in  which  an  act  of  legal 
bankruptcy  shall  be  committed. 

11.  Sec.  VI.  An  writs  of  executionupon  any  judgment  obtained 
for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  the  ITni- 
ted  States,  in  one  state,  may  run  and  be  executed  in  any  other 
state,  or  in  any  of  the  territ(Hiea  of  the  United  States,  but  shall  be 
issued  tram,  and  made  returnable  to,  the  court  where  the  judg^ 
ment  was  obtained,  any  taw  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

IS.  Sec.  VII.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  repeal,  take 
away,  or  impair,  any  legal  remedy  or  remedies  for  the  recovery 
of  debts  now  due,  or  hereafter  to  be  due,  to  the  United  States,  in 
law  or  equity,  fnan  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  which  re- 
medy or  remedies  might  be  used  if  this  act  was  not  in  force.

13.  Sec.  I.  All  warrants  drawn  by  the  secretary  of  die  trea- 
aury,  or  of  war,  or  of  the  navy  upon  the  treasurer  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  shall  specify  the  parucular  appropriation  to  which  the 
same  should  be  charged.  The  moneys  paid  by  virtue  of  such 
warnuts,  shall,  in  coiifonnity  therewith^  be  chargMl  to  such  appro- 
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priatioo  in  tfae  books  kept  in  the  office  of  ihe  comptroUer  of  the 
tRSBiiiy,  in  the  case  of  warranta  drawo  by  the  secretary  of  the 
tresMuy,  and  in  the  books  of  the  accoimtants  of  the  war  and  navy 
departments,  respectively,  in  the  case  of  warrants  drawn  by  the 
■ecretaiy  of  var,  or  by  the  secretary  of  the  navy;  and  the  officers, 
wcnis,  or  odier  persoas,  who  may  be  receivers  of  public  moorys 
fluU  retkder  distinct  accounts  of  the  application  of  such  moneys 
according  to  the  appropriatioa  under  which  the  same  shall  have 
been  drawn;  and  the  secretory  of  war  and  of  the  navy  shall,  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  severally  report  to 
ooogress  a  distinct  account  of  the  expenditure  and  appUcation  of 
all  sttch  sums  of  money  as  may,  prior  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  Sep- 
tember preceding,  have  been  by  them,  respectively,  drawn  from 
the  treasury  in  Tirtue  of  the  appropriation  law  of  the  preceding 
year;  and  die  sums  appropriated  by  law  for  each  branch  of  expen- 
diture in  the  sevoal  departments  shall  be  solely  applied  to  the 
objects  for  which  tbey  are,  respectively,  appropriated,  and  to  no 
omer.  Prwukd,  nevertheUae,  That,  during  ^e  recess  of  consreas 
the  president  of  the  United  Sutes  may,  awl  he  is  hereby  auUiori- 
zed,  on  the  applicadon  of  the  secretary  of  the  proper  department, 
and  not  oth^wise,  to  direct,  if  in  his  opinion  necessary  for  the 
poWc  service,  that  a  portion  of  the  moneys  appropriated  for  a 
panicutar  l»anch  of  eiqKnditure  in  that  department,  be  applied  to 
anodtcr  bnnch  of  expenditure-  in  tfae  same  department;  in  which 
case  a  necial  account  of  the  moneys  thus  transferred,  and  of  their 
npbcatuNL,  shall  be  laid  before  congress  dunng  the  first  week  of 
tbeir  next  ensiung  session. 

14.  Sec.  ii.  It  shaU  be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  of  the  trea- 
tury,  in  every  case  where,  in  his  opinion,  further  delays  would  be 
injurious  to  the  United  States,  md  he  is  authorized,  to  direct  the 
■oditor  of  ibe  treasury,  and  the  accountants  of  the  war  and  navy 
departtneBts,  at  any  tune,  forthwith  to  audit  and  setde  any  parti- 
ctuar  account  which  the  said  officers  may  be,  respectively,  autho- 
tized  to  audit  and  settle,  and  to  report  such  settlement  for  his  re- 
vision and  final  decision.  And  the  said  comptroller  shall  also  lay 
an  anaual  statement  before  co^;res8,  during  die  first  week  of  their 
aessioii,  of  the  accotmu  in  the  treasury,  war,  or  navy  departmenu, 
which  may  have  remained  more  than  three  years  unsettled,  or  on 
which  bauooM  amear  to  have  been  due  more  than  diree  years, 
ptior  to  the  thirtieth  of  September  then  last  past,  together  with  a 
statement  of  the  causes  which  have  prevented  the  settlement  of 
die  accoonta,  or  the  recovery  of  the  balances,  due  to  the  United 
States. 

15.  Sic.  m.  That,  ^uhisively  of  the  purveyor  of  pidilic  sup- 
plies, p^masters  of  the  an^,  pursers  o(  Uie  navy,  military 
agats,  and  other  oficcrs  already  authorized  by  law,  no  other  per- 
■aaneu  agents  shaU  be  appointed,  either  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
iag  amOMOB,  or  fw  the  pvrduue  of  sallies,  or  for  the  dtsburss- 
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ment-in  any  otHer  maniirr,  of  moneys  for  the  use  of  the  military 
eatabUshmcnt,  or  of  the  navy  cuf  the  United  States,  but  such  as  - 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  United  States,  with  the 
advice'  and  'consent  of  the  senate:  Provided,  That,  the  president 
may,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  in  the  recess  of  the  senate,  to 
appoint  all  or  any  of  such  agents,  which  appointments  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  senate,  at  their  next  session,  for  their  advice  and 
consent;  and  the  president  of  the  United  Sutes  is  hereby  autho' 
rized,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  to  fix  the  number  and 
compensations  of  such  agents:  Provided,  That  the  compensation 
allowed  to  either  shall  not  exceed  one  per  centum  on  the  public 
moneys  disbursed  by  him,  nor  in  any  instance  the  compensation 
allowed  by  law  to  the  purveyor  of  public  supplies. 

16.  Sec.  iv.  Every  such  agent  as  may  be  appointed  by  virtue 
of  the  next  preceding  section,  and  every  purser  of  the  navy,  shall 
give  bond,  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  in  such  sums  as 
the  president  of  the  United  States  may  direct,  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  trust  reposed  in  him;  and  the  paymaster  of  the 
army,  the  military  agents,  the  purveyor  of  public  supplies,  the 
puraers  of  the  navy,  and  the  agents  appointed  by  virtue  of  the 
preceding  section,  shall,  whenever  practicable,  keep  the  public 
moneys  in  their  hands,  in  some  incorporated  bank,  to  be  designa- 
ted for  the  purpose  by  the  president  of  the  United  Suies,  and 
shall  make  monthly  returns,  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  treasury  department,  of  the  moneys  received  and  expended 
during  the  preceding  month,  and  of  die  imexpended  balance  in 
their  hands, 

ir<  Sec.  v.  All  purchases  and  contracts  for  supplies,  or  ser- 
vices which  are  or  may,  according  to  law,  be  made,  by  or  under 
the  direction  of  either  the  secretary  of  the  treasuiy,  the  secretary 
of  war,  or  the  secretaiy  of  the  navy,  shall  be  made  either  by  open 
purchase,  or  by  previously  advertizing  for  proposals  respecting 
the  same;  And  an  annual  statement  of  all  such  contracts  and  pur- 
chases, and  also  of  the  expenditure  of  the  moneys  appropriated 
for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  military  establishment,  for  the

mitted into  the  Union,  upon  the  same  footing  with  the  original 
states,  in  all  respects  whatever. 

3.  Sec.  ii.  The  said  state  shaU  consist  of  all  die  territoiy  inclu- 
ded within  the  following  boundariest  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the 
point  where  the  thirty-first  degree  of  north  latitude  intersects  the 
Perdido  river;  thence,  cast,  ta  the  western  boundary  line  of  the 
state  of  Georgia;  thence,  along  said  line,  to  the  southern  boundary 
line  of  the  state  of  Tennessee;  thence,  west,  along  said  boimdary 
line,  to  the  Tennessee  river;  thence,  up  the  same  to  the  mouth  of 
Bear  creek;  thence,  by  a  direct  line,  to  the  northwest  comer  of 
"Washington  coimty;  thence,  due  south,  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico; 
dience,  eastwardly,  including  all  islands  within  six  leagues  of  the 
shore,  to  the  Perdido  river;  and  thence,  up  the  same,  to  the  be- 
ginning. 
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3,  Sec.  iu.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  surveyor  of  the  lauds  of 
the  United  States  south  of  the  state  of  Tenocssee,  aad  the  sur- 
veyor of  the  public  lands  in  the  Alabama  territory,  to  run  and 
cut  out  the  line  of  demarcation,  between  the  state  of  Mississippi 
and  the  state  to  be  formed  of  the  Alabama  territory;  and  if  it 
should  appear  to  said  surveyors,  that  so  much  of  said  line  desig- 
nated in  the  preceding  section,  running  due  south,  from  the  north- 
west comer  of  Washington  county  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  will  en- 
croach on  the  counties  of  Wayne,  Green,  or  Jackson,  in  said  state 
of  Mississippi,  then  the  same  shall  be  so  altered  as  to  run  in  a  di- 
rect line  from  the  northwest  comer  of  Washington  coun^  to  a 
po'mt  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  ten  miles  east  of  the  mouth  of  the 
river  Pascagola. 

4,  Sec.  iv.  All  white  male  citizens  of  the  United  States,  who 
shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  have  resided 
in  siiid  territory  three  months  previous  to  the  day  of  election,  and  all 
persons  having  in  other  respects,  the  legal  qualifications  to  vote 
for  representatives  in  the  general  assembly  of  the  said  territory,  are 
hereby  authorised  to  choose  representatives,  to  form  a  constitu* 
tton,  who  shall  be  appointed  among  the  several  counties  as  follows:

5,  Sec.  v.  The  nicmbers  of  the  convention^  thus  duly  elected. 
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are  hereby,  authorized  to  meet,  at  the  town  of  Huntaville,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  July  ne»t;  which  convention,  when  met 
shall  first  determine,  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  elect' 
ed,  whether  it  be,  or  be  not,  expedient,  at  that  time,  to  fonn  a 
constitution  and  state  government  for  the  people  within  the  said 
territory:  And  if  it  be  determined  to  be  expedient,  the  convention 
shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  authorized  to  form  a  constitution  and 
state  government:  Provided^  That  the  same,  when  formed,  shall 
be  republican,  and  not  repugnant  to  the  principles  of  the  ordinance 
of  the  thirteenth  of  July,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven,  between  the  people  and  states  of  the  territory  northwest  of 
the  river  Ohio,  so  far  as  the  same  has  been  extended  to  the  said 
territory,  by  the  articles  of  agreement  between  the  United  States 
and  the  state  of  Georgia,  or  of  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

6.  Sec.  vi.  The  following  propositions  are  hereby  offered  to 
the  convention  of  the  said  territory  of  Alabama,  when  formed,  fbr 
their  free  acceptance  or  rejection,  which,  if  accepted  by  the  c<hi- 
vention,  shall  be  obligatory  upon  the  United  Sutes. 

First,  That  the  section  numbered  sixteen  in  every  township, 
and  when  such  section  has  been  sold,  granted,  or  disposed  of,  other 
lands  equivalent  thereto,  and  roost  contiguous  to  the  same,  shall 
be  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  such  townships  for  the  use  of 
schools. 

Second.  That  all  salt  springs  within  the  said  territory,  and  the 
lands  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  same,  together  with  such  other 
lands  as  may,  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  be  deemed 
necessary  and  proper  for  working  the  said  salt  sprinRS,  not  exceed- 
ing in  the  whole  the  quantity  contained  in  thirty-six  entire  sec- 
tions, shall  be  granted  to  the  said  state,  for  the  use  of  the  people 
of  the  said  state,  the  same  to  be  used,  under  such  terms,  condi- 
tions, and  regulations,  as  the  le^slature  of  the  said  state  shall  di- 
rect: Provided,  The  said  legislature  shall  never  sell,  nor  lease  the 
same  for  a  longer  term  than  ten  years  at  any  one  time. 

Third.  That  live  per  cent,  of  the  nett  proceeds  of  the  lands  ly- 
ing within  the  said  territory,  and  which  shall  be  sold  by  Congress, 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  September,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  nineteen,  after  deducting  all  expenses  incident 
to  the  same,  shall  be  reserved  for  malting  public  roads,  canals,  and 
improving  the  navigation  of  rivers,  of  which  three-fifths  shall  be 
applied  to  those  objects  within  the  said  state,  under  the  direction 
of  the  legislature  thereof,  and  two-filths  to  the  making  of  a  road 
or  roads  leading  to  the  said  state,  under  the  direction  of  Congress. 
Fourth.  That  thirty-six  sections,  or  one  entire  township,  to  be 
designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  under  the  direction 
of  the  President  of  the  United  Sutes,  together  with  the  one  here- 
tofore reserved  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  reserved  for  the  use  of  a 
seminary  of  learning,  and  vested  in  the  legislature  of  the  said  state,

Until  the  next  general  census  shall  be  taken,  the 
sud  state  shall  be  entitled  to  one  representative  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States. 

9.  Stc.  tx.  In  case  the  said  convention  shall  form  a  constitution 
ami  state  government  for  the  people  of  the  territory  of  Alabama, 
the  said  convention,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  shall  cause  a 
true  and  attested  copy  of  such  constitution  or  frame  of  govern- 
ment as  shall  be  formed  or  provided,  to  be  transmitted  to  Congress, 
for  its  approbation.

S.  Szc.  I.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  declared  war  betweoi  the 
United  States  and  any  foreign  nation  or  government,  or  any  inva- 
uon  or  predatory  incursion  shall  be  perpetrated,  attempted,  or 
direatened  against  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  by  any  fo- 
reign nation  or  government,  and  the  president  of  the  United  States 
shall  make  pubhc  proclamation  of  the  event,  all  natives,  citizens, 
denizens,  or  subjects  of  the  hostile  nation  or  government,  being 
males  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years  and  upwards,  who  shall  be 
within  the  United  States,  and  not  actually  naturalized,  shall  be 
fiable  to  be  a[^rehended,  restrained,  secured  and  removed,  as  alien 
enemies.  And  the  president  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  au- 
thraized,  in  any  event,  as  aforesaid,  by  his  proclamation  thereof, 
or  other  public  act,  to  direct  the  conduct  to  be  observed,  on  the 
pan  of  the  United  States,  towards  the  aliens  who  shall  become 
liable,  as  aforesaid;  the  manner  and  degree  of  the  restraint  to 
which  they  shall  be  subject,  and  in  what  cases,  and  upon  what 
Mcuri^  their  residence  shall  be  permitted,  and  to  provide  for  the 
nmoval  of  those,  who,  not  being  permitted  to  reside  within  the 
United  States,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  depart  therefrom;  and  to 
establish  any  other  regulatitms  which  shall  be  found  necessary  la 
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(ACTof  July  8th,  1788.) 
the  premises  and  for  the  public  sakty:  Provided,  that  aliens  resi- 
dent within  the  United  States,  who  shall  become  liable  as  enemies, 
in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  who  shall  not  be  chargeable  widi 
actual  hostility,  or  other  crime  a^nst  the  public  safety,  shall  be 
allowed,  for  tlie  recovery,  disposal,  and  removal  of  their  goods  and 
effects,  and  for  their  departure,  the  full  time  which  is,  or  shall  be 
stipulated  by  any  treaty,  where  any  shall  have  been  between  the 
United  States,  and  the  hostile  nation  or  government,  of  which 
,they  shall  be  natives,  citizens,  denizens  or  subjects;  and  where  no 
such  treaty  shall  have  existed,  the  president  of  the  United  States 
may  ascertain  and  declare  such  reasonable  time  as  may  be  con- 
sistent with  the  public  safety,  and  according  to  the  dictates  of 
humanity  and  national  hospitality. 

3.  Sec.  ii.  After  any  proclamation  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  die  several  courts  of  the  United  States,  and 
of  each  state,  having  criminal  jurisdiction,  and  of  the  several 
judges  and  justices  of  the  courts  of  die  United  States,  and  they 
are  respectively,  authorized  upon  romplamt,  against  any  alien  or 
alien  enemies,  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  be  resident  and  at  large 
within  such  jurisdiction  or  district,  to  the  danger  of  the  public 
peace  or  safety,  and  contrary  to  the  tenor  or  intent  df  such  pro- 
clamation, or  other  regulations  which  the  president  of  the  United 
States  shall  and  may  establish  in  the  premises,  to  cause  such  alien 
or  aliens  to  be  duly  apprehended  and  convened  before  such  court, 
judge  or  justice;  and  after  a  full  examination  and  hearing  on  such 
complaint,  and  sufficient  cause  therefor  appearing,  shall  and  may 
order  such  alien  or  aliens  to  be  removed  out  of  the  territory  of 
the  United  States,  or  to  give  sureties  of  their  good*  behaviour,  or 
to  be  otherwise  restrained,  conformably  to  the  proclamation  or 
regulations  which  shall  and  may  be  established  as  aforesaid,  and 
may  imprison,  or  otherwise  secure  such  alien  6r  aliens,  until  the 
order  which  shall  and  may  be  made,  as  aforesaid,  shall  beper' 
formed. 

4.  Sec.  hi.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  of  the  district 
trict  in  which  any  alien  enemy  sh^  be  apprehended,  who  by  the 
president  of  the  United  States,  or  by  order  of  any  court,  judge, 
or  justice,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  required  to  depart,  and  to  be  re- 
moved, as  aforesaid,  to  provide  therefor,  and  to  execute  such  order,

of  lu^>eas  corpus,  respectively,  on  application  by  an  officer,  to  grant 
a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  returnable  before  himself:  and  upon  due 
hearing  and  examination,  in  a  summary  manner,  to  discharge  the 
iKKicoininissioned  officer,  artificer,  private,  or  musician,  from  such 
arrest,  taking  common  bail,  if  required,  in  any  case  upon  mesne 
process,  and  commit  him  to  the  applicant,  or  some  other  officer  of 
the  sanie  corps.    ^Superseded,  infra  18.]

3.  Sec  it.  The  monthly  pay  of  the  officers,  noncommissioned  of- 
ficer*, musicians,  and  privates,  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit:  each 
cokmel,  acventy>five  dollars;  each  lieutenant  colonel,  sixty  dollars;

Sec.  I.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  the  following 
duA  be  the  rules  and  articles  by  which  the  annies  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  governed: 

Article  1.  Every  officer  now  in  the  army  of  the  United  States 
•hdl,  in  six  months  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  and  every  officer 
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who  shall  hereafter  be  t4)pointed  shall,  before  he  enters  on  the 
duties  of  his  office,  subscribe  these  rules  and  regulations. 

Article  2.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  to  aU  officers  and  sol- 
diers diligendy  to  attend  divine  service,  and  all  officers  who  shall 
behave  indecendy  or  irreverently  at  any  place  of  divine  worship 
shidl,  if  commisslcmcd  officers,  be  brought  before  a  general  court 
martisl,  there  to  be  publickly  and  severely  reprimanded  by  the 
president;  if  noncommissioned  officers  or  soldiers,  every  person 
so  offending  shall,  for  hia  first  offence,  forfeit  one-sixth  of  a  dol- 
lar, to  be  deducted  out  of  his  next  pay;  for  the  second  offence,  he 
shall  not  only  forfeit  a  like  sum,  but  be  confined  twenty-fimr 
hoursj  and  for  every  like  offence,  shall  suffer  and  pay  in  like  man- 
ner; which  money,  so  forfeited,  shall  be  applied  by  the  captain  or 
senior  officer  of  die  troop  or  company,  to  Uie  use  of  the  sick  sol- 
diers of  the  company  or  troop  to  which  the  offender  belongs. 

Article  3.  Any  noncommissioned  officer  or  soldier  who  shall 
use  any  profane  oath  or  execration,  shall  incur  the  penalties  ex- 
pressed in  the  foregoing  article;  and  a  commissioned  officer  shall 
forfeit  and  pay,  for  each  and  every  such  offence,  one  dollar,  to  be 
applied  as  in  ^e  preceding  article. 

Article  4.  Every  chaplain,  comnussioned  in  the  army  or  armies 
of  the  United  States,  who  shall  absent  himself  from  the  duties 
assigned  him,  (excepting  in  cases  of  sickness  or  leave  of  absence) 
shall,  on  convicdon  thereof  before  a  court  martial,  be  fined  not 
exceeding  one  month's  pay,  besides  the  loss  of  his  pay  during 
his  absence;  or  be  discharged,  as  the  sud  court  martial  shall  judge 
proper. 

Article  S.  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  use  contemptuous 
or  disrespectful  words  against  the  president  of  the  United  States, 
against  the  vice  president  thereof,  against  the  congress  of  the 
United  Sutep,  or  against  the  chief  magistrate  or  legislature  of 
an^  of  the  United  States  in  which  he  may  be  quartered,  if  a  com- 
missioned officer,  shall  be  cashiered,  or  otherwise  punished,  as  a 
court  martial  shall  direct;  if  a  noncommissioned  officer  or  soldier, 
he  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  shall  be  inflicted  on  him  by 
the  sentence  of  a  court  martial. 

Article  6.  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  behave  himself  with 
contempt  or  disrespect  towards  his  commanding  officer,  shall  be 
punished,  according  to  the  nature  of  his  i^ence,  by  the  judgment 
of  a  court  martial. 

Article  T.  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  begin,  excite,  cause, 
or  join  in,  any  mutiny  or  sedition  in  any  troop  or  company  in  the 
service  of  the  United  Sutcs,  or  in  any  party,  jxwt,  detachment, 
or  guard,  shall  suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  by  a 
court  martial  shall  be  inflicted. 

Article  8.  Any  officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  soldier,  who, 
being  present  at  any  mutiny  or  sedition,  does  not  use  his  utmost 
endeavour  to  suppress  the  same,  or  coming  to  the  knowledge  of 
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any  intended  mutiny,  does  not,  without  delay,  give  information 
thereof  to  his  commanding  officer,  shall  be  pimisned,  by  the  sctw 
tence  of  a  court  martial,  with  death,  or  otherwise,  according  to 
the  nature  of  his  o&ence. 

Article  9.  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  strike  his  superior 
officer,  or  draw  or  lift  up  any  weapon  or  offer  any  violence  against 
him,  being  in  the  execution  of  his  office,  on  any  pretence  whatso- 
ever, OT  i^all  disobey  any  lawfiil  command  of  his  superior  officer, 
shall  suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  shall,  according  to 
the  nature  of  his  offence,  be  inflicted  upon  lum  by  the  sentence  of 
a  court  martiaL 

Article  10.  Every  noncommissioned  officer  or  soldier,  who  shall 
enlist  himself  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall,  at  the 
time  of  his  so  enlisting,  or  within  six  days  afterwards,  luive  the 
article*  for  the  government  of  the  armies  of  the  United  Swtes 
read  to  him,  and  shall,  by  the  officer  who  enlisted  him,  or  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  troop  or  company  into  which  he  was 
enlisted,  be  taken  before  the  next  justice  of  the  peace,  or  chief 
m^istrate  of  any  city  or  town  corporate,  not  being  an  officer  of 
the  anny,  or,  where  recourse  cannot  be  had  to  the  civil  magis- 
trate, before  the  judge  advocate,  and,  in  his  presence,  shall  take 
die  fellowing  oaui  or- affirmation:  "  /,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  smeary 
or  a^rm,  (as  the  case  may  be)  that  J  -will  bear  true  allegiance  to 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  that  I  will  serve  them,  honestly 
and  finthfulhf,  agtUTist  all  their  enemies  or  opposers  whatsoever, 
mid  observe  and  obey  the  orders  of  the  president  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  orders  of  the  officers  appointed  ever  me,  according 
to  the  rules  and  articles  for  the  government  of  the  armies  of  the 
United  States:^'  Which  justice,  magistrate,  or  judge  advocate,  is 
to  give  the  officer  a  certificate,  signifying  that  the  man  enlisted 
did  take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation. 

Article  11.  After  a  noncommissioned  officer  or  soldier  shall 
have  been  duly  enlisted  and  sworn,  he  shall  not  be  dismissed  the 
•enrice  without  a  discbarge  in  writings  and  no  discharge  granted 
to  him  shall  be  sufficient,  which  is  not  signed  by  a  field  officer  of 
the  regiment  to  which  he  belongs,  or  commanding  officer  where 
no  field  officer  of  the  re^ment  is  present;  and  no  discharge  shall 
be  ^ven  to  a  noncommissioned  officer,  or  soldier,  befoie  his  term 
(rf  service  has  expired,  but  by  order  of  the  president,  the  secre- 
tary of  war,  the  commanding  officer  of  a  department,  or  the  sen- 
tence of  a  general  court  martial;  nor  shall  a  commissioned  officer 
be  discharged  the  service  but  by  order  of  the  president  of  the 
Uiotcd  Sutes,  or  by  sentence  of  a  general  court  martial. 

Aniele  13.  Every  colonel,  or  other  officer,  commanding  a  regt- 
mcot,  troop,  or  company,  and  actually  quartered  with  it,  may  give 
niriougfas  to  noncommissioned  officers  or  soldiers,  in  such  num- 
bers, and  fen-  so  long  a  time,  as  he  shall  judge  to  be  most  consistent 
with  the  good  of  the  service;  and  a  captain,  or  other  inferior  offi- 
o 
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cer,  commanding  a  troop  or  compaoT,  or,in  any  garrison,  fort,  or 
barrack,  of  the  United  Sutea,  (lus  field  officer  being  absent)  may 
give  furloughs  to  noncommissioned  officers  or  soldiers,  for  a  time 
not  exceeding  twenty  days  in  six  months,  but  not  to  more  than 
two  persons  to  be  absent  at  the  same  time,  excepting  some  extra- 
ordinary occasion  should  require  it. 

Article  13,  At  every  muster,  the  commanding  officer  of  each 
regiment,  troop,  or  company,  there  present,  shall  give  to  the  com- 
missary of  musters,  or  other  officer  who  musters  the  said  t%gi- 
ment,  troop,  or  company,  certificates  signed  by  himself,  signify- 
ing how  long  such  officers,  as  shall  not  appear  at  the  said  muster, 
have  been  absent,  and  the  reason  of  their  absence.  In  like  man- 
ner, the  commanding  officer  of  every  troop,  or  company,  shall 
give  certificates,  signifying  the  reasons  of  the  absence  of  the  non- 
commissioned officers  and  private  soldiers,  which  reasons,  and 
time  of  absence,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  muster  rolls,  opposite  the 
name  of  the  respective  absent  officers  and  soldiers.  The  certifi- 
cates shall,  together  with  the  muster  rolls,  be  remitted,  by  the 
commissary  of  musters,  or  other  officer  mustering,  to  the  depart- 
ment of  war,  as  speedily  as  the  distance  of  the  place  will  admit. 

Article  14.  Every  officer  who  shall  be  convicted,  before  a  ge- 
neral court  martial,  of  having  signed  a  false  certificate,  relaung 
to  the  absence  of  either  officer  or  private  soldier,  or  relative  to 
his  or  their  par,' shall  be  cashiered. 

Article  IS,  Every  officer  who  shall  knowingly  make  a  false 
muster  of  man  or  horse,  and  every  officer  or  commissary  of  mus- 
ters who  shall  willingly  sign,  direct,  or  allow,  the  signing  of  mus- 
ter rolls,  wherein  such  false  muster  is  contained,  shall,  upon  proof 
made  thereof  by  two  witnesses,  before  a  general  court  martial,  be 
cashiered,  and  shall  be  thereby  utterly  disabled  to  have  or  hold 
any  office  or  employment  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

Article  I6.  Any  commissary  of  musters,  or  other  officer,  who 
shall  be  convicted  of  having  taken  money,  or  other  thing,  by  way 
of  gratification,  on  mustering  any  renment,  troop,  or  company, 
or  on  signing  muster  rolls,  shall  be  displaced  from  his  office,  and 
shall  be  thereby  utterly  disabled  to  have  or  hold  any  office  or  em- 
ployment in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

Article  17,  Any  officer  who  shall  presume  to  muster  a  person 
as  a  soldier,  who  is  not  a  soldier,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  hav 
ing  made  a  false  muster,  and  shall  suifer  accordingly. 

Article  18.  Every  officer  who  shall  knowingly  make  a  false 
return  to  the  department  of  war,  or  to  any  of  his  superior  offi- 
cers, authorized  to  call  for  such  returns,  of  the  state  of  the  regi- 
ment, troop,  or  company,  or  garrison,  under  his  command;  or  of 
the  arms,  ammunition,  clothing,  or  other  stores,  thereunto  be- 
longing, shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  a  court  martial,  be 
cashiered. 

Article  19.  The  commanding  officer  of  every  renraent,  troop, 
or  independent  company,  or  garrison,  of  die  United  States,  shall. 
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in  ihe  beginning  of  every  month,  remit,  through  the  proper  chan- 
nels, to  the  department  of  war,  an  exact  return  of  uie  regiment, 
troop,  independent  company,  or  giarrison,  under  his  command, 
specifying  die  namea  of  the  officers  then  absent  from  their  posts, 
vith  die  leasona  for,  and  the  time  of,  their  absence.  And  any 
officer  who  shall  be  convictedof  having,  through  neglect  or  design, 
omitted  sending  such  returns,  shall  be  punished,  according  to  the 
nature  of  his  crime,  by  the  judgment  of  a  general  court  martial. 

Article  20.  All  officers  and  soldiers,  who  have  received  pay, 
or  have  been  duly  enlisted.  In  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
and  shall  be  convicted  of  having  deserted  the  same,  shall  suffer 
death,  or  such  other  puiushment  as,  by  sentence  of  a  court  mar- 
tial, shall  be  inflicted. 

Article  21.  Any  noncommi stoned  officer  or  soldier  who  shall, 
without  leave  from  his  commanding  officer,  absent  Mmself  from 
his  troop,  company,  or  detachment,  shall,  upon  being  convicted  - 
thereof,  be  punished,  according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence,  at 
the  «£9cretion  of  a  court  marti^ 

Article  3S.  No  noncommissioned  officer  or  soldier  shall  enlist 
himself  in  any  o^r  regiment,  troop,  or  company,  without  a 
Kgubu-  cUscbarge  from  the  re^ment,  troop,  or  company,  in 
which  he  last  served,  on  the  penalty  of  being  reputed  a  deserter, 
and  sufie/ing  accordingly.  And  in  case  any  officer  shall  Icnow- 
iiigly  receive  and  entertain  such  noncommissioned  officer  or  sol- 
dier, or  ritall  not,  after  his  being  discovered  to  be  a  deserter, 
immediately  ctmfine  him,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  corps  in 
which  he  last  served,  the  said  officer  shall,  by  a  court  martial,  be 
cashiered. 

Article  33.  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  be  ctmvicted  of 
having  advised  or  persuaded  any  other  officer  or  soldier  to  desert 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  suffer  death,  or  such  other 
punishment  as  shall  be  inflicted  upon  him  by  the  sentence  of  a 
court  martial:. 

Article  24.  No  officer  or  soldier  shall  use  any  reproachful  or 
provoking  speeches  or  gestures  to  another,  upon  pain,  if  an  officer, 
of  being  put  in  arrest;  if  a  soldier,  confined,  and  of  asking  pardon 
of  the  puiy  offended,  in  the  presence  of  his  commanding  officer. 

Article  25.  No  officer  or  soldier  shall  send  a  challenge  to  an- 
otfier  officer  or  soldier,  to  fight  a  duel,  or  accept  a  challenge,  if 
sent,  upon  pain,  if  a  commissioned  officer,  of  being  cashiered;  if 
a  nmc^Hnmiasioned  officer  or  soldier,  of  suffering  corporeal  pun- 
iduncnt,  at  the  discretion  of  a  court  martial.    Repealed. 

Article  26.  If  any  commissioned  or  noncommissioned  officer, 
commanding  a  guard,  shall  knowingly  or  willingly  suffer  any  per- 
son whatsoever  to  go  forth  to  fight  a  duel,  he  shaU  be  punished  as 
a  challenger;  and  all  seconds,  promoters,  and  carriers,  of  chair 
lenges,  in  order  to  duels,  shall  be  deemed  principals,  and  be  pun- 
■■hra  accordingly.     And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  officer. 
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commanding  an  arm^,  regiment,  company,  post,  or  detachment, 
who  is  knowing  to  a  challenge  being  given,  or  accepted,  by  any 
officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  soldier,  under  his  command, 
or  has  reason  to  believe  the  same  to  be  the  case,  immetUately  to 
arrest  and  bring  to  trial  such  offenders. 

Article  27.  AH  officers,  of  what  condition  soever,  have  power 
to  pan  and  queir  all  quarrels,  frays,  and  disorders,  though  the 
persons  concerned  should  belong  to  another  regiment,  troop,  or 
company;  and  either  to  order  officers  into  arrest,  or  noncomnus- 
sioned  officers  or  soldiers  into  confinement,  until  their  proper  su- 
perior officers  shall  be  acquainted  therewithj  and  whosoever  shall 
refuse  to  obey  such  officer,  (though  of  an  inferior  rank,)  or  shall 
draw  his  sword  upon  him,  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of 
a  general  court  martial. 

Article  28.  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  upbraid  another  for 
refusing  a  challenge,  shall  himself  be  punished  as  a  challenger; 
and  all  officers  and  soldiers  are  hereby  discharged  from  any  dis- 
grace, or  opinion  of  disadvanuge,  which  might  arise  from  their 
having  refused  to  accept  of  challenges,  as  they  will  only  have 
acted  in  obedience  to  the  laws,  and  done  their  duty  as  good  sol- 
diers, who  subject  themselves  to  discipline. 

Article  29.  No  suttler  shall  be  permitted  to  sell  any  kind  of 
liquors  or  victuals,  or  to  keep  their  houses  or  shops  open  for  the 
entertainment  of  soldiers,  afler  nine  at  night,  or  before  the  beat- 
ing of  the  reveillez,  or  upon  Sundays  during  divine  service  or 
sermon,  on  the  penalty  of  being  dismissed  from  all  future  sutding. 

Article  30.  AH  officers  commanding  in  the  field,  forts,  barracks, 
or  garrisons,  of  the  United  States,  are  hereby  required  to  see  diat 
tiie  persons  permitted  to  suttle  shall  supply  die  soldiers  with  good 
and  wholesome  provisions,  or  other  articles,  at  a  reasonable  price, 
as  they  shall  be  answerable  for  their  neglect. 

Article  31.  No  officer  commanding  in  any  of  the  garrisons, 
forts,  or  barracks,  of  the  United  States,  shall  exact  exorbiUuit 
prices  for  houses  or  stalls  let  out  to  suttlers,  or  connive  at  the 
like  exactions  in  others;  nor,  by  his  own  authority,  and  for  his 
private  advantage,  lay  any  duty  or  imposiuon  upon,  or  be  inte- 
rested in,  the  sale  of  any  victuals,  liquors,  or  other  necessaries  of 
life,  brought  into  the  garrison,  fort,  or  barracks,  for  the  use  of 
the  soldiers,  on  the  penalty  of  being  discharged  from  the  service. 

Article  32.  Every  officer  commanding  in  quarters,  garrisons, 
or  on  the  march,  shall  keep  good  order,  and,  to  the  utmost  of  his 
power,  redress  all  abuses  or  disorders,  which  may  be  committed 
by  any  officer  or  soldier  under  his  command.  If,  upon  complaint 
made  to  him,  of  officers  or  soldiers  beating,  or  otherwise  ill  treat- 
ing, any  person,  of  disturbing  fairs  or  markets,  or  of  committing 
any  kinds  of  riots,  to  the  disquieting  of  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  he,  the  said  commander,  who  shall  refuse  or  omit  to  see 
justice  done  to  the  offender  or  ofienders,  and  reparation  made  to 
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the  party  or  parties  injured,  as  &r  as  part  of  the  offender's  pay 
ahaU  enaUe  him  or  them,  shall,  upon  proof  thereof,  be  cashiered, 
or  otbcn* ise  punished,  as  a  general  court  martial  shall  direct. 

Article  33.  When  any  commissioned  officer  or  soldier  shall  be 
accused  of  a  capital  crime,  or  of  having  used  violence,  or  com- 
mltted  ai^  offence,  against  the  persons  or  property  of  any  citizen 
of  any  of  the  United  States,  such  as  is  punishable  by  the  known 
laws  of  the  land,  the  commanding  officer,  and  officers  of  every 
reginLcnt,  troop,  or  company,  to  which  the  person  or  persons  so 
accused  shall  belong,  are  hereby  required,  upon  application  duly 
aiade  by,  or  in  behalf  of,  the  party  or  parties  injured,  to  use 
^ir  utmost  endeavours  to  deliver  over  such  accused  person  or 
persons,  to  the  civil  manstrate,  and  likewise  to  be  aiding  and 
asusting  to  the  officers  of  justice  in  apprehending  and  securing 
the  peraoD  or  persons  so  accused,  in  order  to  bring  him  or  them 
to  trial.  If  any  commanding  officer  or  officers  shall  wilfully  ne- 
glect, or  shall  refuse,  upon  the  applicadon  aforesaid,  to  deliver 
over  such  accused  person  or  persons  to  the  civil  magistrates,  or 
to  be  aiding  and  assisting  to  the  officers  of  justice  in  apprehend- 
ing such  person  or  persons,  the  officer  or  officers,  so  <mending, 
shall  be  cashiered. 

Arttcle  34.  If  any  officer  shall  think  himself  wronged  by  his 
cokmel,  or  the  commanding  officer  of  the  re^ment,  and  shall, 
iq>oD  due  application  being  made  to  him,  be  refused  redress,  he 
may  complam  to  the  general,  commanding  in  the  state  or  terri- 
tmy  where  such  regiment  shall  be  stationed,  in  order  to  obtuo 
justice;  who  is  hereby  required  to  examine  into  the  said  com* 
plaint,  and  Cake  proper  measures  for  redressing  the  wrong  com- 
plained ofy  and  transmit,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  the  department 
of  war,  a  true  state  of  such  complaint,  with  the  proceedings  had 
thereon. 

Artak  35.  If  any  inferior  officer  or  soldier  shall  think  himself 
wronged  by  his  captain,  or  other  officer,  he  is  to  complain  thereof 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  who  is  hereby  required 
to  summcm  a  regimental  court  martial,  for  the  doing  justice  to  the 
wmplMnant;  firam  which  regimental  court  marti^,  either  party 
■ay,  if  be  diinks  himself  stiU  aggrieved,  appeal  to  a  general  court 
■MraaL  But  if,  upon  a  second  hearing,  the  appeal  shall  appear 
vexatious  and  groun'iless,  the  person,  so  appealing,  shall  be  pun- 
i^ed  at  Ae  discretioti  of  the  said  court  mattial. 

AfHeJe  36.  Any  commissioned  officer,  storekeeper,  or  com- 
noBsar)',  who  shall  be  convicted,  at  a  general  court  martial,  of 
havmg  tdd,  without  a  proper  order  for  that  purpose,  embezzled, 
tnis^jplied,  or  wilAilly,  or  through  neglect,  suffered  any  of  the 
provistona,  forage,  arms,  clothing,  ammunition,  or  other  military 
■Cncs,  bclMigiog  to  the  United  States,  to  be  spoiled  or  damaged, 
•hall,  at  hie  own  craense,  make  good  the  loss  or  damage,  and 
dull,  moreover,  forfeit  all  Ms  pay,  and  be  dismissed  from  the 
service. 
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Article  37.  Aoy  noncommissioned  officer  or  soldier  who  shall 
be  convicted,  at  a  regimental  court  martial,  of  having  sold,  or 
designedly,  or  through  neglect,  wasted  the  ammuoition  delivered 
out  to  him,  to  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  punished,  at  the  discredon  of  such  court. 

Article  38.  Every  noncommissioQed  officer  or  soldier  who  shall 
be  convicted,  before  a  court  martial,  of  having  sold,  lest,  or  spoiled, 
through  neglect,  his  horse,  arms,  clothes,  or  accoutrements,  shall 
undergo  such  weekly  stoppages  (not  exceeding  the  half  of  his  pay) 
as  such  court  martiid  shall  judge  sufficient  for  repairing  the  loss 
or  damage;  and  shall  suffer  confinement,  or  such  other  corporeal 
punishment  as  his  crime  shall  deserve. 

Article  39.  Every  aSicer  who  shall  be  convicted,  before  a  court 
martial,  of  having  embezzled  or  misapplied  any  money,  with  which 
he  may  have  been  intrusted  for  the  payment  of  the  men  under  his 
cominand,  or  for  enlisting  men  into  the  service,  or  for  other  pur- 
poses, if  a  commissioned  officer,  shall  be  cashiered,  and  compelled 
to  refund  the  money;  if  a  noncommissioned  officer,  shall  be  re- 
duced to  the  ranks,  be  put  under  stoppages  until  the  money  be 
made  good,  and  suffer  such  corporeal  punishment  as  such  court 
martial  shall  direct. 

Article  40.  Every  captain  of  a  troop,  or  company,  is  charged 
with  the  arms,  accoutrements,  ammunition,  clothing,  or  other 
warlike  stores,  belonging  to  the  troop  or  company  under  his 
command,  which  he  is  to  be  accountable  for  to  his  colonel,  in 
case  of  their  being  lost,  spoiled,  or  damaged,  not  by  unavoidable 
accidents,  or  on  actual  service. 

Article  41.  All  noncommissioned  officers  and  soldiers  who  shall 
be  found  one  mile  from  the  camp  without  leave,  in  writing,  from 
their  commanding  officer,  shall  suffer  such  punisbment  as  shidl  be 
infiicted  upon  them  by  the  sentence  of  s  court  martial. 

Article  42.  No  officer  or  soldier  shall  lie  out  of  his  quarters, 
garrison,  or  camp,  without  leave  from  his  superior  officer,  upon 
penalty  of  being  punished,  according  to  the  nature  of  his  offence, 
by  the  sentence  of  a  court  martial. 

Article  43.  Every  noncommissioned  officer  and  soldier  shall 
retire  to  his  quarters  or  tent  at  the  beating  of  the  retreat;  in  de- 
fault of  which  he  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  nature  of 
his  offence. 

Article  44.  No  officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  soldier,  shall 
fail  in  repairing,  at  the  time  fixed,  to  the  place  of  parade,  of  ex> 
crcise,  or  other  rendezvous,  appointed  by  his  commanding  officer, 
if  not  prevented  by  sickness,  or  some  odier  evident  necesaity;  or 
shall  go  from  the  said  place  of  rendezvous,  without  leave  from 
his  commanding  officer,  before  he  shall  be  regularly  dismissed  oc 
relieved,  on  the  penalty  of  being  punished,  according  to  the  nature 
of  his  offence,  by  the  sentence  of  a  court  martial. 

Article  AS.  Any  commissioned  officer  who  shall  be  found  drunk 
on  his  guard,  party,  or  other  duty,  shall  be  cashiered.    Any  non- 
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coiaxQuaicncd  officer  or  aol^r  so  oSending,  shall  suffer  such  cor- 
poreal pumahmcDt  as  shall  be  inflicted  hy  the  sentence  of  a  court 


Artick  46.  Any  centinel  who  shall  be  found  sleeping  upon  his 
post,  or  shall  leave  it  before  he  shall  be  regularly  relieved,  shall 
suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  shall  be  infiicted  by  the 
sentence  of  a  court  martial. 

Article  A7.  No  soldier  belonging  to  any  regiment,  troop,  or 
company,  shall  hire  another  to  do  his  duty  for  him,  or  be  excused 
from  duty,  but  in  cases  of  sickness,  disability,  or  leave  of  absence; 
and  every  such  soldier  found  guilty  of  hiring  his  duty,  as  also 
the  party  so  hired  to  do  pother's  duty,  shall  be  punished,  at  the 
disc^tion  of  a  regimental  court  martial. 

Article  A9.  And  every  noncommissioned  officer  conniving  at 
such  hiring  of  duty  aforesaid,  shall  be  reduced;  and  every  com- 
missi<med  officer,  knowing  and  allowing  such  ill  practices  in  the 
service,  shall  be  punished  by  the  judgment  of  a  general  court 
martial. 

Article  49.  Any  officer  belonging  to  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  who,  by  discharging  of  fire  arms,  drawing  of  swords, 
beating  of  drums,  or  by  any  other  means  whatsoever,  shall  occa- 
sion false  alarms  in  camp,  garrison,  or  quarters,  shall  suffer  death, 
or  such  other  punishment  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a 
general  court  martiaL 

Article  50.  Any  officer  or  soldier  who  shall,  without  urgent 
necessity,  or  without  the  leave  of  his  superior  officer,  quit  his 
guard,  platotm,  or  division,  shall  be  punished,  according  to  the 
nature  of  his  offence,  by  the  sentence  of  a  court  martial. 

Article  SI.  No  officer  or  soldier  shall  do  violence  to  any  per- 
son who  brings  provisions  or  other  necessaries  to  the  camp,  gar- 
rison, or  quarters,  of  the  forces  of  the  United  States,  employed 
in  any  parts  out  of  the  said  states,  upon  pain  of  death,  or  such 
other  punishment  as  a  court  marti^  shall  direcL 

Article  53.  Any  officer  or  soldier,  who  shall  misbehave  himself 
before  the  enemy,  run  away,  or  shamefully  abandon  any  fort,  post, 
or  guard,  which  he  or  they  may  be  commanded  to  defend,  or 
speak  words  inducing  others  to  do  the  like;  or  shall  cast  away 
ms  arms  and  ammunition,  or  who  shall  quit  his  post  or  colors  to 
plunder  and  pillage,  every  such  offender,  being  duly  convicted 
thereof,  shall  sumr  death,  or  such  other  pimishment  as  shall  be 
ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  general  court  martial. 

Article  S3.  Any  person  belonging  to  the  armies  of  the  United 
States,  who  shall  make  known  the  watch  word  to  any  person  who 
is  not  entitled  to  receive  it,  according  to  the  rules  and  discipline 
of  war,  or  shall  presume  to  give  a  parole  or  watch  word,  differ- 
ent irom  what  he  received,  diall  suffer  death,  or  such  other  pun- 
ishment as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  general  court 
BuoiiaL 
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Article  54.  All  officers  and  soldiers  xre  to  behave  themaelvcs 
orderly  in  quarters,  and  on  their  march;  and  whosoever  shall 
commit  any  waste  or  spoil,  either  in  walks  of  trees,  parks,  war- 
rens, fish  ponds,  houses,  or  gardens,  cornfields,  enclosurcB  of 
meadows,  or  shall  maliciously  destroy  any  property  whatsoever, 
belong^og  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States,  unless  by  order 
of  the  then  commander  in  chief  of  the  armies  of  the  said  states, 
shall  (besides  such  penaldes  as  they  are  liable  to  by  law)  be  pun- 
ished, according  to  the  nature  and  degree  of  the  oflfcace,  by  the 
judgment  of  a  regimental  or  general  court  martial. 

Article  5S.  Whosoever,  belonging  to  the  armies  of  the  United 
States,  employed  in  foreign  parts,  sh^l  force  a  safe  guard,  shall 
suffer  death. 

Article  56.  Whosoever  shall  relieve  the  enemy  with  money, 
victuals,  or  ammunition,  or  shall  knowingly  harbor  or  protect  an 
enemy,  shall  suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  shall  be 
ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  court  martial. 

A.rticle  S7.  Whosoever  shall  be  convicted  of  holding  correspond- 
ence with,  or  giving  intelligence  to,  the  enemy,  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  shall  suiter  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  shall  be 
ordered  by  the  sentence  of  a  court  martiaL 

Article  58.  All  public  stores  taken  in  the  enemy's  camp,  towns, 
forts,  or  magazines,  whether  of  artillery,  ammunition,  clothing, 
forage,  or  provisions,  shall  be  secured  for  the  service  of  the  Uni- 
ted States;  for  the  neglect  of  which  the  commanding  officer  is  to 
be  answerable. 

Article  59.  If  any  commander  of  any  garrison,  fortress,  or  post, 
shall  be  compelled,  by  the  officers  and  soldiers  under  his  command, 
to  give  up  to  the  enemy,  or  to  abandon  it,  die  commissioned  of- 
ficers, noncommissioned  officers  or  soldiers,  who  shall  be  convict- 
ed of  having  so  offended,  shall  suffer  deadi,  or  such  other  pun- 
ishment as  shall  be  inflicted  upon  them  by  the  sentence  of  a  court 
martial. 

Article  60,  Alt  suttlers  and  retainers  to  the  camp,  and  all  per- 
sons whatsoever,  serving  with  the  armies  of  the  United  States  in 
the  field,  though  not  enlisted  soldiers,  are  to  be  subject  to  orders, 
according  to  the  rules  and  discipline  of  war. 

Article  61.  Officers  having  brevets  or  commissions  of  a  prior 
date  to  those  of  the  regiment  in  which  they  serve,  may  take  place 
in  courts  mardal  and  on  detachments,  when  composed  of  differ- 
ent corps,  according  to  the  ranks  given  them  in  their  brevets,  or 
dates  of  their  former  commissions;  but  in  the  regiment,  troop,  or 
company,  to  which  such  officers  belong,  they  shall  do  duty  and 
take  rank,  both  in  courts  martial  and  on  detachments,  which  shall 
be  composed  only  of  their  own  corps,  according  to  the  commis- 
sions by  which  they  arc  mustered  in  the  said  corps. 

Article  62.  If,  upon  marches,  guards,  or  in  quarters,  different 
corps  of  the  army  shall  happen  to  join,  or  do  duty  together,  the 
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oficcT  lu{^wst  ID  nmk  of  the  line  of  the  army,  marine  corps,  or 
militia,  by  commission  there,  on  duty,  or  in  quarters,  shall  com- 
mand the  whole,  and  give  orders  for  what  is  needful  to  the  ser- 
vice, unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  president  of  the 
United  States,  according  to  the  nature  of  uie  case. 

Article  63.  The  funcuons  of  the  enoineers  being  generally  con- 
fined to  the  most  elevated  branch  of  military  science,  tliey  are 
not  to  assume,  nor  are  they  subject  to  be  onlered  on,  any  du^ 
beyond  the  line  of  their  immediate  profession,  except  by  the  spe- 
dal  order  of  the  president  of  the  United  States;  but  they  are  to 
receive  every  mark  of  respect  to  which  their  rank  in  the  army 
may  entitle  them,  respectively,  and  are  liable  to  be  transferred,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  president,  from  one  corps  to  another,  re^rd 
being  paid  to  rank. 

Article  64.  General  courts  martial  may  consist  of  any  number 
vi  commissioned  officers,  from  five  to  thirteen,  inclusively;  but 
dbey  shall  not  consist  of  less  than  thirteen,  where  that  number  can 
be  convened,  without  manifest  injury  to  the  service. 

Article  65.  Any  general  officer  commanding  an  army,  or  loIo- 
nel  commanding  a  separate  department,  may  appoint  general 
courts  martial,  wiienever  necessary.  But  no  sentence  of  a  court 
mwtial  shall  be  carried  into  execution  until  after  the  whole  pro- 
ceedings shall  have  been  laid  before  the  officer  ordering  the  same, 
or  the  officer  commanding  the  troops  for  the  time  being;  neither 
•hall  any  sentence  of  a  general  court  martial,  in  time  of  peace, 
cxten^ng  to  the  loss  of  life,  or  the  dismission  of  a  commissiuwd 
oKccr,  or  which  shall,  either  in  time  of  peace  or  war,  respect  a 
general  officer,  be  carried  into  execution,  until  after  the  whole  pro- 
ceedlngs  shall  have  been  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  war,  to 
be  laid  before  the  president  of  the  United  States,  for  his  coi^r- 
nuui<»  or  disapproval,  and  orders,  in  the  case.  All  other  senten- 
ces may  be  confirmed  and  executed  by  the  officer  ordering  the 
court  to  assemble,  or  the  commauding  officer,  for  the  time  being, 
SB  the  case  may  be. 

Article  66.  Every  officer  commanding  a  regiment  or  corps,  may 
appoint,  for  his  own  re^ment  or  corps,  courts  martial,  to  consist 
ca  three  commissioned  officers,  for  the  trial  and  punishment  of 
offences  not  capital,  and  decide  upon  their  sentences.  For  the  same 
puipoee,  all  officers  commanding  any  of  the  garrisons,  forts,  bar- 
racks, or  other  places,  where  the  troops  consist  of  different  corps, 
may  assemble  courts  martial,  to  consist  of  three  commissioned 
fittcers,  and  decide  upon  their  sentences. 

Article  67.  No  garrison  or  regimental  court  martial  shall  have 
the  power  to  try  capital  cases,  or  commissioned  officers;  neither 
shall  they  inQtct  a  fine  exceeding  one  month's  pay,  nor  imprisoD 
ooT  put  to  hard  labor,  any  noncommissioned  officer  or  soldier,  for 
a  longer  time  than  one  month. 

Articie  68.  Whenever  it  may  be  found  convenient  and  neces> 
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sary  to  the  pl^c  aerrice,  the  officers  of  the  marine*  daSi  be  as- 
socitted  with  the  officers  of  the  land  forces,  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  courts  mardal  and  trying  offenders  belonging  to  either; 
and  in  such  cases  the  orders  of  the  senior  officer  of  either  corps, 
who  may  be  present  and  duly  authotized,  shall  be  received  and 
obeyed. 

Article  69.  The  judge  advocate,  or  some  person  deputed  by 
him,  or  by  the  general  or  officer  commanding  the  army,  detach- 
ment, or  garrison,  shall  prosecute  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States,  hut  shall  so  far  consider  himself  as  counsel  for  the  pri- 
soner, after  the  said  prisoner  shall  have  made  his  plea,  as  to  ob- 
ject to  any  leading  question  to  any  of  the  witnesses,  or  any  ques- 
ti^  to  the  prisoner,  the  answer  to  which  might  tend  to  criminate 
himself;  and  administer,  to  each  member  of  the  court,  before 
they  proceed  upon  any  trial,  the  following  oath,  which  shall  also 
be  uken  by  all  members  of  the  regimental  and  garriscm  courts 
martial: 

"  Tou,  A.  B.,  do  rwrar  that  you  will  vtell  and  truly  try  and  de- 
termine, according  to  evidence,  the  matter  nam  before  yeu,  between 
the  United  States  of  America  and  the  priioner  to  be  tried:  and 
that  you  will  duly  administer  justice^  according  to  the  provUiant 
of '  Jin  act  eitablithing  rule*  and  articles  for  the  government  of 
the  armies  of  the  United  Stales,'  without  partiality,  favor,  or  af- 
fection: andifany  doubt  shall  arise,  not  explained  by  eaid  articles, 
according  to  your  conscience,  the  best  of  your  understanding,  and 
the  custom  of  war  in  liie  cases:  andyou  do  further  swear,  that  you 
will  not  dimdge  the  sentence  of  the  court  until  it  shall  be  published 
by  the  proper  authority:  neither  will  you  disclose  or  £scover  the 
vote  or  opinion  of  any  particular  member  of  the  court  martial,  un- 
less required  to  give  evidence  thereof,  as  a  witness^  by  a  court  of 
justice,  in  a  due  course  of  law.  So  kelp  you  God." 
•  And  as  eoan  as  the  said  oath  shall  have  been  administered  to 
the  respective  members,  the  president  of  the  court  shall  adminis- 
ter to  the  judge  advocate,  or  person  officiating  as  such,  an  oath  in 
the  following  words: 

"  Tou,  A,  B.,  do  swear,  that  you  loill  not  disclose  or  discover  the 
vote  or  opinion  of  any  particular  member  of  the  court  martial,  un- 
less required  to  give  evidence  thereof  as  a  witness,  by  a  court  of 
justice,  in  due  course  of  law;  nor  dimdge  the  sentence  of  the  court 
to  any  but  the  proper  authority,  until  it  tkall  be  duly  ^scloted  by 
the  same.     So  help  you  God.'' 

Article  70.  When  a  prisoner  arraigned  before  a  general  court 
martial  shall,  from  obstinacy  and  deliberate  design,  stand  mute, 
at  answer  foreign  to  the  purpose,  the  court  may  proceed  to  trial 
and  judgment  as  if  the  prisoner  had  regulariy  pleaded  not  guilty. 

Article  71.  When  a  member  shall  be  challenged  {ly  a  prisoner, 
he  must  state  his  cause  of  challenge,  of  which  the  court  ^all, 
after  due  deUberatim),  determine  me  relevancy  or  validity,  and 
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decide  aeeoriingly;  and  no  ebaUensc  to  more  dum  one  member 
at  m  time  ahill  be  received  by  the  coutt. 

Arttck  73.  All  the  membm  of  a  court  martial  are  to  behave 
whfa  decency  and  calmneu;  and,  in  giving  their  votes,  arc  to  be- 
gin with  the  youngest  in  comnission. 

Artide  73.  All  persona  who  give  evidence  before  a  court  mar- 
tial, are  to  be  examined  on  oath  or  affirroa^n,  in  the  following 
iiami: 

**  7«u  twear,  or  afirm^  (aa  the  case  may  be)  iht  nitiaKe  ysu 
shdiU gioe  in  the  catae  ntya>  in  btaring  ahatl  bi  the  truth,  the  rvhol* 
IrBtA.  and  nothing  but  the  truth.    So  kelp  ytu  God." 

Jrtiek  74.  On  the  trials  of  cases  not  capital,  befbrt  courts  mar- 
tial, die  depoution  of  wiaeasea,  not  in  the  line  or  staff  of  the  army, 
may  be  taken  before  some  jusuce  of  the  peace,  and  read  in  evi- 
dence: Provided,  the  prosecutor  and  the  person  accused  are  present 
at  the  taking  the  same,  or  are  duly  notified  thereof, 

Artide  75.  No  office  shall  be  tried  but  by  a  general  court  mar- 
tial, ncM- 1^  officers  of  an  inferior  rank,  if  it  can  be  avwded:  not 
ahall  any  proceedings  or  trials  be  carried  on  excepting  between  the 
faoois  of  mgfat  in  the  morning,  and  three  in  the  afternoon^  except* 
ing  in  casca  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  officer  appolntiag  the 
court  martial,  require  immediate  example. 

Artide  76.  No  person  whatsoever  shall  use  any  menacing  words, 
aigns,  or  natures,  in  presence  of  a  coun  martial,  or  shidl  cause 
any  dJaorder  or  riot,  or  disturt)  their  proceedings,  on  the  penalty 
of  being  pnnishcd,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  court  martial. 

Articte  71.  Whenever  any  officer  shall  be  charged  with  a  crime, 
he  shall  be  arrested  and  confined  in  his  barracks,  quarters,  or  tent, 
md  dejvived  of  his  sword,  by  the  commanding  officer.  And  any 
(^cer  who  ahall  leave  his  confinement,  before  he  shall  be  aet  at 
fiber^  by  his  commanding  officer,  or  by  a  superior  officer,  shall 
be  eaahitTed. 

ArticU  78.  Noncommissioned  officers  and  soldiers,  charged  with 
crimes,  shall  be  confined,  until  tried  by  a  court  mardal,  or  released 
by  [H'opeT  authority. 

Article  79.  No  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  be  put  in  arrest,  shall 
continue  in  confinement  more  than  eight  days,  or  undl  such  Ume 
as  a  court  martial  can  be  assembled. 

Artide  80.  No  officer  commanding  a  guard,  or  provost  marshal, 
ihaD  reftiae  to  receive  or  keep  any  prisoner  committed  to  his 
charge,  by  an  officer  belonging  to  the  forces  of  the  United  Sutes; 
provided  the  officer  committing  ahall,  at  the  same  time,  deliver  an 
acooont  in  writing,  signed  by  himself,  of  the  crim^  with  which  the 
said  prisoBcr  is  charged. 

Article  SI.  No  officer  commanding  a  guard,  or  provost  marshal, 
•ball  presume  to  release  any  person  committed  to  his  charge,  with- 
out proper  authority  for  so  doing,  nor  shall  be  suflTer  any  person  to 
escape,  on  the  penalty  of  being  punidied  for  it  by  the  sentence  of 
acoortmartiaL 
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Article  82.  Every  officer  or  provost  marshal,  to  whose  charge 
pmoners  shall  be  committed,  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  afiter 
such  commitmcat,  or  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  relieved  from  his 
guard,  make  report  in  writing,  to  the  commanding  officer,  of  their 
names,  their  crimes,  and  the  names  of  the  officers  who  committed 
them,  on  the  penalty  of  being  punished  for  disobedience  or  neglect, 
at  the  dlBcretion  of  a  court  martial. 

Article  S3.  Any  commissioned  officer,  convicted  before  a  gene- 
ral court  martial  of  conduct  ut^coming  an  officer  and  a  gentle- 
man, shall  be  dismissed  the  service. 

Article  84.  In  cases  where  a  court  martial  may  think  it  proper 
to  sentence  a  commissioned  officer  to  be  suspended  from  com- 
mand, they  shall  have  power  also  to  suspend  his  pay  and  emolu- 
ments for  the  same  time,  according  to  the  nature  and  heinousneas 
(tf  theo&nce. 

Article  85.  In  all  cases  where  a  commissioned  officer  is  cashiered 
for  cowardice  or  fraud,  it  shall  be  added,  in  the  sentence,  that  the 
crime,  name,  and  place  of  abode  and  punishment,  of  the  delinquent, 
be  published  in  the  newspapers  in  and  about  the  camp,  and  of  the 
particular  state  hom  which  the  offender  came,  or  where  he  usually 
resides,  after  which  it  shall  be  deemed  scandalous  for  an  officer  to 
associate  with  him. 

Article  86.  The  commanding  officer  of  any  post  or  detachment, 
in  which  there  shall  not  be  a  number  of  officers  adequnte  to  form 
a  general  court  martial,  shall,  in  cases  which  require  the  cogni- 
zance of  such  a  court,  report  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  de- 
partment, who  shall  order  a  court  to  be  assembled  at  the  nearest 
post  or  detachment,  and  the  party  accused,  with  necessary  witness- 
es, to  be  uansported  to  the  place  where  the  said  court  shall  be 
assembled. 

Article  B7.  No  person  shall  be  sentenced  to  suffer  death,  but  by 
die  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  a  general  court 
martial,  nor  except  in  the  cases  herein  expressly  mentioned;  nor 
shall  more  than  fifty  lashes  be  inflicted  on  any  offender,  at  the 
discretion  of  a  court  martial;  and  no  officer,  noncommissioned  of- 
ficer, soldier,  or  follower  of  the  army,  shall  be  tried  a  second  time 
for  the  same  offence. 

Article  86.  No  person  shall  be  Wahlc  to  be  tried  and  punished 
by  a  general  court  martial  for  any  offence  which  shall  appear  to 
have  been  committed  more  than  two  years  before  the  issuing;  of 
Hie  order  for  such  trial,  unless  the  person,  by  reason  of  having 
abeented  himself,  or  some  other  manifest  impediment,  shall  not 
have  been  amenable  to  justice  within  that  period. 

Article  89.  Every  officer  authorized  to  order  a  general  court 
mar^,  «h^  have  power  to  pardon  or  mitigate  any  punishment 
Milercd  by  such  court,  except  the  sentence  of  death,  or  of  cash- 
iering an  officer;  which,  in  the  cases  where  he  has  authority  (b^ 
artick  65)  to  cany  Ui«ra  mto  execution,  he  may  suspend*  until 
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die  pleasure  of  the  presideat  of  the  United  States  can  be  known; 
which  suspension,  together  with  copies  of  tfie  proceedings  of  the 
court  martial,  the  said  officer  shall  immediately  traasmit  to  the 
president,  for  his  determination.  And  the  colonel  or  cotnmand- 
iDg  officer  of  the  regiment  or  garrison,  where  any  regimental  or 
gairisoD  court  martial  shall  be  held,  may  pardon  or  mitigate  any 
pmualunctit  ordered  by  such  court  to  be  inflicted. 

Artkk  SO.  Every  judge  advocate,  or  person  officiating  as  such, 
at  any  general  court  martial,  shall  transmit,  with  as  much  ezpe< 
dHion  as  die  opportunity  of  dme  and  distance  of  place  can  admit, 
the.  original  proceedings  and  seiitencc  of  such  court  martial  to  the 
■ecretary  of  war,  which  sud  original  proceedings  and  sentence 
ahall  be  carefully  kept  and  preserved  in  the  office  of  said  secretary, 
to  the  end  that  the  persons  entitled  thereto  may  be  enabled,  upon 
aiylication  to  the  said  office,  to  obtain  copies  thereof. 

TIw  puty  tried  by  any  general  court  martial  shall,  upon  de- 
mand dicreof,  made  by  himself  or  by  any  person  or  persons  in 
bis  behalf,  be  entitled  to  a  copy  of  the  sentence  and  proceedings 
of  such  cotirt  martiaL 

Article  91.  In  cases  where  the  general,  or  commanding  officer, 
nay  order  a  coort  of  inquiry,  to  examine  into  the  nature  of  any 
transaction,  accusation,  or  imputation,  against  any  officer  or  b<h- 
dier,  the  said  court  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  officers,  not  ex- 
ceeding three,  and  a  judge  advocate,  or  other  suitable  person,  as 
a  recorder,  to  reduce  the  proceedings  and  evidence  to  writing,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  pefformanct  of  their  duty. 
Tlus  court  shall  have  the  same  power  to  summon  witnesses  as  a 
court  martial,  and  to  examine  Uiem  on  oath.  But  they  shall  not 
give  dieir  opinion  on  the  merits  of  the  case,  excepting  they  shall 
be  thereto  specially  required.  The  t:artieB  accused  shall  also  be 
pennitted  to  oross  examine  and  interrogate  the  witnesses,  so  as  to 
mrestigtte  fully  the  circumstances  in  the  question. 

Article  93.  The  proceedings  of  a  court  of  inquiry  must  be 
aulhenlicated  by  the  signature  of  the  recorder  and  the  president, 
and  delivered  to  the  commanding  officer:  and  the  said  proceed- 
inga  nay  be  admitted  as  evidence  by  a  court  martial,  in  cases  not 
capital,  or  extending  to  the  dismission  of  an  officer:  Provided, 
That  the  urcumstances  are  such  that  oral  testimony  cannot  be 
abtaincd.  But  aa  courts  of  inquiry  may  be  perverted  to  dishon- 
orable purposes,  and  may  be  considered  as  engines  of  destruction 
to  military  merit,  in  the  hands  of  weak  and  envious  commandants, 
Aey  are  hereby  prohibited,  unless  directed  by  the  president  of  the 
United  States,  or  demanded  by  the  accused. 

Article  93.  The  judge  advocate,  or  recorder,  shall  administer 
to  the  naemberg  the  following  oath: 

"  Tmi  Mhail  tvell  and  truly  examine  and  inquire,  according  to 
your  tviderwe,  into  the  matter  now  before  you,  xoithout  partiality, 
JmoT,  affectiony  frejutRce,  or  hope  of  rexuard:  So  help  you  Cod" 
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After  wMch  the  praidni  Bhall  adaiioirter  to  the  judge  advo- 
cate, or  recorder,  die  foQowiag  oub: 

*'  Tou,  A.  B.,  do  twear  that  you  ■mli^  according  to  your  be«t 
abilitiet,  accurately  end  at^rtiaUy  record  the  proceedinga  of  the 
court,  and  the  evidettce  to  be  given  in  the  cote  in  hearing:  So  help 
you  God," 

The  witnesses  shdll  tske  the  snne  oath  as  witneBses  sworn  be- 
fore a  court  martial. 

Article  94.  When  any  comnuHioned  officer  shall  die^  or  be 
killed,  in  the  service  of  the  United  Statea,  the  major  of  the  re^- 
ment,  or  the  officer  doing  the  major's  duty  in  his  absence,  or,  in 
any  post  or  garrison,  the  second  officer  in  command,  or  the  as- 
sistant militaiy  agent,  shall  iuinediately  secure  all  his  effects  or 
equipage,  then  in  camp  or  quarters,  and  shall  make  an  inventory 
thereof,  and  forthwith  transmit  the  same  to  die  office  of  the  de- 
partment of  war,  to  the  end  that  bis  executors  or  administrators 
may  receive  the  same. 

JSrtic/e  95.  When  any  noncommissioned  officer  or  soldier  shall 
die,  or  be  killed,  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  the  then 
commanding  officer  of  the  troop,  or  company,  shaU,  in  the  presence 
of  two  other  commissioned  officers,  take  an  account  of  what  effects 
he  died  possessed  of,  above  his  arms  and  accontrements,  and  trans- 
mit the  same  to  the  office  of  the  department  of  war;  which  said 
effiscts  are  to  be  accounted  for,  and  paid,  to  the  represenutives  of 
such  deceased  noncammisaioned  officer  or  soldier.  And  in  case 
any  of  the  officers,  so  authorized  to  take  care  of  the  effects  of  de- 
ceased officers  and  soldiers,  should,  before  they  have  accounted  to 
their  representatives  for  the  same,  have  occasion  to  leave  the  re- 
^mant,  or  post,  by  preferment,  or  otherwise,  they  shall,  before 
Siey  be  permitted  to  quit  the  same,  deposite,  in  the  hands  of  the 
commanding  officer,  or  of  the  assistant  military  agent,  all  the  ef- 
fects of  such  deceased  noacommissioned  officers  and  soldiers,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  secured  for,  and  paid  to,  their  re- 
spective representatives. 

Article  96.  All  officers,  cooductora,  gunners,  matrosses,  drivers, 
or  other  persons  whatsoever,  receiving  pay,  or  hire,  in  the  service 
of  the  artill'^Ty,  or  corps  of  engineers,  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be  governed  by  the  aforesaid  rules  and  articles,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  be  tried  by  courts  martial,  in  like  manner  with  the  officers 
and  soldiers  of  the  other  troops  in  the  service  of  the  United 
Sutes. 

Article  97.  The  officers  and  soldicn  of  any  troops,  whether 
militia  or  others,  being  mustered  and  in  pay  of  the  Uaite^  States, 
shall,  at  all  times,  and  in  all  places,  wlien  joined,  or  acting  in  con- 
junction, with  the  regular  forces  of  the  United  States,  be  governed 
oy  these  rules  and  articles  of  war,  and  shall  be  subject  to  be  tried 
by  courts  nurtial,  in  like  manner  with  the  (Acers  aod  soldiers  in

dteicgalarfwccs,  save  only  that  Bach  courts  martial  shall  be  cotn- 
posed  entirely  of  militia  officers. 

Articie  98.  All  officen  serving  by  ctHumiasioQ  from  the  au> 
ibcffity  of  any  pardcular  etate,  shall,  on  all  detachments,  courts 
martial,  or  odier  duty,  wherein  they  may  be  employed  in  con- 
junction  with  the  regular  forces  of  the  United  States,  take  rank 
next  after  all  officers  of  the  like  grade  in  said  regular  forces,  not- 
whhstaniting  the  commissions  of  such  militia  or  state  officers 
may  be  tlAer  than  the  commissions  of  the  officers  of  the  regular 
forces  of  the  United  States. 

Article  99.  All  crimes  not  capital,  and  all  disorders  and  ne- 
^ects  which  officers  and  soldiers  may  be  guilty  of,  to  the  preju- 
dice of  good  order  and  military  discipline,  though  not  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  articles  of  war,  are  to  be  taken  cognisunce  of  by 
a  general  or  regimental  court  martial,  according  to  the  nature  and 
degree  of  the  offence,  aitd  be  punished  at  their  discretion. 

Article  lOO.  The  president  of  ^e  United  States  shall  have  pow- 
er to  prescribe  the  uniform  of  the  army. 

Articie  lOl.  The  foregoing  articles  are  to  be  read  and  published 
once  in  every  six  months,  to  every  garrison,  regiment,  troop,  or 
company,  mustered,  or  to  be  mustered,  to  the  service  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  are  to  be  duly  observed  and  obeyed  by  all  officers 
and  soldiers  who  are,  or  shall  be,  in  said  service. 

27.  Sec.  n.  In  time  of  war,  all  persons  not  citizens  of,  or  owing 
allegiance  to,  the  United  States  of  America,  who  shall  be  found 
lurking,  as  snies,  in  or  ahoat  the  fortifications  or  encampments  of 
the  armies  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  shall  suner  death, 

according  to  the  law  and  usage  of  nations,  by  sentence  of  a  general 

court  martial.

A  bank  of  the  United  States  of  America  shall  be  es- 
tablished with  a  capital  of  thirty-five  millions  of  dollars  divided  into 
three  hundred  aad  fifty  thousand  shares,  of  one  hundred  dollars 
esch  share.  Seventy  thousand  shares,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
acTen  millions  of  dollars,  part  of  the  capital  of  the  said  bank  shall 
be  subscribed  and  paid  for  by  the  United  States,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  specified;  and  two  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  shares, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  twenty-eighty  millions  of  dollars,  shall 
be  subscribed  and  paid  for  by  individuals,  companies,  or  corpora- 
tions.

body  polibc,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  greater  number  than  thirty 
votes;  and  after  the  first  election,  no  share  or  shares  shall  confer 
a  right  of  voting,  which  shall  not  have  been  holden  three  calendar 
mondia  previous  to  the  day  of  election.  And  stockholders  actual- 
ly rcndent  within  the  United  States,  and  none  other,raay  vote  in 
decdons  by  proxy. 

Second.  Not  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  directors  elected 
by  the  stockholders,  and  not  more  than  four-fifths  of  the  directors 
1  by  the  president  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  be  in 
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office  at  die  time  of  ap  annual  electioD,  shall  be  elected  or  ap- 
pointed for  the  next  succeeding  year;  and  no  director  shall  hold 
his  office  more  than  three  years  out  of  four  io  succession:  bat 
the  director  who  shali  bt  the  president  at  the  time  of  an  election 
may  always  be  re-appointed,  or  re' elected,  as  the  case  may  be.

Sixth.  Each  cashier  or  treasurer,  before  he  enters  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall  be  required  to  ^ve  bond,  with  two  or 
more  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  tiie  directors,  in  a  sum  not 
less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  with  a  condition  for  his  good 
behavior,  and  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  to  the  corpo- 
ration. 

Seventh.  The  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  which  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  hold,  shall  be  only  such 
as  shall  be  requisite  for  its  immediate  acccommodation  in  relation 
to  the  convenient  transacting  of  its  business,  and  such  as  shall  have 
been  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to 
it  in  satisJaction  of  debts  previously  contracted  in  the  course  of 
its  dealings,  or  purchased  at  sales,  upon  judgments  which  shall 
have  been  obtained  for  such  debts. 

Eighth,  'file  total  amount  of  debts  which  the  said  corporation 
shall  at  any  time  owe,  whether  by  bond,  bill,  note,  or  other  con- 
tract, over  and  above  the  debt  or  debts  due  for  money  deposited 
in  the  bank,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty-five  millions  of 
dollars,  unless  the  contracting  of  any  greater  debt  shall  have  been 
previously  authorized  by  law  of  the  United  States.  In  case  of 
excess,  the  directors  uodier  whose  administration  it  shall  happen, 
shall  be  liable  for  the  same  in  their  natural  and  private  capacities; 
and  an  action  of  debt  may  lu  such  case  be  brought  againat  them. 
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«r  any  of  them,  their  or  uay  of  their  hein,  executorsi  or  adminJB' 
traton,  in  any  coutt  of  record  of  the  United  States,  or  either  of 
dicnif  by  any  creditor  or  creditrav  of  the  said  corporation^  and 
may  be  prosecuted  to  judgment  and  execution,  any  condition,  co- 
venant, or  agreement  to  the  contrary  notwithatanding.  But  this 
provision  shall  not  be  constmed  to  exempt  the  said  corporation  or 
the  lands,  tenements,  goods,  or  chattels  of  the  same  nom  being 
also  liabk  for,  and  chai^able  with,  the  sud  excess. 

Such  of  the  said  directors,  who  may  have  been  absent  when  the 
said  excess  was  contracted  or  created,  or  who  may  have  dissent- 
ed from  the  resolution  or  act  whereby  the  same  was  so  contracted 
or  created,  may  respectively  exonerate  themselves  &om  being  so 
bdJe,  by  forthwith  giving  notice  of  the  fact,  and  of  their  absence 
tx  dissent,  to  the  president  of  the  United  Sutes,  and  to  the  stock- 
bcdders,  at  a  general  meeting,  which  they  shall  have  power  to  call 
fbr  that  purpose. 

Ninth.  Tne  said  corporatioii  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly, 
deal  or  trade  in  any  thing  except  bills  of  exchange,  gold  or  sil- 
ver bnllioBf  or  in  the  sale  of  goods  really  and  truly  pledged  for 
money  lent  and  not  redeemed  in  due  time,  or  goods  which  shall 
be  the  proceeds  of  its  lands.  It  shall  not  be  at  Ubcrty  to  pur- 
dtase  any  public  debt  whatsoever,  nor  shall  it  take  more  than  at 
tbc  rate  of  six  per  centuin  per  anmiiy  for  or  upon  its  loans  or  dis- 


Tenth.  No  loan  shall  be  made  by  the  said  corporation,  for  the 
use  or  on  account  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  to  an 
amount  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollara,  or  of  any  par- 
ticular  state,  to  an  amount  exceeding  &f^  thousand  dollars,  or  of 
any  foreign  prince  or  sate,  unless  previously  authorized  by  a  law 
at  the  United  States. 

Eleventh.  The  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  assignable 
atid  transfiErrable,  according  to  such  rules  as  shall  be  instituted  in 
that  behalf,  by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  same. 

Twelfth.  The  bills,  obligatory  and  of  credit,  under  the  seal  of 
the  said  corporation,  which  shall  be  made  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons, shall  be  assignable  by  endorsement  thereupon,  under  the 
hand  or  hands  of  such  person  or  persons,  and  his,  her,  or  their 
executors  or  administrators,  and  his,  her  or  their  assignee  or  as- 
signees, and  so  as  absolutely  to  transfer  and  vest  the  proper^ 
diereof  in  each  and  every  assignee  or  assignees  successively,  and 
to  enable  such  assignee  or  assignees,  and  nis,  her  or  their  execu- 
tors or  administrators,  to  m^inrHin  an  acdon  thereupon  in  his,  her, 
or  their  own  name  or  names:  Provided^  that  said  corporation  shall 
not  make  any  bill  obligatory,  or  of  credit,  or  other  obligation  un- 
der its  seal  for  tbc  payment  of  a  sum  less  than  five  thousand  dol- 
lars. And  the  bills  or  notes  which  may  be  issued  by  order  of  the 
said  cotporation,  signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by 
the  principal  cauiier  or  treasurer  thereof,  prtHsising  the  paymeat 
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of  money  tn  may  -penoa  or  penons,  his,  her  or  their  order,  or  to 
bearer,  althourii  not  under  the  seal  (^  the  said  corpontioa,  shall 
be  binding  and  obligatory  upon  the  tame,  in  like  manner,  and  with 
like  force  and  effect,  as  upon  any  private  person  or  persons,  if  is- 
sued by  him,  her  or  them,  in  his,  her  or  their  privMe  or  natural 
capacity  or  capacides,  and  ahall  be  assignable  and  negouable  in 
like  manner  as  if  they  were  so  issued  by  such  private  person  or 
persona;  that  is  to  say,  those  which  shall  be  payable  to  any  persm 
or  persons,  his,  her  or  their  order,  siiall  be  auigDable  by  endorse- 
ment, in  like  manner,  and  with  the  like  effect  as  foreign  bills  of 
exchange  now  are;  and  those  which  arc  payable  to  bearer  shall  be  : 
assignable  and  negotiable  by  delivery  only:  Provided,  that  all  bills 
or  notes,  bo  to  be  issued  by  said  corporatioo,  shall  be  made  par- 
able on  demand,  other  than  bills  or  notes  for  the  payment  of  a 
sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  payable  to  the 
order  of  some  person  or  persons,  which  bills  or  notes  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  corporation  to  make  payable  at  any  dme  not  ex- 
ceeding sixty  days  from  the  date  thereof. 

Thirteenth.  Half  yearly  dividends  shall  be  made  of  so  much 
of  the  profits  of  the  bank  as  shall  appear  to  the  directors  advisa- 
ble] and  once  in  every  three  years  the  directors  shall  lay  before 
the  stockholders,  at  a  general  meeting,  for  their  information,  an 
exact  and  particular  statement  of  the  debts  which  shall  have  re- 
mained unpaid  after  the  expiration  of  the  original  credit,  for  a  pe- 
riod of  treble  the  term  of  that  credit,  and  of  the  surplus  of  the 
profits,  if  any,  after  deducting  losses  and  dividends.  If  there  shall 
be  a  failure  in  the  payment  of  any  part  of  any  sum  subscribed  to 
the  capital  of  the  said  bank,  by  any  person,  co-partnership  or  body 
politic,  the  party  failing  shall  lose  the  benefit  of  any  dividend 
which  may  have  accrued  prior  to  the  time  for  making  such  pay- 
ment, and  during  the  delay  of  the  same. 

Fourteenth.  Tht  directors  of  the  said  corporation  shall  esta- 
blish a  competent  office  of  discount  and  deposit  in  the  district  of 
Columbia,  whenever  any  law  of  the  United  Sutes  shall  require 
such  an  establiahroent;  also  one  such  office  of  discount  and  depo- 
sit in  any  state  in  which  two  thousand  shares  shall  have  been 
subscribed  or  may  be  held,  whenever,  upon  appUcatioa  of  the  le- 
gislature of  such  state,  congress  may,  by  law,  require  the  same: 
Provided,  the  directors  aforesaid  qhall  not  be  bound  to  establish 
such  office  before  the  whole  of  the  capital  of  the  bank  shall  have 
been  paid  up.  And  it  shall  be  Lawfiil  for  the  directors  of  the  said 
corporation  to  establish  offices  of  discount  and  deposit,  where- 
soever they  shall  think  fit,  within  the  United  States  or  the  terri- 
tories thereof,  and  to  commit  the  management  of  the  said  offices, 
and  the  busines  thereof,  respectively  to  such  persons,  and  under 
such  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  not  being  contrary  to 
law  or  the  constitution  of  the  bank.  Or  instead  of  establishing 
«uc^  offices,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  (^  the  said  corpo- 
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tatiaa,  from  time  to  time,  to  employ  uqr  other  bank  or  banks,  to 
be  fiist  appmrTed  by  the  secretary  of  the  trejuaty,  *t  any  j^ux 
or  places  ihM  they  m>y  deem  saic  and  proper,  to  manage  and 
traoBact  the  buxineas  proposed  as  aforesaid,  other  than  for  the  pur- 
poaes  of  dtacoanc,  to  be  managed  and  transacted  by  such  offices, 
under  such  agreements,  and  subject  to  such  regulations,  as  they 
shall  deem  jnat  and  proper.  Not  more  than  thirteen,  nor  less  than 
seven  managers  or  directors,  of  every  office  esttdilished  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  amnully  appointed  Iqr  the  directors  of  the  bank,  to  serve 
ate  yean  they  shall  choose  a  preudent  from  their  own  number; 
each  of  theaa  sh^  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a  resi- 
dent of  the  state,  territory  or  district,  wherein  such  office  is  esta> 
blisbed;  and  not  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  said  managers  or 
dimims,  m  oAee  at  the  time  of  an  annual  appcnntment,  shall  be 
re-aauMiited  tor  (he  next  aoccceding  year;  and  no  director  shall 
bold  hia  aSce  more  than  three  years  out  of  four,  in  succession; 
but  the  president  may  he  alarays  re-appmnted. 

tifietmtk.  The  officer  at  the  head  of  the  treasury  department 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  iiimished,  from  time  Co  time,  as  q£- 
ttB  as  be  may  reqnire,  not  exceeding  once  a  week,  with  sutcmeaU 
«f  &e  amnwit  of  the  caqatal  stock  of  the  said  corporatiaa  and  of 
the  debts  due  to  the  same;  of  the  moneys  deposited  therein;  of  the 
■etes  in  circuladan,  and  at  die  specie  in  hm^d;  and  shall  have  a 
right  Id  "nT*^  sitch  geaend  accomits  in  the  books  of  the  bank  as 
alnll  id«te  to  the  said  staaemeot;  Provided^  that  this  shall  not  be 
eoBstzned  to  im^  a  right  of  inspecting  the  accotmt  of  any  pri- 
vate infividual  or  individuals  with  the  bank. 

SveUattk.  No  stockholder,  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  Umted 
Stale*,  shall  vote  m  the  choice  of  directors. 

Seventeenth.    No  note  shall  be  issued  of  less  amount  tlum  five 


IS.  See  zn.  If  the  said  corporation,  or  any  person  or  persons, 
far  or  to  ^  use  of  die  same,  ahidl  deal  or  trade  in  buying  or  sell- 
ing goods,  wares,  merchandize  or  commodities  whatsoever,  con- 
isuy  to  die  previsions  of  diis  act,  all  and  every  person  and  per- 
SOBS  by  whom  any  order  or  directfon  for  so  dealing  or  trading 
shsll  have  been  fpvcn;  and  all  and  every  person  and  persons  who 
ahril  have  been  concemcd  as  parties  or  agents  therein,  shall  for- 
feit and  lose  treble  the  value  of  the  goods,  wares,  merchandize

committee,  as  aforesaid,  shall  find  nod  report,  or  the  president  of 
die  United  States  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  charter  has 
been  violated,  it  may  be  lawfiil  for  congress  to  direct,  or  the  pre- 
atdent  to  order  a  scire  facias  to  be  sued  out  of  the  circuit  court  of 
the  district  of  Pemuylvania,  in  the  name  of  the  United  States, 
(which  shall  be  executed  upon  the  president  of  the  corporation  for 
me  time  being,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  commencement  of 
the  term  of  said  court,)  calling  on  the  said  corporation  to  show 
cause  wherefore  die  charter  hereby  granted,  ahul  not  be  declared 
fwfeited;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  court,  upon  the  re- 
turn of  the  said  »cire  facias,  to  examine  into  the  truth  of  the  al- 
leged violatioo,  and  if  such  violation  be  made  appear,  then  to  pro- 
noonce  and  adjudge  that  the  said  charter  is  forfeited  and  annull- 
ed. Provided  however.  Every  issue  of  &ct  which  may  be  joined 
between  the  United  States  and  the  corporation  aforesaid,  shall  be 
tried  by  jnry.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  aforesaid  to 
require  the  production  of  such  of  the  books  of  the  corporation  as 
it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  ascertainment  of  the  controverted 
fiurts:  and  the  final  judgment  of  the  court  aforesaid,  shall  be  exa- 
nunable  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  by  writ  of  er- 
ror, and  may  be  diere  reversed  or  affirmed,  according  to  the  usa- 
ges of  law.

The  marshals  shall  file  the  several  returns  aforesaid, 
and,  also,  an  attested  copy  of  the  aggregate  amount  hereinafter  ' 
directed,  to  be  transmitted  by  them,  respectively,  to  the  secretaty 
of  state,  with  the  clerks  of  their  respective  districts,  or  superior 
courts,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  who  are  hereby  directed  to  receive, 
and  carefully  to  preserve  the  same.  And  the  marshals  respectively, 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-one,  transmit  to  the  secretary  of  state 
the  aggregate  amount  of  each  description  of  persons  within  their 
respective  districts  or  territories.  And  every  marshal  tailing  to 
file  the  returns  of  his  assistants,  or  the .  returns  of  any  of  them, 
with  the  clerks  of  the  respective  courts  as  aforesaid,  or  foiling  to 
return  the  aggregate  amount  of  each  description  of  persons  in  meir 
respective  districts  or  territories,  as  required  by  this  act,  and  as 
the  same  shall  appear  from  said  returns,  to  the  secretary  of  state, 
within  the  time  limited  by  this  act,  shall,  for  every  such  ofTence, 
forfeit  tiie  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars;  which  forfeitures  shaU

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Agreed  upon  in  cougresB,  Siaptember  17th,  I7S7. 

We,  the  people  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a 
more  perfect  union,  establish  justice,  ensure  domestic  tranquiUi^, 
provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the  general  welfare,  and 
secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity,  do 
ordain  and  estabhsh  this  Constitution  for  the  United  States  of 
America. 

ART.  1.  Sec.  i.  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted,  shall  be 
vested  in  a  congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist  of 
a  senate  and  house  of  representatives. 

Sec.  It.  I.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  be  composed  of 
members  chosen  every  second  )'ear  by  the  people  of  the  several 
states;  and  the  electors  in  each  state  shall  have  the  qualifications 
requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  state 
legislature. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  a  representative  wlio  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  been  seven  years  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be 
an  inhabitant  of  that  state  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

3.  Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among 
the  several  states  which  may  be  Included  within  this  union,  ac- 
cording to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be  determined  by 
adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  peraons,  including  those  bound 
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lo  wrrice  for  a  tenn  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed, 
three-fifths  of  all  other  personB.  The  actual  .enumeration  shall 
be  made  within  three  years  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  congress 
of  the  United  States,  and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  ten 
years,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  by  law  direct.  The  number 
o^  representatives  shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty  thousand, 
but  each  state  shall  have  at  least  one  representative  j  and  vmtil 
auch  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  state  of  New  Hampahire  shall 
be  entitled  to  choose  three;  Maaaachuaetta  eight;  Rhode  ItUmd 
and  Provuience  Plantationt  one;  Connecticut  five;  New  TorA  six; 
Ifevi  Jeraey  four;  Pennayhania  eight;  Delaware  one;  Maryland 
axi  Virginia  ten;  North  Carolina  five;  South  Carolina  five;  and 
Georgia  three. 

4.  When  vacancies  happen  in  the  represrotation  from  any  state, 
die  executive  authority  thereof  ahall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill 
■uch  vacancies. 

5.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  choose  their  speaker 
■nd  other  officers,  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeachment. 

Slc.  m.  1.  The  senate  of  the  United  States  ^all  be  composed 
tX  two  smatoTB  from  each  state,  chosen  by  the  legislature  thereof, 
far  six  years;  and  each  senator  shall  have  one  vote. 

S.  Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  consequence 
of  tile  first  election,  they  shall  be  divided,  as  equally  as  may  be, 
into  tiiree  classes.  The  seats  of  die  senators  of  the  first  class^ 
shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the  se- 
cond class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third 
class  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year,  so  that  one  third  may 
be  chosen  every  second  year;  and  if  vacancies  happen  by  reng* 
nation  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  legislature  of  any 
state,  the  executive  thereof  may  make  temporary  appointments 
until  tbe  next  meeting  of  tiie  Icgislattirc,  which  shall  then  fill  such 


3.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  tbe  age  of  thirty  years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant 
of  that  state  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

4.  The  vice  president  of  the  United  States  shall  be  president 
of  the  senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  they  be  equally  di- 
vided. 

5.  The  senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers,  and  also  a  pre- 
tident  pro  tempore,  in  the  iU»ence  of  the  vice  president,  or  when 
he  shall  exercise  the  office  of  president  of  the  United  States. 

6.  The  senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments. 
When  sitting  for  that  pm^se,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation. 
When  the  president  of  the  United  States  is  tried,  the  chief  justice 
shall  preside;  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  con- 
currence of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

7.  Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further 
dian  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy 
toy  ofice  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  under  the  United  States;  but 
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the  party  convicted  shall  neverdicleas  be  liable  and  subject  to  Iq" 
dictment,' trial^udgmeat,  and  puoishmeat,  according  to  law. 

Sec.  IV.  1,  The  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  elections 
for  senators  and  representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  state 
by  the  legislature  thereofj  but  the  congress  may,  at  any  time,  by 
law,  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  ptacei '  of 
choosing  senaton.  ■ 

3.  The  congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and 
such  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unlen 
they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  difFcrent  day.  ' 

Sec.  v.  1.  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  re-- 
tums,  and  qualifications,  of  its  own  members;  and  a  majority  of 
each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  num- 
ber may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  com- 
pel the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and  under 
such  penalties  as  each  house  may  provide. 

2.  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and  with  the  con- 
currence of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member. 

3.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from 
time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  p^rts  as  may  in  their 
judgment  require  secrecy;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members 
of  either  house  on  any  question,  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth 
of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

4.  Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  congress,  shall,  widi- 
out  the  consent  of  tiie  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  tiiree  days, 
nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be 
utting. 

Sec.  VI.  1.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall  receive  a 
compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid 
out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States.  They  shall,  in  all  cases, 
except  treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  die  peace,  be  privileged  from 
arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  their  respective 
houses,  and  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any 
speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in 
any  other  place. 

2.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for 
which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the 
authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been  created, 
or  the  emoluments  whereof-  shall  have  been  increased  during 
such  time;  and  no  person  holding  any  office  under  the  United 
States,  shall  be  a  member  of  either  house  during  his  continuance 
in  office. 

Sec.  vn.  1.  All  biUs  for  nusing  revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
house  of  representatives;  but  the  senate  may  propose  or  concur 
with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

2.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  house  of  representa- 
tives and  Uie  senate,  shaU,  before  it  become  a  law,  be  presented  to 
die  president  of  the  United  States;  if  he  approve  he  shitll  sign  it; 
but  if  oot,  he  shall  retom  it,  with  his  objections,  to  that  house  in 
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which  it  shall  hsve  ori^nated,  who  shall  enter  die  objections  at 
large  on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such 
teconaideration,  two  thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the 
bin,  it  sball  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other 
Itouse,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved 
by  tvo-diirds  of  that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all 
such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas 
and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the 
bill,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  bouse  respectively. 
If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  president  within  ten  days 
(Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the 
same  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless 
the  congress  by  their  adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case 
it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

3.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote,  to  which  ihe  concurrence 
of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  may  be  necessary,  (ex- 
cept on  a  question  of  adjournment,)  shall  be  presented  to  the  pre- 
(ident  of  the  United  States;  and  before  the  same  shall  take  effect, 
shall  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be 
repassed  by  two-thirds  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives, 
acc(»ding  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  the  case  of  a 
bill.

4.  To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  uniform 
laws  oa  the  subject  of  bankruptcies  throughout  the  United  States: 

5.  To  coin  money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  foreign 
ctnn,  and  fix  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures: 

6.  To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  secu- 
rities and  current  coin  of  the  United  States; 

7.  To  establish  post  offices  and  post  roads: 

8.  To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by  se- 
eming, for  limited  times,  to  authors  and  inventors,  the  exclusive 
right  to  tfceir  respective  writings  and  discoveries: 

9.  To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  court:  To 
define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high  seas, 
and  offences  against  the  law  of  nations: 

to.  To  4echire  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and 
make  rules  concerning  captures  on  land  and  water: 

II.  To  raise  and  support  armies;  but  no  appropriation  of  mo* 
ney  to  that  use,  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years: 

IS.  To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy: 

13.  To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces: 
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14.  To  pTonde  for  calling  forth  the  militiB  to  execute  the  Uwb 
of  the  union,  suppress  insurrections,  and  repel  invasions-. 

15.  To  provide  for  orguiizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the 
milida,  and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employ- 
ed in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  atatea 
respectively,  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and  die  author!^ 
of  training  the  militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by 
congress:

of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals,  dock-yards,  and  other  oeedfiil  build- 
ings :—and, 

17.  To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for 
carrying  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers,  and  all  other  powers 
vested  by  this  constitution  in  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  any  department  or  officer  thereof. 

Sec. 'IX.  1.  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as 
any  of  the  states  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit,  shall 
not  be  prohibited  by  the  congresa  prior  to  the  year  one  thouaand 
eight  hundred  itnd  eight,  but  a  tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on 
such  importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  person. 

2.  The  prii-ilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless  when,  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public 
safety  may  require  it. 

3.  No  bill  of  attunder,  or  ex  post  facto  law,  shall  be  passed. 

4.  No  capiudon  or  odier  direct  tax  shall  be  l^d,  unless  in 

Eroportion  tQ  the  census  or  enumeration  hereinbefore  directed  to 
e  taken. 

5.  No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any 
state.  No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of  commerce 
or  revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  state  over  those  of  another:  nor 
shall  vessels  bound  to  or  from  one  state  be  obliged  to  enter,  clear, 
or  pay  duties  in  another. 

6.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  in  conse- 
quence of  appropriations  made  by  law:  and  a  regular  statement 
and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  mOncy, 
shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

7.  No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States, 
and  no  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  them, 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  congress,  accept  of  any  present, 
emolument,  office,  or  tide  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  king, 
prince,  or  foreign  state, 

Szc.  X.  1.  No  state  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or  con- 
federation; grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal]  coin  money; 
emit  bills  of  credit;  make  any  thing  but  gold  and  silver  coin  a 
tender  in  payment  of  debts;  pass  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post 
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beta  lav,  or  lav  impairing  Hie  obligation  of  contracts;  or  grant 
any  title  of  nobilit)-. 

2.  No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  congress,  lay  any 
imposts  or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be  ab- 
solutely necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  laws;  and  the  net 
produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts,  laid  by  any  state  on  imports 
or  exports,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  treasury  of  the  United 
States,  and  all  such  laws  shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and  con- 
tnA  of  the  ccHigr^s.  No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  con* 
gress,  lay  any  duty  of  tonnage,  keep  troops  or  ships  of  war  in 
time  of  peace,  enter  into  any  agreement  or  compact  with  another 
state,  or  with  a  foreign  power,  or  engage  in  war,  unless  actually 
invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  danger  as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

ART.  II.  Sue.  I.  1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  pre- 
udcnt  of  the  United  Sutcs  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his  office 
during  the  term  of  four  years,  and,  together  with  the  vice  presi- 
deeC,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows: 

S.  Each  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature 
thereof  may  direct,  a  number  of  electors,  equal  to  the  whole  num- 
ber oi  senators  and  representatives  to  which  the  state  may  be  en- 
^tled  in  the  congress;  but  no  senator  or  representative,  or  person 
holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  shall 
be  appointed  an  elector. 

3.  The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and  vote  by 
haUctfor  two  persona,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be  an  inhabit- 
on/  of  the  same  state  with  themselves.  And  they  shall  make  a  list 
<^  all  the  persona  voted  fo^-,  and  of  the  tgumber  of  votes  for  each; 
which  lift  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the 
seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  presi- 
dent of  the  seatOe.  The  president  of  the  senate  ihail,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  ssTiate  and  house  of  representatives,  open  all  the  cer- 
tificates, and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The  person  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  president,  if  such  num- 
ber  be  a  majority  of  the  -whole  number  of  electors  appointed!  and 
if  there  be  mere  than  one  who  have  such  majority,  and  have  an 
e^ai  number  of  votes,  then  the  house  of  representatives  shall  im- 
metSateiy  choose,  by  ballot,  one  of  them  for  president;  and  if  no 
person  have  a  minority,  then  from  the  Jive  highest  on  the  list,  the 
said  house  shali,  in  Hie  manner,  choose  the  president.  But  in 
choosing  the  president,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  re- 
presentation from  each  state  having  one  vote:  a  quorum  for  this 
purpose  ahall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of 
the  states,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  slates  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
choice.  At  every  case,  afier  the  choice  of  the  president,  the  person 
having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  of  the  electors,  shall  be  the 
vice  president.  But  if  there  should  remain  two  or  more  who  have 
ejtuti  votes,  the  senate  shall  choose  from  them,  by  ballot,  the  vice 
president.     Annulled,  see  Amendments,  Art.  xit. 

4,  The  congress  may  determine  the  time  of  choosing  the  elcc- 
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tors,  and  the  day  on  which  they  ahall  give  their  TOtea;  which  dmf 
shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  Sutea. 

5.  No  person,  except  a  natural  bom  citizen,  or  a  citizeti  of  the 
United  Statea  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  tbia  conatitBtioo, 
ahall  be  eligiUe  to  the  office  of  prcaident;  neither  ahall  any  per> 
aon  be  eligible  to  that  office,  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the 
age  of  thirty-five  years,  and  been  fourteen  yeara  a  reaident  within 
the  United  States. 

6.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  president  from  office,  or  of  hia 
death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  powera  and  duties 
of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  Uie  vice  preaident^ 
and  the  congresa  may,  by  law,  provide  for  the  caae  of  removal, 
death,  resignation,  or  inability,  both  of  the  president  and  vice 
president,  declaring  what  officer  shall  then  act  aa  prcaident,  and 
auch  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  diaability  be  removed, 
or  a  president  shall  be  elected. 

7.  The  preaident  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  hia  servicea 
a  compensation,  which  shaU  neither  be  increased  nor  diminiahed 
during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  and  he 
ahall  not  receive  within  that  period  any  other  emcdument  from  die 
United  Statea,  or  any  of  them. 

8.  Before  be  enter  on  the  execution  of  hia  office,  he  ahall  take 
the  following  oath  or  affinnation:

Sec.  II.  1.  The  president  shall  be  commander  ia  chief  of  the 
army  and  navy  of  the  United  Statea,  and  of  the  militia  of  the 
aeveral  states,  when  called  into  die  actual  service  of  the  United 
States;  he  may  require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal 
officer  in  each  of  the  executive  departments,  upon  any  aubject 
relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  officesi  and  he  ahall  luve 
power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardcma  for  oSiencea  against  the 
United  Stales,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

3.  He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  sena- 
tors present  concur:  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appmnt  ambassadors, 
other  public  ministers,  and  consuls,  judges  of  the  supreme  court, 
and  all  other  officers  of  the  United  Sutes,  whose  appmntmenta 
are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  and  which  snail  be  esta> 
blisbed  by  law.  But  the  congress  may,  by  law,  vest  the  appcunt- 
ment  of  such  inferior  officers  as  they  think  proper,  in  the  presi- 
dent  alone,  in  the  courts  of  law,  or  in  the  heads  of  departments. 

3.  The  preaident  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  tfaatt 
may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by  granting  oMuaia^ 
sipoa  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  dwir  nest  acaaion. 
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Sec.  xs.  1.  He  sbaU,  jrom  time  to  dme,  pve  to  the  ccagreu 
mfacmtfjon  of  die  state  of  the  union,  and  recommend  to  xkai 
ceoiideratien,  auch  measures  as  he  shidl  judge  necessary  and  ex- 
pedient; he  nuy,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  bo^  houses, 
or  either  of  them,  and  in  case  of  disagreentcnt  between  them, 
vith  respect  to  the  time  of  adjouninieat,  he  may  adjourn  them 
to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper;  he  shall  receive  ambassa- 
dors and  other  public  ministerst  he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws 
be  faithfully  executed;  and  shall  commisuon  all  the  officers  of 
the  Usited  States. 

Sec.  jv.  1.  The  president,  vice  president,  and  all  civil  oficers 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeach- 
ment for,  and  conviction  of,  treason,  bribery,  or  other  high  crimes 
vd  misdcmeaDors. 

ART.  III.  Skc.  1.  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States 
AaR  be  vested  in  one  supreme  court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts 
as  the  congress  may,  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish.  The 
jndges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  iuferior  courts,  shall  hold  their 
oCces  during  good  behavior;  and  aball,  at  stated  rimes,  receive 
Cm-  their  services  a  compensation  which  shall  not  be  diminished 
during  their  cootinuance  in  office. 

Sfcc.  n.  I.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases  in  law- 
sod  equity,  arising  under  this  constitution,  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  their 
audiority;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers, 
and  cobsdIs;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction; 
to  controversies  to  which  the  United  States  shall  be  a  party;  to 
controversies  between  two  or  more  states,  between  a  state  and 
Otizens  of  another  state,  between  citizens  of  diflerent  states,  be* 
tween  citizens  of  the  same  state  claiming  lands  under  grants  of 
different  states,  and  between  a  state,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and 
foreign  states,  citizens,  or  subjects.    See  Amendments.  Akt.  xi. 

2.  In  ;dl  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers 
md  consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  state  shall  be  party,  the  su- 
preme court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In  all  the  other 
cases  before  mentioned,  the  supreme  court  shall  have  appellate 
jorisdictioD,  both  as  to  law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions  and 
oader  such  regulations  as  the  congress  shall  make. 

i.  The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment, 
shall  be  by  jury,  aad  such  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  sute  where 
die  said  crimes  shall  have  been  committed;  but  when  not  com- 
mitted within  any  state,  the  trial  Bhatl  be  at  such  place  or  places 
as  the  coogress  m«y  by  law  have  directed. 

Sec.  nc  1.  Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist  only 
in  levymg  war  against  tbero,  or  in  adhering  to  their  coemicB,  giv- 
ing them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  traa- 
son  uoless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act, 
mr  OB  confession  in  open  court. 

3,  The  congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment 
of  treason,  but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of 
Hood,  or  forfeiture,  except  during  the  life  of  the  person  attiuned. 
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ART.  IV.  Sec.  i.  1.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each 
Btate  to  die  public  acts,  records,  and  judidal  proceedings  of  ev«ry 
odier  state.  And  the  congress  may,  by  general  laws,  prescribe  ttw 
roaimer  in  which  such  acts,  records,  and  proceedings,  shall  be 
proved,  and  the  effect  thereof. 

Ssc.  II.  1.  The  citizens  of  each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  all  pri- 
vileges and  imtnttnideB  of  citizens  in  the  several  states. 

S.  A  person  charged  in  any  state  with  treason,  felony,  or  other 
crime,  who  shall  flee  from  justict:,  and  be  found  in  another  state, 
shall,  on  demand  of  thu  executive  authority  of  the  state  from 
which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the  state  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  of  the  crime. 

3,  No  person  held  to  service  or  labour  in  one  state  under  the 
laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any 
law  or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such  service  or  la- 
bour; but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom 
such  service  or  labour  may  be  due. 

Sec.  tii.  1.  New  states  may  be  admitted  by  the  congress  into 
this  union;  but  no  new  state  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  any  other  state,  nor  any  state  be  formed  by  the 
junction  of  two  or  more  states,  or  parts  of  states,  without  the 
consent  of  the  legislatures  of  the  states  concerned,  as  well  as  of 
^e  congress. 

3.  The  congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of,  and  make  all 
needful  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  territory  or  other 
property  beloo^ng  to  the  United  States;  and  nothing  in  this  con- 
stitution shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  any  particular  state. 

Sec.  IV.  I.  The  United  States  shall  guaranty  to  every  state  in 
this  union  a  republican  form  of  government,  and  shall  protect  each 
of  them  against  invasion;  and  on  application  of  the  legislature,  or 
of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  cannot  be  convened)  against 
domestic  violence. 

ART.  y.  The  congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  houses 
shall  deem  it  necessary,  shall  propose  amendments  to  this  consti- 
tution; or  on  the  application  of  the  legislatures  of  two-thirds  of 
the  several  states,  shall  call  a  convention  for  proposing  amend- 
ments, which,  in  either  case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  part  of  this  constitution,  when  ratified  by  the  legisla- 
tures of  three  fourths  of  the  severid  slates,  or  by  conventions  in 
three  fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other  mode  of  ratification 
may  be  proposed  by  the  congress;  provided,  that  no  amendment 
which  may  be  made  prior  to  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eight,  shall  in  any  manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  clauses 
in  the  ninth  section  of  the  first  article;  and  that  no  state^  without 
its  consent,  shall  be  deprived  of  its  equal  suffrage  in  the  senate. 

ART.VL  AU  debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  into, 
before  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  shidt  be  as  valid  against 
the  United  States  uodcr  this  constitution,  as  luider  the  confedera- 
tion. 
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S.  This  coiutitutioii,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which 
dull  he  made  in  pursuance  thereof;  and  all  treaties  made,  or 
which  shall  be  made,  under  the  authori^  of  the  United  States, 
shaD  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land;  and  the  judges  in  every 
state  shall  i>c  bound  thereby;  any  thing  to  the  constitution  or  laws 
of  any  state  to  the  contrary  notwithstandtng. 

3.  The  senators  and  representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the 
members  of  the  several  state  legislatures,  and  all  executive  and 
judicial  oficers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several  states, 
shall  be  bound  by  oatlt  or  affirmation,  to  support  this  constitution: 
but  no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  to  any 
office  or  public  trust  under  the  United  Sutes. 

ART-  VH.  1.  Theratificationof  the  cottveotioDS  of  nine  states, 
shall  be  sufficient  for  the  establishment  of  this  constitution  between 
the  states  so  ratifying  the  same-

Art.  1.  Congress  shall  make  no  taw  respecting  an  establish' 
mentof  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  iree  exercise  thereof;  w  id}ndg- 
ing  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press;  or  the  right  of  the 
people  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  government  for 
a  redress  of  grievances.

Art.  4-  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,

private  property  be  taken  Kir  pubUc  use  without  just  compensR- 
tion. 

Art.  6.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy 
the  right  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the 
Mate  and  dutrict  wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed.

V>  be  uiformed  of  the  oMture  itnd  cause  of  the  accusatioii;  to  be 
coofronted  with  the  witne«ses  agunst  himi  to  have  compulsoiy, 
j^ocess  lor  obtaining  witneueB  in  hii  bvow;  Mid  to  have  the  aS' 
sistance  of  counsel  for  his  defeace. 

Art.  7.  In  suits  at  commoa  law,  where  the  value  in  cootro. 
versy  shaU  exceed  twenty  doUan,  the  right  of  trial  hy  jury  shall 
be  preurved;  and  no  fact  tried  by  a  Jury  shall  be  otherwise  re- 
examined i»  any  court  of  the  (Jotted  States,  tkwi  acc<mlins  totbs 
rules  of  the  conunoo  law. 

Akt.  h.  Excessive  hail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  oor  cruel  and  unusual  puniahmeots  inflicted. 

Art.  9.  The  enumeratioo  in  the  coostitutioo,  of  certain  rights, 
shall  not  be  consCnied  to  deny  ov  disparage  others  retained  by  tb» 
people. 

Art.  10.  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the 
constitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  sutes,  are  reserved  to  the 
states  respectively,  or  to  the  people.

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states, 
and  vote  by  ballot  for  president  and  vice  president,  one  of  whom, 
at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  wiih  them- 
selves;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as- 
president,  and  in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  vice  pre 
sidentj  and  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all  persons  voted  for 
as  president,  and  of  all  persona  voted  for  as  vice  president,  and  of

An  Act  concerning  cmuali  and  viceKMnsuls. 
1.  Sec.  II-  For  the  direction  of  the  consuls  and  vice  consuls  of 
the  United  States  in  certain  cases: 
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Be  it  enacted  that  they  shall  have  right  in  the  ports  or  places  to 
which  they  arc,  or  may  be,  severally  appointed,  ot  receiving  the 
protests  or  declarations,  which  such  captains,  masters,  crews,  paS' 
senders,  and  merchants,  as  are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  may 
respectively  choose  to  make  there;  and  also  such  as  any  foreigner 
may  choose  to  make  before  them,  relative  to  the  personal  interest 
of  any  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  the  copies  of  the  said 
acts,  duly  authenticated  by  the  sud  conauls  or  vice  consuls,  under 
the  seal  of  their  consulates,  respectively,  shall  receive  faith  in  law, 
equally  ,as  their  originals  would  in  all  courts  in  the  United  States. 
It  shall  be  their  duty,  where  the  laws  of  the  country  permit,  to 
take  possession  of  tiie  personal  estate  left  by  any  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  other  than  seamen  belonging  to  any  ship  or  vessel, 
who  shall  die  within  their  consulates,  leaving  there  no  legal  repre- 
sentative, partner  in  trade,  or  trustee  by  him  appointed,  to  take 
care  of  his  effects;  they  shall  inventoiy  the  same,  with  the  assist- 
ance  of  two  merchants  of  the  United  States,  or,  for  want  of  them, 
of  any  others,  at  their  choice;  shall  collect  the  debts  due  to  the 
deceased  in  tiic  country  where  he  died,  and  pay  the  debts  due  from 
his  estate  which  he  shall  have  there  contracted;  shall  sell  at  auc- 
tion, after  reasonable  public  notice,  such  part  of  the  estate  as  shall 
be  of  a  perishable  nature,  and  such  further  part,  if  any,  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  and,  at  the  expiration  of 
one  year  from  his  decease,  the  residue,  and  the  balance  of  the 
estate  they  shall  transmit  to  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  to 
be  holden  in  trust  for  the  legal  claimants.

ACT  of  Jtily  SOth,  '  790.  2  Biorea,  119. 
Jua  act  impoaing  Dnties  on  the  Tonnage  of  Shipe  or  Vessels. 
1.  Sec.  I.  Upon  all  ships  or  vessels  which  after  the  first  day  of 
September  next,  shall  l>e  entered  in  the  United  States  from  any 
fcn^ign  port  or  place,  there  shall  be  paid  the  several  and  respec- 
tive duties  following,  that  is  to  say:  On  ships  or  vessels  of  the 
United  States  at  the  rate  of  six  cents  per  ton:  on  ships  or  vessels 
built  within  the  United  States  after  the  twentieth  day  of  July  last, 
but  belonging  wholly  or  in  part  to  subjects  of  foreign  powers,  at 
the  rate  of  thirty  cents  per  ton;  On  other  ships  or  vessels  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  cents  per  ton.

And  at  such  ports 
of  delivery  only  to  which  no  surveyor  is  assigned,  it  shall  be  law- 
iul  for  the  collector  of  the  district,  occasionally,  and  firom  time  to 
time,  to  employ  a  proper  person  or  persona  to  do  the  dudes  of  a 
surveyor,  who  shaU  be  entitled  to  the  like  compensation  with  in- 
spectors during  die  time  they  shall  be  employed.  And  the  said 
collectors,  naval  officers,  and  surveyors,  shall,  respectively,  attend 
in  person  at  the  pwta  to  which  they  are  respectively  assigned;  and 
shall  keep  fair  and  true  accounts  and  ijecords  of  all  their  transac- 
tions, as  officers  of  the  customs,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  may, 
from  time  to  time,  be  directed  by  the  proper  department,  or  officer 
having  the  superintendence  of  the  collection  of  the  revenue  o£  the 
United  States;  and  shall,  at  sU  times,  submit  their  books,  papers, 
and  accounts,  to  the  inspection  <^  such  persons  as  may  be  appoint- 
ed for  that  purpose;  and  the  said  collector  shall,  at  all  times,  pay 
to  the  order  of  the  officer,  who  shall  be  authorized  to  direct  the 
pi^ntmt  thereof  die  whole  of  the  moneys  which  they  may^  Te- 
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■pecdvriy,  receive  by  virtue  of  Haa  act,  (luch  moneys  «s  they  are 
odierwne  by  thia  act  directed  to  {pay,  imly  excepted,)  and  shall, 
once  m  every  three  incMithi,  or  oltener  if  they  shall  be  required, 
transaut  liieir  accounts  (or  settleinent,  to  the  officer  or  officera 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  such  setdement;  and  if  any  ccdlec- 
tor,  naval  ofioer,  or  surveyor,  shall  omit  to  keep  fair  and  true  ac- 
counts as  aforesaid,  or  shall  refuse  to  submit,  fordiwith,  their  books, 
papers,  aad  accounts,  to  inspection  as  aforesaid;  or  if  any  colleC' 
tor  shall  omit  or  refuse  to  reader  his  accounts  for  setdement,  for 
a  term  exceeding  three  months  after  the  same  shall  have  been  re- 
quited by  die  proper  officer,  in  each  and  every  such  case  the  delin- 
quern  officer  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  the  use  of  the  United  States, 
one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit. 

<t.  Sec.  XXII.  £veiy  collector,  naval  officer,  and  surveyor,  in 
cases  of  occasional  and  necessary  absence,  or  of  sickness,  and  not 
fliherwiac,  may,  respecdvely,  exercise  and  perform  their  several 
foDctiona,  powers,  and  duties,  by  deputy,  duly  constituted  under 
dieir  hands  and  seals,  respectively,  for  whom,  in  the  execution  of 
dieir  trust,  they  shall  respectively  be  answerable:  that  in  case  of 
the  disability  or  death  of  a  collector,  the  duties  and  authorities 
vested  in  him  shall  devt^ve  on  his  deputy,  if  any  there  be  at  the 
time  of  such  disability  or  death,  for  whose  conduct  the  estate  of 
such  disabled  or  deceased  collector  shall  be  liable;  and  in  defect 
of  a  deputy,  the  said  authorities  and  duties  shall  devolve  upon  the 
naval  c^cer  of  the  same  district,  if  any  there  be;  and  if  there  be 
no  naval  officer,  upon  the  surveyor  of  the  port  appointed  for  the  re- 
aidcncc  of  such  disabled  or  deceased  collector,  if  any  there  be,  and  if 
none,  upon  the  surveyor  of  the  port  nearest  thereto  and  within  the 
said  district.  And  in  every  case  of  the  disability  or  death  of  • 
•orveyor  it  shall  be  lawfid  for  the  collector  of  the  district  to  no- 
nunate  s<»ne  fit  person  to  perform  his  duties  and  exercise  his  au- 
dtorities;  and  the  authorities  of  the  persons  who  may  be  empow* 
ered  to  act  in  the  stead  of  those  who  may  be  disabled  or  dead, 
ahall  continue  until  successors  shall  be  duly  appointed,  and  ready 
to  enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  respective  offices.

port  or  ports,  place  or  places,  where  the  goods,  in  such  manifest 
or  manifests  mentioned,  shall  have  been  respectively  taken  on 
board,  and  the  port  or  pons,  place  or  places,  within  the  United 
States,  for  whidi  the  same  are  respectively  consigned  or  destined, 
particularly  noting  the  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  destined 
for  each  port  or  place,  respectively,  and  the  name,  description,  and 
(raUt,  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  the  true  admeasurement  or  toimage 
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thereof,  the  port  or  place  to  which  such  vessel  belong,  viA  Ae 
■ame  or  names  of  each  owner,  according  to  the  rtrgister  of  the 
same,  together  with  the  name  of  the  master,  or  other  person  bar- 
ing the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  a  just  and 
particular  account  of  all  the  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  so 
laden  or  taken  on  board,  whether  in  packages  or  stowed  loose,  t£ 
any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever,  together  with  the  marks  and  num- 
bers, as  marked  on  each  package,  and  the  number  or  quality  and 
description  of  the  packages,  in  words  at  length,  whether  leaguer, 
pipe,  butt,  puncheon,  hogshead,  barrel,  keg,  case,  bale,  pack,  truss, 
chest,  box,  bandbox,  bundle,  parcel,  cask,  or  package,  of  any  kind 
or  sort,  describing  the  same  by  its  usual  name  or  denomination; 
together  with  the  name  or  names  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom 
the  same  are,  respectively,  consigned,  agreeably  to  the  bills  of 
loading  signed  for  the  same,  unless  when  the  said  goods  are  con* 
signed  to  order,  when  it  shall  be  so  expressed  in  the  said  manifest 
or  manifests^  together  with  the  name  or  names  of  the  several  passen-

crew,  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  Ibrfeited:  I'romded  atwayt^ 
That  if  it  shall  be  made  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  collector, 
naval  officer,  and  surveyor,  or  to  the  major-  part  of  them,  where 
those  officers  arc  established  at  any  port,  or  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  collector  alone,  where  either  of  the  other  of  the  said  officers 
are  not  estaUished,  or  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  in  which  a 
trial  shall  be  had  concerning  such  forfeiture,  that  no  part  of  the 
cargo  of  such  ship  or  vessel  had  been  unshipped,  alter  it  was  taken 
m  board,  except  such  as  shall  have  been  particularly  specified  anij' 
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accounted  for  in  the  report  of  the  master  or  other  person  hanng  Ae 
charge  or  command  of  sucb  ship  or  vessel,  and  that  the  manifests 
had  been  lost  or  mislaid,  without  fraud  or  collusion,  or  that  the 
same  was  or  were  defoced  by  accident,  or  incorrect  by  mistake^  in 
every  such  case  the  fbrfuture  aforesaid  shall  not  be  incurred.

And  the  officer  or  officers  who 
may  apply  to  the  maattr,  or  person  having  the  ch'irgc  or  command 
of  any  such  ship  or  vessel,  respecting  any  of  the  provisions  in  this 
and  the  forgoing  sections,  and  who  shall  not  receive  full  satisfactioQ 
therein,  are  hereby  required  to  make  a  return,  in  writing,  of  tbe 
name  of  the  vessel  and  master  so  cffcnding  in  any  or  all  of  the 
particulars  required,  immediately,  or  as  soon  after  as  possible,  to 
the  collectar  of  the  district  to  which  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be 
considered  to  be.  bound.  {Infra,  13,  l<i,  IS,  17,  85.) 

10.  Sec.  xxvit.  If,  after  the  arrival  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  soladeo 
with  goods  as  aforesaid,  and  hound  to  the  United  States,  within 
the  limits  of  any  of  the  districts  of  the  United  States,  or  withia 
four  leagues  of  the  coast  thereof,  any  part  of  the  cargo  of  such 
ship  or  vessel  shall  be  unladen,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  from 
out  of  such  ship  or  vessel  as  aforesaid,  before  such  ship  or  vessel 
shall  come  to  the  proper  place  for  the  discharge  of  her  cargo,  or 
some  part  thereof,  and  shall  be  there  duly  authorized,  by  the  pro- 
per officer  or  officers  of  the  customs,  to  unlade  the  same,  the  mas- 
ter, or  other  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship 
or  vessel,  and  the  mate,  or  other  person  next  in  command,  shall, 
respectively,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for 
each  such  offence,  and  the  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  so  un- 
laden and  unshipped,  shall  be  forfeited  aiid  lost,  except  in  the  case 
of  some  unavoidable  accident,  necessity,  or  distress  of  weather;  of 
which  unavoidable  accident,  necessity,  or  distress,  the  master,  or 
other  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  ves- 
sel, shall  give  notice  to,  and,  together  with  two  or  more  of  the  of- 
ficers or  mariners,  (of  which  the  mate,  or  other  person  next  in

tfie  charge  or  command  of  any  such  ship,  vessel,  or  boat,  into 
which  the  said  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  shall  be  so  put  and 
i^eived,  and  every  other  person  ^ ding  and  assisting  therein,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  treble  the  value  of  the  said  goods,  wares,  or  mer* 
chandise,  and  the  ship,  boat,  or  vessel,  in  which  ihey  shidl  be  so 
put,  shall  be  forfeited  and  lost, 

13.  Sec.  xxix.  If  any  ship  or  vessel  which  shall  have  arrived 
within  the  limits  of  any  district  of  the  United  States,  from  any 
Cncign  port  or  place,  shall  depart,  or  attempt  to  depart,  from  the

No  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  brought  in  any 
ship  or  vessel  from  any  foreign  port  or  place,  shall  be  unladen  or 
delivered  from  such  ship  or  vessel,  within  the  United  States,  but 
in  open  day,  that  is  to  say,  between  the  rising  and  setting  of  the 
sun,  except  by  special  license  from  the  collector  of  the  port,  and 
naval  officer  of  the  same,  where  there  is  one,  for  that  purpose,  noT 
at  any  time  without  a  permit  from  the  collector,  and  naval  officer, 
if  any,  for  such  unlading  or  delivery;  and  if  any  goods,  wares,  or

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  coUector  of  any  district 
at  which  any  ship  or  vessel  may  arrive,  and  immediately  on  her 
first  coming  within  such  district,  and  for  the  surveyor  of  any  port 
where  such  ship  be,  to  put  and  keep  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,

It  shall  be  lawful  for  all  collectors,  naval  cAcers, 
surveyors,  inspectors,  and  the  officers  of  the  revenue  cutters,

steerage  or  forecastle,  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  or  in  any  other  place, 
separate  from  the  residue  of  the  cargo,  it  slull  be  the  du^  of  the 
said  officer  to  cake  a  particular  account  of  every  such  box,  tnmk, 
chest,  cask  or  other  package,  and  of  the  marks  and  numbers  there- 
of^ if  any  there  be,  and  a  description  thereof,  and  if  he  shall  judge 
proper,  to  put  a  seal  or  seals  on  every  such  bca^  trunk,  chest,  cask, 
or  other  package;  and  such  an  account  and  description  shall  be  by 
him  forwarded,  without  delay,  to  the  collector  of  the  district  to 
which  such  ship  or  vessel  is  bound.  And  if,  upon  her  arrival  at  the 
port  of  her  entry,  the  boxes,  trunks,  chests,,  casks,  or  other  packa- 
ges, so  described,  or  any  of  them,  shallbe  missing,  or  ifitlte  seals 
put  thereon  be  broken,  the  master  or  commander  of  such  ship  or 
vessel  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such  box,  trunk,  chest,  cask, 
or  other  package,  so  missing,  or  of  which  the  seals  shall  be  bro- 
ken, the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars.

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anncd,'or  if  an^  goods  or  packages  shall  be  clandestinely  landed, 
notice  thereof  shall  be  immediately  given  by  the  inspector  or  in- 
spectors, to  the  collector  and  naval  officer  of  the  district,  port  or 
place,  where  the  vessel  may  be;  and  the  master,  or  other  person 
bavii^  the  charge  or  command  of  any  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall, 
for  each  or  every  of  the  offences  aforesaid,  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sam  of  five  hundred  dollars.

culars  thereof;  and  if  no  difference  shall  appear,  it  sh^  be  noted, 
by  like  endorsement,  that  the  delivery  hath  corresponded -with 
the  entry  or  entries  thereof;  which  endorsement  or  memorandum 
shall,  in  each  case,  be  subscribed  by  the  officer  by  whom  such  com- 
parison shall  have  been  made. 

38.  Sec-  lvi.  If,  at  the  expiration  of  fifteen  working  days,  after 
the  time  within  which  the  report  of  the  master,  or  person  having 
the  charge  or  command  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  so  required  to  be 
made  to  the  collector  of  a  district  as  aforesaid,  there  shall  l>e  found 
on  board  any  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  other  than  shall 
have  been  reported  for  some  other  district,  or  some  foreign  port 
or  place,  the  said  inspector  or  inspectors,  shall  take  possession 
thereof:  Provided,  That  with  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  consig- 
nee of  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  or  with  the  consent  of 
the  owner  or  master  of  the  vessel,  in  which  the  same  may  be  im- 
ported, the  said  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  may  be  taken  pos- 
session of,  fit  any  time,  after  five  days'  notice  to  the  collector  of 
the  district.

And 
the  secretary  of  the  treasury  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  con- 
tracts to  be  made,  for  the  supply  of  rations,  for  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  stud  revenue  cutters:  Provided,  That  the  said  revenue 
cutters  shall,  whenever  the  president  of  the  United  States  shall  so 
direct,  co-operate  with  the  navy  of  the  United  States,  during 
which  time  they  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of  the 
navy,  and  the  expenses  thereof  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  agents  of 
the  navy  department. 

66.  Sec.  xcix-  The  officers  of  the  siud  revenue  cutters  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  president  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  respec- 
tively, be  deemed  officers  of  the  customs,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
the  direction  of  such  collectors  of  the  revenue,  or  others  officers 
thereof,  as,  from  dme  to  time^  shall  be  designated  for  that  pur- 
pose; they  shall  have  power  and  authori^,  and  are  hereby  requir- 
ed and  directed,  to  go  on  board  all  ships  or  vessels  which  shall 
arrive  within  the  United  States,  or  within  four  leagues  of  the 
coast  thereof,  if  bound  for  the  United  States,  and  to  search  and 
examine  the  same,  and  every  part  thereof,  and  to  demand,  re- 
ceive, and  certify,  the  manifests  hereinbefore  required  to  be  oa 
board  certain  ships  or  vessels,  and  to  affix  and  put  proper  Casten- 
inponthe  hatches  and  other  communications  with  the  hold  of  any 
ship  or  vessel,  and  to  remain  on  board  the  said  ships  and  ves- 
sels, until  they  arrive  at  the  pott  or  place  of  their  destina- 
tion. It  shall,  likewise,  be  the  duty  of  the  master,  or  other  per- 
son having  at  any  time  the  command  of  any  of  the  said  revenue 
cutters,  lo  make  a  weekly  return  to  the  collector,  or  other  officer 

.  of  the  district  under  whose  direction  they  are  placed,  of  the  trans- 
actions of  the  cutter  under  their  command,  specifying  therein  the 
vessels  that  have  been  boarded,  their  names  and  descriptions,  the 
names  of  die  masters,  and  from  what  port  or  place  they  last  sail- 
ed, whether  laden  or  in  ballast,  whether  ships  or  vessels  of  the 
United  States,  or  to  what  other  nation  belonging,  and  whether 
they  have  the  necessary  manifest  or  manifests  of  their  cargoes  on 
board,  and  generAy,  all  such  matters  as  it  may  be  necessary  for 
the  collectors,  or  other  officers  of  the  customs,  to  be  made  ac- 
quainted with;  and  the  officers  of  the  said  cutters  shall,  likewise, 
execute  and  perform  such  other  duties,  for  the  collection  and  se- 
curity of  the  revenue,  as  lirom  time  to  time,  shall  be  enjoined  and 
directed  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  not  contrary  to  law,  and 
the  provisions  hereinbefore  contained. 

67.  Sec>  c.  The  president  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  other 
revenue  cutters  to  be  built  or  purch&sed,  in  lieu  of  such  as  are,  or 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  become  unfit  for  further  service;  and  to 
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cause  SDch  as  are  so  become  un&t  for  further  service,  to  be  sold 
at  public  auction,  and  tbe  proceeds  of  such  sales  to  be  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  United  States.

sels. 

68.  Sec.  ci.  The  collectors  of  the  respective  districts  may,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  provide  and  em- 
ploy such  small  open  row  and  sail  boats,  in  each  district,  togeth- 
er with  the  number  of  persons  to  serve  in  Aem,  as  shall  be  neces* 
sar^'  for  the  use  of  the  surveyors  and  inspectors  in  going  on  board 
of  ships  or  vessels,  and  otherwise  for  the  better  detection  of  Irauds; 
dte  expense  of  which  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  product  of  the 
duties. 

69.  Sec-  cti.  The  cutters  and  boats,  employed  in  the  service  of 
the  revenue,  shall  be  distinguished  from  other  vessels  by  an  en- 
sign and  pennant,  with  such  marks  thereon  as  shall  be  prescribed 
and  directed  by  the  president  of  the  United  States;  and,  in  case 
any  ship  or  vessel,  liable  to  seizure  or  examination,  shall  not  bring 
to,  on  being  required,  or,  being  chased  by  any  cutter  or  boat,  fntv- 
ing  displayed  the  pennant  and  ensign  prescribed  for  vessels  in  the 
revenue  service,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  captain,  master,  or  other 
person  having  command  of  such  cutter  or  boat,  to  fire  at,  or  into, 
auch  vessel  which  shall  not  bring  to,  after  such  pennant  and  en- 
sign shall  be  hoisted,  and  a  gun  shall  have  been  fired  by  such  cut- 
ter or  boat  ai  a  signal;  and  such  captain,  master,  or  otner  person, 
as  aforesaid,  and  all  persons  acting  by  or  under  his  direction,  shall 
lie  indemnified  from  any  penalties,  or  actions  for  damages,  for  so 
doing;  and  if  any  person  shall  be  killed  or  wuunded  by  such  firing, 
and  die  capUin,  master,  or  other  person  aforesaid,  shall  be  prose- 
CQted,  or  arrested  therefor,  such  captain,  master,  or  other  person, 
shall  be  forthwith  admitted  to  bail.  And  if  any  ship,  vessel,  or 
boat,  not  employed  in  the  service  of  the  revenue,  sh;dl,  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  carry  or  hoist  any  pennant  or 
enaign  prescribed  for  vessels  in  the  service  aforesaid,  the  master, 
or  commander,  of  the  ship  or  vessel,  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  one  hundred  dollars.  {_Infra,  79.] 

70.  Sec.  cni,  No  beer,  ale,  or  porter,  shall  be  brought  into  the 
United  States  by  sea,  from  any  foreign  port  or  place,  except  in 
casks  or  vessels,  the  capacity  whereof  shall  not  be  less  than  forty 
gallons,  beer  measure,  or  in  packages,  containing  not  less  than  six 
dozen  bottles,  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  the  said  beer,  ale,  or  por- 
ter, and  the  ship  or  vessel  in  which  the  same  shall  be  brought; 
nor  shall  any  refined  lump  or  loaf  sugar  be  imported  into  the 
United  States,  from  any  foreign  port  or  place,  by  sea,  except  in 
ihipa  or  yessela  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  tons  burthen^  and  up- 
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vards,  and  in  casks  or  packages  cootaining,  each,  not  leas  than  six 
hundred  pounds  weight;  nor  shall  any  distilled  spirits  (arrack  and 
aweet  cordials  excepted)  be  imported,  or  brought  into  the  United 
States,  except  in  casks  or  vessels  of  the  capaci^  of  ninety  gallotu, 
wine  measure,  and  upwards,  nor  in  casks  or  vessels  which  have 
been  marked  pursuant  to  any  law  of  the  United  States,  on  pain  of 
forfeiture  of  the  said  refined  lump  and  loaf  sugar,  and  distilled 
spirits,  imported  contrary  to  the  provisions  herein  described,  to- 
gether with  the  ship  or  vessel  in  which  they  shall  be  so  imported: 
Provided^  That  nothing  contuned  in  this  set  shall  be  construed  to 
forfisit  any  spirits  fox  bieing  imported,  or  brought  into  the  United 
States,  in  other  casks  or  vessels  as  aforesaid,  or  the  ship  or  vessel 
in  which  they  shall  be  brought,  if  such  spirits  shall  be  tor  the  use 
of  Ac  seamen  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  shall  not  exceed 
the  quantity  of  four  gallons  for  each  seaman. 

71.Sec.  cvt.  All  vessels,  boats,  rafts,  and  carriages,  of  what  kind 
and  nature  soever,  arriving  in  the  districts  aforesaid,  containing 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  subject  to  duties  on  being  imported 
into  any  port  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  reported  to  the  c<dlec-

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exceeding  two  hundred  Urns,  one  hundred  and  fifqr  cents;  for  the 
admewurement  of  every  ship  en-  vessel  above  two  hundred  tons, 
two  hundred  cents;  for  all  other  services,  by  this  act,  to  be  pcr- 
fcMincd  by  such  surveyor,  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel  of  one  hun- 
dred tons  or  upwards,  having  on  board  goods,  wares,  or  merchan- 
dise, subject  to  duty,  three  dollars;  for  the  like  services  on  board 
any  ship  or  vessel  of  less  than  one  hundred  tons  burthen,  having 
on  board  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  subject  to  duty,  one  and 
a  half  dollar;  on  all  vessels  not  having  on  board  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise,  subject  to  duty,  two-thirds  of  a  doUar.  All  which 
fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  master  or  owner  of  the  ship  or  vessel  in 
which  the  said  services  shall  be  peifonncd,  to  the  surveyor  by

sold  in  the  usual  course  of  trade:  Provided,  That  if  there  be  no 
consul  of  the  United  Sutes  in  the  country  from  whence  the  ship-

pointed, to  reside  at  Vienna,  which  shall  be  the  sole  port  of  entry. 
The  district  of  Snowhill  shall  include  all  the  waters  and  shores 
00  the  seacoBst,  from  the  north  line  of  Virginia  to  the  south  line 
of  Delaware,  together  with  all  the  waters  and  shores  on  the  east- 
cm  aide  of  Chesapeake  Bay,  from  the  south  side  of  Wicomico 
river  to  'Am  south  side  of  Pocomoke  river,  inclusive,  so  far  as  the 
jorisdiciion  of  the  said  state  of  Maryland  extends,  to  which  Sin- 
nipuzcDt  shall  be  a  port  of  deliveiy  for  West  India  produce  only; 
and  a  collector  for  the  district  shall  be  appotuted,  to  reside  at  Snow- 
Ull,  which  shall  be  the  sole  port  of  entry. 

The  district  of  Annapolis  shall  inc!  '.de  Magetty  river,  and  all 
the  waters  and  shores  from  thence  to  Drum  Point,  on  Patuxent 
river;  and  a  collector  for  the  district  shall  be  appointed,  to  reside 
at  Aimapolis,  which  shall  be  the  sole  port  of  entry  and  delivery 
for  Ae  same.* 

The  district  of  Nottingham  shall  include  alt  the  waters  and

For  the  district  of  South  Quay  a  collector  shall  be  appointed, 
to  reside  thereat,  whose  authority  shall  extend  over  all  the  waters, 
shores,  bays,  har^jora,  and  inlets,  ill  that  part  of  the  state  of  Vir- 
sinia  to  the  southward  of  the  district  of  Norfolk,  and  not  included 
in  said  district,  comprehended  within  the  limits  of  the  said  state, 

12.  Skc.  xir.  In  the  sUte  of  North  Carolina  there  shall  be  five 
districts,  to  wii:  one  to  be  called  the  district  of  Wilmington,  and 
to  comprehend  all  the  waters,  shores,  bays,  harbors,  creeks,  and  in- 
lets, frthn  Litde  River  Inlet  inclusive,  to  New  River  Inlet, inclusive. 
The  town  of  Wilmington  shall  be  a  port  of  entry  and  delivery; 
and  there  shall  be  a  cc^ector,  naval  officer,  and  surveyor,  to  reside 
at  the  said  town  of  Wilmington:  another  district,  to  be  called  the 
district  of  Newbura,  which  shall  comprehend  all  the  waters,

Alexandria,  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth,  in  the  state  of  Virginia;

Ohio,  shall  denuuid  an^  peraon  as  a  fugitive  from  justice,  of  the 
executive  authority  of  any  such  state  or  territory  to  which  such 
penoD  shall  have  fled,  and  shall,  moreover,  produce  the  copy  of 
an  indictment  found,  or  an  affidavit  made,  before  a  magistrate  of 
any  state  or  territory  as  aforesaid,  charging  the  person  so  demand*

The  quarantines  and  other  restraints,  which  shall  be 
required  and  established  by  the  health  laws  of  any  state,  or  pur> 
suant  thereto,  respecting  any  vessels  arriving  in,  or  bound  to,  any 
port  or  district  thereof,  whether  from  a  foreign  port  or  place,  c^ 
trom  another  district  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  duly  observ- 
ed by  the  collectors,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  revenue  of  the 
United  Sutes,  appointed  and  employed  for  the  several  collecdon 
districts  of  such  state,  respectively,  and  by  the  masters  and  crews 
of  the  several  revenue  cutters,  and  by  the  military  oflGcers  who

5.  Sec.  III.  If  any  such  citizen,  or  other  person,  shall  go  into 
any  coontrv  which  is  allotted  or  secured,  by  treaty,  as  aforesaid, 
to  any  of  tne  Indian  tribes  south  of  the  river  Ohio,  without  a  pass- 
port brat  had  and  obtained  from  the  governor  of  some  one  of  the 
United  States,  or  the  officer  of  the  troops  of  the  United  Sutes 
commanding  at  the  nearest  post  on  the  frontiers,  or  such  other 
person  as  the  president  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time 
to  time,  authorize  to  grant  the  same,  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  three 


6.  Sec.  tv.  If  any  such  citizen,  or  other  person,  shall  go  into  . 
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any  town,  Bcttlepncnt,  or  territory,  beloagiog,  or  aecund,  by  tratr 
ty  with  the  Umted  States,  to  any  nation  or  tribe  of  Indiiuu,  and 
shall  there  commit  robbery,  larceny,  trespass,  or  other  crime, 
against  the  person  or  property  of  any  friendly  Indian  or  Indians, 
which  would  be  punishable,  if  cooamitted  within  the  jurisdictioB 
of  any  state  against  a  citizen  of  the  United  States;  or,  unautbcwi' 
zed  by  law,  and  with  a  hostile  intention,  shall  be  found  on  aaj 
Indian  land,  such  offender  aliall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  twelve  monthsi 
and  shall  also,  when  propetty  is  taken  or  destroyed,  forfeit  and 
pay,  to  such  Indian  or  Indians,  to  whom  the  proper^  taken  and 
destroyed  belongs,  a  sum  equal  to  twice  the  just  value  of  the  pro- 
perty so  taken  or  destroyed:  and  if  such  offender  shall  be  unable 
to  pay  a  sum  at  least  equal  to  the  said  just  value,  whatever  sucb 
payment  shall  fall  short  of  the  said  just  value  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  United  States:  Provided,  nmertheUu^  That  no 
such  Indian  shall  be  entitled  to  any  payment  out  of  the  treasuty 
of  the  Ui^ted  States,  for  any  such  property  taken  or  destroyed,  if 
he,  or  any  of  the  nation  to  wlucb  he  belongs,  shall  have  sought 
private  revenge,  or  tftemptM  to  obtain  satisfaction  by  any  ftnrce 
or  violence. 

7.  Sec.  V.  If  any  such  citizen  or  other  person,  shall  make  a 
setUement  on  any  lands  belonging,  or  secured,  or  granted,  by  trea- 
ty with  the  United  States,  to  any  Indian  tribe,  or  shall  survey,  or 
attempt  to  survey,  sucb  lands,  or  deugnate  any  of  the  bounduiea, 
by  marking  trees,  or  otherwise,  such  offender  shall  forfeit  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  suffer  imprisonment,  not 
exceeding  twelve  months.  And  it  shall,  moreover,  be  lawful  for 
the  president  of  the  United  States  to  take  such  measures,  and  to 
employ  such  miliury  force,  as  he  may  judge  necessary,  to  remove 
from  lands,  belonging,  or  secured  bv  treaty,  as  aforesaid,  to  any 
Indian  tribe,  any  such  citizen,  or  otlier  person,  who  has  made,  or 
shall  hereafter  make,  or  attempt  to  make,  a  settlement  thereoa. 

8.  Sec.  vt.  If  any  such  citizen,  or  other  pcrsiHt,  shall  go  into 
any  town,  settiement,  or  territory,  belonging  to  any  nation  or  tribe 
of  Indians,  and  shall  there  commit  murder,  by  killing  any  Indian 
or  Indians,  belonging  to  any  nation  or  tribe  of  Indians  in  amitt' 
with  the  United  States,  such  offender,  on  being  thereof  convicted, 
shall  suffer  death. 

9.  Skc.  VII.  No  such  citizen,  or  other  person,  shall  be  permit- 
ted to  reside  at  any  of  the  towns,  or  hunting  camps,  of  any  of  the 
Indian  tribes,  as  a  trader,  without  a  license  under  the  hand  and 
seal  of  the  superintendent  of  the  department,  or  of  such  other 
person  as  the  president  of  the  United  States  shall  authorize  to 
grant  licenses  for  that  purpose:  which  superintendent,  or  person 
authorized,  shall,  on  application,  issue  such  license,  (or  a  term  not 
exceeding  two  years,  to  such  trader,  who  shall  enter  into  bcMid, 
with  <me  or  man  sureties,  approved  of  by  the  sopeiinteiideot,  or 
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penon  iuoing  Buch  Iiccbk,  or  by  the  prcBident  of  the  United 
States,  in  die  petul  sum  of  one  thouund  dolUn,  conditimed  fbr 
the  true  and  faithful  obseiraace  of  such  regulationi  aad  rcatric- 
tioDB  ■>  are,  or  shall  be,  made  for  the  government  of  trade  and 
intercourse  with  the  Indian  tribes:  And  the  superinteitdent,  or 
penoD  issomg  such  licenae,  shall  have  fiiU  power  and  authority  to 
recal  the  same,  if  die  pers<Hi  so  licensed  snail  transgress  any  of 
die  reg;ulatiaiu  or  restrictions  provided  fbr  die  government  of  trade 
and  mtcrcourse  widi  the  Indian  tribes,  and  shall  put  in  suit  sudi 
bonds  as  he  ouy  have  taken,  m  the  breach  of  any  condition  there- 
m  coetaiaed. 

10.  Sec.  vm.  Any  such  citizen,  or  odier  person,  who  shall  at- 
tempt to  reside  in  any  town  or  hunting  camp,  of  any  of  the  Indi< 
an  tribes,  as  a  trader,  without  such  license,  shall  forfeit  ail  the 
merchandise  offered  for  sale  to  the  Indians,  or  found  in  bis  pos- 
MSMon,  and  shall,  moreover,  be  liable  to  a  fine,  not  exceeding  one 
bnndred  dollars,  and  to  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

11.  SiC'  IX.  If  any  such  citizen,  or  other  person,  shall  purchase, 
or  teceive,  of  any  Indian,  in  the  way  of  trade  or  t»rter,  a  gun,  or 
Mher  article  commonly  used  in  hunting;,  any  instrument  of  hus- 
bandty,  or  cooking  utensil,  of  the  kind  usuidly  obtained  by  the 
Indians,  in  their  intercourse  with  white  people,  or  any  article  of 
dodiing,  excepting  skins  or  furs,  he  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding fif^  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

13.  Skc.  X.  No  such  citizen,  or  other  persiHi,  shall  be  permitted 
to  purchase  any  hoise  of  an  Indian,  or  of  any  white  man  in  the 
In^an  territory,  without  special  license  fbr  diat  piirposej  which 
ficense  the  superintendent,  or  such  other  perw»  as  the  president 
iball  aj^MMUt,  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant,  on  the  same  terms, 
conditions,  ami  restrictions,  as  other  licenses  are  to  be  granted  uo- 
der  this  act:  and  any  such  perscm,  who  shall  purchase  a  horse  or 
horses,  under  such  license,  before  he  exposes  such  horse  or  horses 
for  sale,  aud  within  fifteen  days  after  they  have  been  brought  out 
of  the  Indian  country,  sludl  make  a  particular  return  to  the  super- 
intendent, or  other  person,  from  whom  he  obtained  his  license,  of 
every  horse  purchased  by  him,  as  aforesaid;  describing  such  hordes, 
by  their  color,  height,  and  other  natural  or  artificial  marks,  under 
the  penalty  conuuned  in  their  respective  bonds.  And  every  such 
person,  purchasing  a  horse  or  horses,  as  aforesaid,  in  the  Indian 
coontiTt  without  a  special  license,  shall,  for  every  horse  thus  pur^ 
chased,  and  brought  into  any  setdement  of  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  cme  hundred  dollars,  and  be 
im{ffi8ooed  not  exceeding  thirty  days.  And  every  person  who  shall 
purchase  a  horse,  knowing  him  to  be  brought  out  of  the  Indian 
territory,  by  any  person  or  persons  not  licensed,  as  above,  to  pur- 
chase the  same,  shall  forfeit  the  value  of  such  horse. 

13.  Sec.  XI.  No  agent,  superintendent,  or  other  person,  autho- 
rized to  g;nuit  a  licenK  to  tme^  or  porchue  horsea,  ahidl  have 
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any  interest  or  concern  in  any  trade  with  the  Indiant,  or  in  die 
purcbase  or  sale  of  any  horse  to,  or  from,  any  Indian,  excepting 
for  and  on  account  of  the  United  States:  And  any  person  o^nd- 
ing  herein,  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  Jiousand  doUartf 
and  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

14.  Sec.  xn.  No  purchase,  grant,  lease,  or  other  conveyance, 
of  lands,  or  of  any  title  or  claim  thereto,  from  any  Indian,  or  oi^ 
tion,  or  tribe  of  Indians,  within  the  bounds  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  of  any  validity,  in  law  or  equity,  unless  the  same  be  made 
by -treaty  or  convention,  entered  into  pursuant  to  the  constitution: 
And  it  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  in  any  person,  not  employed  un- 
der the  authority  of  the  United  States,  to  negotiate  such  treaty  or 
convention,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  treat  with  any  such  Indian 
nation,  or  tribe  of  Indians,  for  the  title  or  purchase  of  any  lands 
by  them  held  or  claimed,  punishable  by  fine,  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  twelve  months: 
Provided,  nevertkeleaty  I'hat  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  agent  or 
agents  of  any  state,  who  may  be  present  at  any  treaty  held  with 
Indians  under  the  authori^  of  the  United  States,  in  the  presence 
and  with  the  approbation,  of  the  commissioner  or  commissioners 
of  the  United  States,  appointed  to  hold  the  same,  to  propose  to, 
and  adjust  with,  the  Indians,  the  compensation  to  be  made  for 
their  dbims  to  lands  within  such  state  which  shall  be  exUnguished 
by  the  treaty. 

15.  Sec.  xiti.  In  order  to  promote  civilization  among  the  friend- 
ly Indian  tribes,  and  to  secure  the  continuance  of  their  friendship, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the  United  States  to  cause 
them  to  be  furnished  with  useful  domestic  animals,  and  imple- 
ments of  husbandry,  and  with  goods  or  money,  as  he  shall  judge 
proper,  and  to  appoint  such  persons,  from  time  to  ume,  as  tempo- 
rary agents,  to  reside  among  the  Indians,  as  he  shall  think  fit:  Prtt- 
vided.  That  the  whole  amount  of  such  presents,  and  allowance  to 
such  agents,  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

16.  Sec.  XIV.  If  any  Indian  or  Indians,  belonging  to  any  tribe 
in  amit}'  with  the  United  States,  shall  come  over  or  cross  the  sud 
boundary  line,  into  anv  state  or  territory  inhabited  by  citisens  of 
the  United  States,  and  there  take,  steal,  or  destroy,  any  horse, 
horses,  or  other  property  belong^g  to  any  citizen  or  inhabitant  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  either  of  the  territorial  districts  of  the 
United  States,  or  shall  commit  any  murder,  violence,  or  outrage* 
upon  any  such  citizen  or  inhabitant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
citizen  or  inhabitant,  his  representative,  attorney,  or  agent,  to  make 
application  to  the  superintendent,  or  such  other  person  as  the  pre- 
sident of  the  United  States  shall  authorize  for  that  purpose;  who, 
upon  being  famished  with  the  necessary  documents  and  proofs, 
shall,  under  the  direction  or  instruction  of  the  president  of  the 
United  States,  make  application  to  the  nation  or  tribe  to  which 
such  Indian  or  lodiaiu  shall  belong,  for  satisfitctum;  and  if  sodi 
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nxtKin  or  tribe  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  satisfaction  in  a 
re^^onable  time,  not  exceeding  twelve  months,  then  it  shall  be  die 
duty  of  such  superintendent,  or  other  person  authorized  as  afore- 
said, to  make  return  of  his  doings  to  the  president  of  the  United 
States,  and  forward  to  him  all  the  documents  and  proofe  in  the 
case,  that  such  further  steps  may  be  taken  as  shall  be  proper  to 
obtain  satisfaction  for  the  injury:  and  in  the  mean  dme,  in  respect 
to  the  property  so  taken,  stolen,  or  destroyed,  the  United  States 
goaraity  to  the  party  injured  as  eventual  Indemnification;  Provid' 
ed  abitayt.  That  if  such  injured  party,  his  rejH^sentative,  attorney, 
<»■  agent,  shall,  in  any  way,  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  by  seeking,  or  attempting  to  obtain,  private  satisfaction  or 
revenge,  by  crossing  over  the  line,  on  any  of  the  Indian  lands,  he 
shall  forfeit  all  claim  upon  the  United  States  for  such  indemnifi- 
cation: And  provided,  alao^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
jn^vent  the  legal  apprehension  or  arresting,  within  the  limits  of 
any  state  or  district,  of  any  Indian  having  so  offended:  And  pro- 
vided Jurther^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the 
United  States  to  deduct  such  sum  or  sums,  as  shall  be  paid  for 
the  property  taken,  stolen,  or  destroyed,  by  any  such  Indian,  out 
of  the  annual  stipend  which  the  United  States  are  bound  to  pay 
to  the  tribe  to  which  such  Indian  shall  belong, 

17.  Sec.  xv.  The  superior  courts  in  each  of  the  said  territorial 
districts,  and  the  circuit  courts,  and  other  courts  of  the  United 
States  of  similar  jurisdiction  in  criminal  causes,  in  each  district 
of-the  United  States,  in  which  any  offender  against  this  act  shall 
be  apprehended,  or,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
be  brought  for  trial,  shall  have,  and  are  hereby  invested  with,  full 
power  and  authority  to  hear  and  determine  all  crimes,  offences, 
and  miademeanois,  against  this  act;  such  courts  proceeding  there- 
in in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  crimes,  offences,  and  misdemean- 
on,  had  been  committed  within  the  bounds  of  their  respective 
districts:  and  in  all  cases  where  the  punishment  shall  not  be  death, 
the  county  courts  of  quarter  sessions  in  the  said  territorial  dis- 
tricts, and  the  district  courts  of  the  United  Sutcs,  in  their  res- 
pective districts,  shall  have,  and  are  hereby  invested  with,  like 
power  to  hear  and  determine  the  same,  any  law  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.  And  in  all  cases  where  the  punishment  shall  be 
death,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  governor  of  cither  of  the  territo- 
rial districts  where  the  offender  shall  be  apprehended,  or  into 
which  he  shall  be  brought  for  trial,  to  issue  a  commission  of  oyer 
and  tcmkiner  to  the  superior  judges  of  such  district,  who  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  hear  and  determine  all  such  capi- 
tal  cases,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  superior  courts  of  such  dis- 
tricts have  in  their  ordinary  sessions.  And  when  the  offender  shall 
be  apprehended  or  brought  for  trial  into  any  of  the  United  States, 
except  Kentucky  or  Tennessee,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president 
•f  the  United  States  to  isaue  a  like  commission  to  any  one  or  more 
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judges  of  the  dupretne  court  of  the  United  States,  and  the  judge 
of  the  district  in  which  such  (^fender  may  have  been  apprehended 
or  shall  have  been  brought  for  trial;  which  judges,  or  any  two  of 
^em,  shall  have  the  same  jurisdicdoa,  in  such  capital  cases,  a* 
the  circuit  court  of  such  district,  and  shall  proceed  to  trial  and 
judgment  in  the  same  miumer  as  such  circuit  court  might  or  could 
do.  And  the  district  courts  of  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Maine, 
shall  h»ve  jurisdiction  of  all  crimes,  offences,  and  miademeanon, 
committed  against  this  act,  and  shall  proceed  to  trial  and  judg* 
ment  in  the  same  manner  as  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United 
States. 

1 8.  Sec.  xvt.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  military  force  of  the 
United  States,  to  apprehend  every  person  who  shall  or  may  be 
found  in  the  Indian  country,  over  and  beyond  the  said  boundary 
line  between  the  United  States  and  the  said  Indian  tribes,  in  vio> 
lation  of  any  of  the  provisions  or  regulations  of  this  act,  and  him 
or  them  immediately  to  convey,  in  the  nearest  convenient  and 
safe  route,  to  the  civil  authority  of  the  United  States,  in  some  one 
of  the  three  next  adjoining  states  or  districts,  to  be  proceeded 
against  in  due  course  of  law:  Provided^  That  no  person  appre- 
hended by  military  force,  as  aforessid,  shall  be  detained  longer 
than  five  days  after  the  arrest,  and  before  removal.  And  all  offi- 
cers and  soldiers  who  may  have  any  such  person  or  persons  in 
custody,  shall  treat  them  with  all  the  humanity  which  the  circum* 
stances  will  possibly  permit;  and  every  officer  and  soldier  iriio 
shall  be  guilty  of  maltreating  any  such  person  while  in  custody, 
shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  a  court  martial  shall  direct:  /Vv- 
vided.  That  the  officer  having  custody  of  such  person  or  persons 
shall,  if  required  by  such  person  or  persons,  conduct  him  or  them 
to  the  nearest  judge  of  the  supreme  or  superior  court  of  any  state, 
who,  if  the  onence  is  bailable,  shall  take  proper  bail,  if  offered* 
retumal)le  to  the  district  court  next  to  be  holden  in  said  district; 
which  bait  the  said  judge  is  hereby  authorized  to  take,  and  which 
shall.be  liable  to  be  estreated  as  any  other  recognisance  for  bail  in 
any  court  of  the  United  States;  and  if  said  judge  shall  refuse  to 
act,  or  the  person  or  persons  fail  to  procure  satisfactory  bail,  then 
the  said  person  or  persons  are  to  be  proceeded  with  according  to 
the  directions  of  this  acL 

19.  Sec.  xvii.  If  any  person  who  shall  be  charged  with  a  vio- 
lation of  any  of  the  provisions  or  regulations  of  wis  act,  shall  be 
found  within  any  of  the  United  States,  or  either  of  the  territorial 
districts  of  the  United  States,  such  offender  may  be  diere  appre- 
hended and  brought  to  trial,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  sucfa  crime 
or  offence  had  been  committed  within  such  state  or  district;  and  it 
ahall  be  the  duty  of  the  military  force  of  the  United  States,  when 
trailed  upon  by  the  civil  magistrate,  or  any  proper  officer,  or  other 
person  duly  authorized  for  that  purpose,  and  having  a  lawful  war- 
rant} to  aid  and  assist  such  magistcate,  officer,  or  other  person  au- 
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diorizedf  u  aforesaid,  in  arreBting  such  offender,  and  hiiA  commit- 
^Dg  to  safe  custody  for  tiial  according  to  law. 

20.  Sec.  zvni.  The  amount  of  fines,  and  duration  of  imprison- 
ment, directed  by  this  act  as  a  puniahmeut  for  the  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  thereof,  shall  be  ascertained  and  fixed,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  limits  prescribed,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  before 
whom  the  trial  shall  be  had;  and  that  all  fines  and  forfeitures 
which  shall  accrue  under  this  act,  shall  be  one-half ,  to  the  use  of 
the  informant,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  United  Sutes: 
except  where  the  prosecution  shall  be  first  instituted  on  behalf  of 
the  United  States,  in  which  case  the  whole  shall  he  to  their  use. 

21.  Sec.  XIX.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
any  trade  or  intercourse  with  Indians  living  on  lands  surrounded 
by  settlements  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  being 
within  the  ordinary  jurisdiction  of  any  of  the  individual  states;  or 
the  unmolested  use  of  a  road  from  Washington  district  to  Mero 
district,  or  to  prevent  the  citizens  of  Tennessee  from  keeping  in 
repair  the  said  road,  under  the  direction  or  orders  of  the  governor 
of  said  iute,  and  of  the  navigation  of  the  Tennessee  river,  as  re- 
served and  secured  by  treaty;  nor  shall  this  act  be  construed  to 
prevent  any  person  or  persons  travelling  from  KnoxviUe  to  Price's 
•etdemeot,  or  to  the  setdement  on  Obed's  river,  (so  called,)  pro- 
vided they  shall  travel  in  the  trace  or  path  which  is  usually  tra- 
velled, and  provided  the  Indians  make  no  objectionj  but  if  the  In- 
^ans  object,  the  president  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  author 
rized  to  issue  a  proclamation,  prohibiting  all  travelling  on  said 
traces,  or  eidier  of  them,  as  the  case  may  be,  after  which  the 
penalties  of  this  act  shall  be  incurred  by  evety  person  travelling 
or  being  found  on  said  traces,  or  either  of  them,  to  which  the 
prohibition  may  apply,  within  the  Indian  boundary,  without  a  pass- 
port. 

33.  Sec.  xx.  The  president  of  the  United  Sutcs  is  hereby  au< 
Aorized  to  cause  to  be  clearly  ascertained,  and  distinctly  marked, 
in  all  such  places  as  he  shall  deem  necessary,  and  in  such  manner 
as  be  dudl  direct,  any  other  boundary  lines  between  the  United 
States  and  any  Indian  tribe,  which  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be, 
established  by  treaty. 

23.  Sec  zxi.  The  president  of  the  United  States  is  authorized 
to  tidce  such  measures,  from  time  to  time,  as  to  him  may  appear 
expedient,  to  prevent  or  restrain  the  vending  or  distributing  of 
spirittibus  liquors  among  all  or  any  of  the  said  Indian  tribes,  any 
tniog  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  xzii.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  the  passage  Uiereofj 
and  so  for  as  respects  the  proceedings  under  this  act,  it  is  to  be 
understood  that  the  act,  entided  "  An  act  to  amend  an  act,  enti- 
^d  "  An  act  riving  effect  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  widiio 
Ac  district  of  Tennessee,"  is  not  to  operate. 
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ACT  of  March  2d,  1811.  4  BioKO,  340. 
An  act  for  eatablMhing  tredii^  hoote*  with  Ibe  InditiD  tribes- 
Si.  Ssc.  I.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the  United 
States  to  establish  trading  houses,  at  such  posts  and  places  oa  the 
frontiers,  or  in  the  Indian  country,  on  either  or  both  sides  of  the 
Missisaippi  river,  as  he  shall  judge  moat  convenient,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  on  a  liberal  trade  with  the  several  Indian  nations 
within  the  United  Sutes  or  their  territories. 

25.  Sec.  il.  The  president  of  the  United  States  shall  be  autho- 
rized to  appoint  a  superintendent  of  Indian  trade,  whose  du^  it 
shall  be  to  purchase  and  take  charge  of  all  goods  intended  for  trade 
with  the  Indian  nationsaforesaid,  and  to  transmit  the  same  to  such 
places  as  he  shall  be  directed  by  the  president^  and  he  shall  talce  an 
oath  or  ti&rmaiioa,  Jaithfuliy  to  execute  the  trust  committed  to  himj 
and  that  he  wilt  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  concerned pr  inter- 
ested in  any  trade,  commerce,  or  barter,  restricted  by  this  law,  and 
except  on  the  public  account;  and  he  shall  also  give  bond,  in  the 
penal  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  with  sufficient  security,  to 
be  approved  of  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  of  the  United 
States,  truly  and  honestly  to  account  for  all  money,  goods,  and 
other  property  whatever,  which  shall  come  into  his  hands,  or  for 
which,  in  good  faith,  he  ought  so  to  account,  and  to  perform  all 
Uie  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act;  and  he  shall  render  to  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury  a  quarter  yearly  account  of  all  his  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  cash,  purchases,  and  transmittals,  of 
goods,  for  the  Indian  trade,  to  be  settled  and  adjusted  by  the  ac- 
coimting  officer  of  the  treasury,  as  other  public  accounts. 

Sec.  in.  The  superintendent  of  Indian  trade  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars,  payable  quarter  yearly,  at 
the  treasury  of  the  United  Sutes. 

Sec.  IV.  The  president  of  the  United  States  shall  be  authorized 
to  appoint  an  agent,  (and,  when  he  shall  deem  it  proper,  an  assistant 
agent,)  for  each  tradiiig  house  establishment,  established  under  the

Sec.  t.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  said  agents  to  re- 
ceive, from  the  superintendent  of  Indian  trade,  and  dispose  of  in 
trade  with  the  Indian  nations  aforesaid,  such  goods  as  may  be 
transmitted  to  him  by  the  superintendent,  to  be  received  and  dis- 
posed of  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  rules  and  orders  which  the 
president  of  the  United  States  shall  prescribe;  and  he  shall  render 
an  account,  quarter  yearly,  to  the  superintendent  of  IndiiU  trade, 
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of  bO  nxaiey,  goods,  and  other  property  whatsoever,  which  shall 
be  transmitted  to  him,  or  vhich  shall  come  into  his  hands,  or  for 
which,  in  good  faith,  he  ought  to  account;  and  he  shall  transmit 
duplicates  of  his  accounts  to  the  cecretaiy  of  the  treasury  of  the 
United  Sutes. 

Sec.  ti.  The  superintei^ent  of  Indian  trade,  the  agents,  or 
their  clerks,  or  other  persons  employed  by  them,  shall  not  be,  di- 
rectly or  indirecdy,  concerned  or  interested  in  carrying  on  trade 
m  commerce  in  any  of  the  goods  or  articles  bought  for,  or  sup> 
plied  to,  or  received  from,  the  Indians,  or  shall  be  owner,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  of  any  sea  vessel,  or  shall  uke  or  supply  to  his  or  their 
use  any  gain  or  emolument  for  negotiating  or  tranaacUng  any  bu- 
siness in  the  Indian  department,  other  than  what  shall  be  allowed 
by  taw;  and  that  the  said  agents,  assistant  agents,  or  any  persons 
employed  by  them,  shall  not  be,  directly  or  indirectly,  concerned 
ot  interested  in  carrying  on  the  business  of  trade  or  commerce,  on 
dieir  own  or  any  other  than  the  public  account,  or  take  or  apply, 
to  his  or  their  use,  any  emolument  or  gain  for  negotiating  any  such 
business,  during  their  appointment,  agency,  or  employment,  res- 
pectively, other  than  provided  by  this  act,  or  excepting  for  and  on 
account  of  the  United  States;  and  if  any  such  person  shall  offend 
against  any  of  the  prohibitions  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  deemed  guil- 
^  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  forfeit  to 
tne  United  States  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and 
diall  be  removed  from  such  office,  agency,  or  employment,  and 
forever  thereafter  be  incapable  of  holding  any  office  under  the 
United  States;  Providtd,  That  if  any  person,  other  than  a  public 
praeecutor,  shall  give  information  of  any  such  offence,  upon  which 
a  prosecution  and  conviction  shall  be  had,  one  half  of  the  aforesaid 
penalty,  when  recovered,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  person  giving 
such  information:  And  provided  also.

The  prices  of  goods  supplied  to,  and  to  be  paid  for 
t^,  the  Indians,  shall  be  regulated  in  such  manner,  tiiat  the  capi- 
tal stock  furnished  by  the  United  States  shall  not  be  diminished. 

Sec.  vin.  If  any  agent  or  agents,  their  clerks,  or  other  person 
employed  by  them,  shall  purchase  or  receive  from  any  Indian,  in 
the  way  of  trade  or  barter,  any  gun,  or  other  article  commonly 
Bsed  in  hunting,  any  instrument  of  husbandry,  or  cooking  utensil, 
<tf  the  kind  usually  obtained  by  Indians  in  their  intercourse  with 
white  people,  or  any  article  of  clothing,  excepting  skins  or  furs,  he 
or  they  shall,  respectively,  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  offence,  to  be  recovered,  by  action  of  debt,  in  the  name 
and  to  the  use  of  the  United  States,  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
ItoB  in  like  cases:  Provided,  That  no  suit  shall  be  conmenced,  ex- 
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cept  in  the  state  or  territory  within  i^ich  Ac  c«uk  of  actiaa 
shall  have  arisen,  or  in  which  the  defendant  may  reside;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  Indian  trade,  or  of  the 
tuperinteadentB  of  Indian  affura,  and  their  depuues,  respectively,

t^  Tesseli  of  ten  w  more  tons  biutben,  within  tlieir  retpeciivc 
dinricti,  aa  well  M  upon  the  high  seas;  [.Injra,  124.]  Mvingto 
■uiton,  in  alt  catea,  tbe  rij^t  of  a  conmon  law  remedy,  where 
Ac  common  law  ia  coinpetcnt  to  give  it:  and  shall  also  have  ex- 
clusive original  Gognizuice  of  all  seizures  on  land,  -or  other  wa- 
ters than  as  aforesaid,  made,  and  of  all  suits  for  penattiea  and  for- 
feitures incurred,  under  the  laws  of  the  United  Statea.  And  sbidl 
also  have  cogmzance,  coucurrent  with  the  courts  of  the  several 
states,  or  the  circuit  courts,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  all  causey  where 
an  alien  aucs  for  a  tort  only  in  violation  of  the  law  of  nations,  or 
a  treaty  of  the  United  States.  And  shall  also  have  cognizauce^ 
concurrent  as  last  mentioned,  of  all  suits  at  common  law,  where 
the  United  States  sue,  and  the  matter  in  dispute  amounts,  cntii- 
sive  of  costs,  to  the  sum  or  value  of  one  hundred  dollars.  And 
shall  also  have  jurisdiction,  exclusively  of  the  courts  of  the  8ev»-. 
nl  states,  of  all  suits  against  consuls,  or  vice  consuls,  ezcMit  few 
offences  above  the  description  aforesaid.  And  the  trial  of  issues 
in  fact,  in  the  district  courts,  in  all  causes,  except  civil  causes  of 
admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction,  shall  be  by  jury. 

d.  Sec.  XI.  The  circuit  courts  shall  have  original  cognizance^ 
conciurent  mth  the  courts  of  the  several  states,  of  all  suits  of  a 
civil  nature,  at  common  law,  or  in  e<]uit}',  where  the  matter  in 
dispute  exceeds,  exclusive  of  costs,  the  sum' or  value  of  five  faua- 
'  drcd  doUjira,  and  the  United  States  are  plaintiffs,  or  petitioners; 
or  an  alien  is  a  part^,  or  the  suit  is  between  a  citizen  of  the  state 
where  the  suit  is  brought,  and  a  citizen  of  another  state.  And 
shall  have  exclusive  cognizance  of  all  crimes  and  offences  cogm- 
zable  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  except  where  diia 
act  otherwise  ]irovidcs,  or  the  laws  of  the  United  StaUs  shall 
otherwise  direct,  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  district 
courts,  itf  the  crimes  and  offences  cogniziMe  therein.  But  no  per* 
son  shall  be  arrested  in  one  district  for  trial  in  another,  in  ai^ 
civil  acdcffi,  before  a  circuit,  or  district  court.  And  no  civil  suit 
shall  be  brought,  before  either  of  said  courts,  against  an  inbaibt- 
tant  of  the  United  States,  by  any  original  process,  in  any  other 
district  than  that  whereof  he  is  an  inhautant,  or  in  which  he  shall 
be  found  at  the  time  of  serving  the  writ;  nior  shall  any  diMrict,  or 
circuit  court,  have  cognizance  of  any  suit  to  recover  the  contents 
of  any  promissory  note,  or  other  chose  in  action,  in  favor  of  an 
assignee,  unless  a  suit  might  have  been  prosecuted  in  such  court 
to  recover  the  said  contents  if  no  assignment  had  been  made, 
except  in  cases  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange.  And  the  circuit 
courts  shall  also  have  appellate  jurisdiction  from  the  district  courts, 
under  the  regulations  and  restrictions  herein  after  provided. 

10.  Sec.  zii.  If  a  suit  be  commenced  in  any  state  court  agminat 
an  alien,  f>r  by  a  citizen  of  the  state  in  which  the  suit  is  bt^ig^t 
against  »  ciuzen  of  another  state,  and  the  nwtter  in  dispute  cx- 
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ceedi  Ac  aforesaid  Mlin  or  value  of  five  hundred  dolliTB,  esclu' 
sive  of  costs,  to  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satitfactioR  of  the  court, 
and  die  defendant  ahd,  at  the  time  of  entering  his  appearance  in 
such  state  court,  file  a  pctitioD  for  the  removal  of  the  cause  for 
trinl  into  the  next  circuit  court,  to  be  held  in  the  district  where 
the  salt  is  pending,  and  offer  good  and  sufficient  surety  for  his 
entering,  in  such  court,  on  the  first  day  of  its  session,  copies  of 
snd  prdceas  against  him,  and  also  for  his  there  appearing,  and  en- 
tciinn  special  bul  in  the  cause,  if  special  bail  was  originally  requi- 
ute  uierein,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  state  court  to  accept 
Ae  surety,  and  proceed  no  further  in  the  cause;  and  any  bail  thai 
■ay  have  been  originally  taken,  shall  be  discharged;  aiKl  the  said 
cofuea  being  entered  as  aforesaid,  in  such  court  of  the  United 
Slates,  the  cause  shall  there  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  if  if 
had  been  broug^  there  by  original  |Mocess.  And  any  attachment 
of  the  goods  or  Atate  of  the  defendant,  by  the  original  process, 
ahaU  bold  the  goods  or  estate  so  attached,  to  answer  the  final 
judgntent,  in  the  same  manner  as  by  the  Uws  of  such  state  they 
Voukl  have  been  boMen  to  answer  final  judgment,  had  it  been 
rendered  by  the  court  in  which  the  suit  coBunenced.  And  if,  in 
my  acdon  commenced  in  a  state  court,  the  title  of  land  be  con- 
ceraed,  and  the  parues  are  citizens  of  the  same  state,  and  the  mat* 
ta  in  dtapute  exceeds  the  sum  or  value  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
exehiuve  of  costs,  the  sum  or  value  being  made  to  appear  to  the 
sadsfiKtion  of  the  court,  either  party,  before  the  trial,  shall  state 
to  the  court,  and  make  affidavit  if  they  require  it,  that  he  claims* 
aad  ahidl  rely  npcni  a  right  or  title  to  the  land,  under  grant  from 
a  state,  other  than  that  in  which  the  suit  is  pending,  and  produce 
the  origimd  grant,  or  an  exemplification  of  it,  except  where  the 
loss  of  public  records  shall  put  it  out  of  his  power,  and  shall  more 
that  the  adverse  party  inform  the  court  whether  he  claims  a  rigiit 
or  title  to  the  land  under  a  gram  from  the  state  in  which  the  suit 
is  pending)  the  said  adverse  puty  shall  gjve  such  information,  or 
otherwise  not  be  allowed  to  plesd  such  grant,  or  give  it  in  evi- 
dence upon  the  trial;  and  if  he  infbnnB  that  be  does  claim  under 
sncfa  grant,  the  party  daimiog  under  tJie  grant  first  inenliaeed, 
nay  then,  on  motion,  remove  the  cause  for  trial  to  the  next  ctr- 
cuit  cotut,  to  be  holden  iu  such  district,  but  if  he  is  the  defendant, 
shill  do  it  under  the  same  regulations  as  in  the  befbrcmentiiHied 
case  of  the  removal  of  a  cause  into  such  court  by  an  alien,  and 
neither  party  removing  the  cause,  shall  be  allowed  to  jdeod,  or 
give  evidence  of,  any  other  tide  than  that  by  him  atated  as  afisre- 
sttd,  as  Ae  ground  of  his  claim.  And  the  trial  of  issues  in  fact 
in  the  circuit  courts  shall,  in  all  suits,  except  those  of  equity,  and 
o(  adaiindty  and  maritime  jurisdiction,  be  by  jury. 

II.  Sxc.  xni.  The  supreme  court  ahall  have  exclusive  jorisdio' 
tion  of  all  cuotroversiea  of  a  civil  nature,  where  a  state  is  a  party, 
except  between  a  state  and  its  citizens;  and  except  also  between  a 
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state  and  citizens  of  other  sUtcs,  or  aliens,  In  which  hrttercBflc  it 
shall  have  original,  hut  not  exclusive  junsdktion.  And  shaD  have, 
exclusively,  all  such  jurisdiction  of  suits  or  proceedings  against 
anbassadoi^,  or  other  public  ministers,  or  their  doneatics,  or  d<^ 
tncstic  servants,  as  a  court  of  lav  can  have  or  exercise  coosistent- 
ly  with  the  law  of  nations;  and  original,  but  not  ettlosivejeiisdic. 
tion  of  all  suits  brought  by  antbas&iidots,  or  other  pi^>lic  ministers, 
or  in  which  a  consul  or  vice  ciHiBnl  ri»U  be  a  party.  And  the 
trial  of  issues  in  fact  .in  the  supreme  court,  in  tSX  actions  at  bnr 
against  citizens  of  the  United  Sutcs,  shall  be  by  jury.  The  sn- 
prcme  court  shall  also  have  appellate  jurisdicticm  Rom  die  circuit 
courts  and  courts  of  the  several  states,  in  the  cases  hereinafter  spe- 
cially provided  fort  and  shall  have  power  to  issoe  writs  of  pnriit- 
bition  to  the  Strict  courts,  when  proceeding  as  courts  of  adnu- 
ralty  and  marinme  jurisdiction,  and  writs  of  mandamtu,  in  cases 
warranted  by  the  principles  and  usages  at  law,  tt>  any  courts  141- 
pointedf  or  persons  holding  office,  under  the  audwrity  <iS  die  Urn- 
ted  States. 

IS.  Sec.  XIV.  All  the  befoi  emeniiooed  cowta  of  the  United 
States  shall  have  povrer  to  issue  writs  of  scire  facias,  bidieas  cor- 
pus, and  all  other  writs  Hot  specially  provided  for  by  statute,  whidi 
nay  be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  their  respective  jurisdictioBis, 
and  agreeable  to  the  principlea  and  usages  ni  law.  And  either  of 
die  justices  of  the  supreme  court,  as  well  as  judges  of  die  district 
courts,  shall  have  power  to  grant  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  for  the 
purpose  of  an  inquiry  into  the  cause  of  commitment. — Pmided^ 
That  writs  of  habeas  corpus  shall,  in  no  case,  extend  to  prisimers 
in  gaol,  unless  where  they  are  in  custody,  under  or  by  color  trf  the 
aodiority  of  the  United  States,  or  are  committed  for  trial  beKuv 
some  court  of  the  same,  or  are  necessary  to  be  brought  into  court 
to  testify. 

13.  Sec.  XV.  All  the  said  courts  of  the  United  Stales  shaU  have 
power,  in  the  trial  of  actions  at  law,  on  motion  aiul  due  notice 
thereof  being  given,  to  require  the  parties  to  prodace  books  or 
writings  in  their  possession  or  power,  which  contain  evidence  per- 
tinent to  die  issue,  in  cases  and  under  drcumstonces  where  they 
might  be  compelled  to  produce  the  same  by  the  ordinary  ndes  of 
proceeding  in  chancery;  and  if  a  plaintiff  shall  fail  to  comphr  widi 
such  order  to  produce  books  or  writings,  it  shall  be  lawful  tor  die 
courts,  respectively,  on  motion,  to  give  the  like  judgment  tar  the 
defendant  as  in  cases  of  nonsuit;  and  if  a  defendant  shall  foil  to 
comply  with  such  order  to  produce  books  or  writings,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  courts,  respectively,  on  motion  as  afbrcaaid,  to  give 
judgment  against  him  ur  her  by  default. 

14.  Sec.  XVI.  Suits  in  equity,  shall  not  be  sustatned  in  eidier  of 
die  courts  of  the  United  States,  in  any  case  when  phiin,  ade- 
quate, and  complete  remedy  may  be  had  at  law. 
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15.  flxc.  xm.  All  the  sud  courts  of  the  United  States,  shall 
bare  power  to  grant  new  trials,  in  cases  where  there  lias  been  a 
trial  ay  jury,  fin-  reasons  for  which  new  trials  hare  usually  been 
granted  in  the  courts  of  law,  and  shall  have  power  to  impose  and 
Mtiwiwi^fw  aU  neceasaiy  oadu  or  affirmadons,  and  to  punish,  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  M  the  discrcUon  of  sud  courts,  aU  contempta 
of  audiorhy  in  any  cause  or  hearing  before  the  same;  and  to  make 
md  estaUish  all  naccssary  rules  for  the  orderly  conducting  busi- 
ness in  the  saud  courts,  provided  such  rules  are  not  repugnant  to 
the  Uws  of  the  United  States. 

16.  Sbc.  xviii.  When,  in  a  circiut  court,  judgment  upon  a  ver- 
dict in  a  civil  action  shall  be  entered,  execution  may,  on  motion 
of  either  party,  at  the  discretimi  of  tlw  court,  and  on  such  condi- 
tions, for  the  security  of  the  adverse  party^  as  they  may  judge 
fropcr,  be  stayed  forty-two  days  from  the  time  of  entering  judg- 
ment, to  g^ve  time  to  file,  in  the  clerk's  ofice  of  said  court,  a  pe> 
lition  for  a  new  trial.  And  if  such  petition  be  there  filed  withiD 
aud  term  of  forty-two  days,  with  a  certificate  thereon,  from  either 
of  the  judges  of  such  coiut,  diat  he  allows  the  same  to  be  filed, 
which  certificate  he  may  make  or  refuse  at  his  discretion,  execu- 
tion shall,  of  course,  be  further  stayed  to  the  next  session  of  said 
court.  And  if  a  new  trial  be  granted,  the  former  judgment  shall 
be  thereby  rendered  void.    [Infra,  84,  fcfc] 

17.  Sec.  xix.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  circuit  courts,  in  causes 
in  cqui^,  and  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction,  to  cause  the 
focta  on  which  diey  found  their  sentence  or  decree,  fully  to  ap- 
pear op(»  the  record,  either  from  the  pleadings  and  decree  itself, 
or  a  state  of  the  case  agreed  by  the  parties,  or  their  counsel,  or, 
if  diey  disagree,  by  a  stating  of  the  case  by  the  court. 

18.  Ssc.  XX.  Where,  in  a.  circuit -court,  a  plaintiff  in  an  actira, 
ori^nally  brought  there,  or  a  petitioner  in  equity,  other  than  the 
Umted  Mates,  recovers  less  than  the  sum'tir  value  of  five  hundred 
di41ars,  or  a  libellant,  upon  his  own  appeal,  less  than  the  sum  or 
value  f>f  three  hundred  dollars,  he  shall  not  be  allowed,  but,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  may  be  adjudged  to  pay  costs. 

19.  Sec.  xxi.  From  final  decrees  in  a  district  court,  in  causes 
of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction,  where  the  matter  in  dis- 
pute exceeds  the  sum  or  vuue  of  three  hundred  dollars,  exduMve 
ot  coats,  an  appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  the  next  circuit  court,  to  be 
held  in  such  dutricL 

ao.  Szc.  xxn.  Final  decrees  and  jadgmenta,  in  civil  actiOM  in 
a  district  court,  where  the  matter  in  dispute  exceeds  tht  sum  or 
valne  of  fifty  dollars,  exchmve  of  costs,  may  be  re-exaiuned,  and 
reversed,  or  affirmed,  in  a  circuit  coutt,  holdm  in  the  same  dis- 
trict, lumn  a  writ  of  error,  whereto  shall  be  amiexed  and  retained 
herewith,  at  the  day  and  place  therein  mentioned,  an  authenticat- 
ed transcript  of  the  record,  and  asugnmcnt  of  errors,  and  prayer 
Isr  reversal,  with  a  citation  to  the  adverse  party,  ugned  1^  tbe 
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judge  of  Boch  district  court,  or  a  juaacc  of  the  supieme  cotot, 
the  adTcne  party  having  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  And  upon 
a  like  ^eoccta,  may  final  judgmeiits  and  dacreea  in  civil  actiotis, 
and  suits  in  eqni^  in  a  circuit  court,  brought  there  by  origmal 
process,  or  mnored  there  from  courts  of  the  scvn^  states,  or  re^ 
moved  there  by  appeal  from  a  district  court,  where  the  matter  ia 
dispute  exccetu  the  sum  or  vahie  of  two  UuHuand  dollars,  exdu- 
Mvc  of  coata,  be  re-examined  and  rerencd,  or  attnaed,  in  tbe  su- 
preme, cowt,  the  citation  being  in  soch  case  Ngned  by  a  judge  of 
such  circuit  court,  ot  justice  of  tbe  supreme  court,  ana  die  ad- 
verse par^  having  at  least  thirty  days*  notice.  Bat  diete  shaQ  be 
no  reversal  in  cither  coart  on  such  writ  of  error,  far  error  in  rul- 
ing any  plea  in  abatement,  other  titan  a  plea  to  the  joriadiction  of 
tbe  court,  or  sudi  plea  to  a  petiticm  or  biD  in  equity,  as  in  the  na- 
ture of  a  demurer,  or  for  any  error  in  fact.  And  writs  of  error 
shall  not  be  brought  bat  within  five  years  after  renderins  or  pass- 
ing the  judgment  or  decree  com[dained  of,  or  in  case  £e  person 
entided  to  such  writ  of  error  be  an  infant,  fiwu  covert,  nan  cowt- 
pM  mentUf  or  imprisoned,  then  within  five  years-as  aforesaid,  ex- 
clusive (^tbe  time  of  such  disability.  And  every  justice,  or  jndge, 
signing  a  citatioD  on  any  writ  of  error  as  aforesaid,  shall  t^c  good 
and  si^cient  secnri^,  diat  the  plaintiff  in  error  shall  prosecute 
his  writ  to  effect,  and  answer  aU  damages  and  costs,  if  he  fail  to 
make  his  plea  good.    [Infra,  51.] 

21.  Sxc.  XXIII.  A  writ  of  error  as  afbreiaid,  shall  be  a  sa7>er- 
sedeas  and  stay  execution,  in  cases  only  where  the  writ  of  error  ia 
served,  by  a  copy  thereof  being  lodged  for  the  adverse  paitv,  in 
the  clerk's  office,  where  the  record  remiuns,  within  ten  days*  Sod' 
days  cxduaive,  alter  rendering  the  judgment  or  paswig  the  de- 
cree complained  of.  Until  the  expiration  of  which  term  of  ten 
days,  exccntiotts  shall  not  issue  in  any  case  where  a  writ  of  error

When  a  judnaent  or  decree  shall  be  reversed 
IB  a  circuh  court,  such  court  shall  proceed  to  render  such  judg- 
ment, or  paas  such  decree,  as  the  district  court  should  have  rea- 
dered  or  passed;  and  the  supreme  court  shall  do  the  same  on  re- 
versals therein,  except  where  the  reversal  is  in  favor  of  die  plua- 
tiff  or  petitioner  in  die  original  suit,  and  the  damages  to  be  asses- 
sed, or  matter  to  be  decreed,  are  unceruin,  in  which  case  they 
shall  moMd  die  caosc  for  a  final  decision.

don  the  construction  of  any  dauae  of  the  unutitulion,  or  of  a 
trea^,  or  statute  of,  or  commission  held  under,  the  United  States, 
and  the  decision  is  against  die  tide,  tight,  privilege,  or  exemp- 
tion, specially  set  up  or  claimed  by  either  party,  under  such  clause 
of  the  said  c(»stitudon,  treaty,  stttute,  or  comraiBsicm,  may  be 
re-examined  and  reversed  or  affirmed  in  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States,  upon  a  writ  of  error,  the  citation  being  signed  by 
Ac  chief  justice,  or  judge  or  chancellor,  of  the  court,  rendering 
or  pasung  the  judgment  or  decree  complained  of,  or  by  a  justice 
of  the  supreme  court  of  the  Uaited  States,  in  die  same  manner 
and  onder  the  same  regulations,  and  the  writ  shall  have  the  same 
eflect,  as  if  the  judgment  or  decree  complained  of  had  been  ren* 
dered  or  passed  in  a  circuit  court,  and  the  proceeding  upon  the 
reversal  shall  also  be  the  same,  except  that  the  supreme  court,  in* 
stead  of  remanding  the  cauae  for  a  final  decision,  as  before  pro- 
vided, may,  at  their  discretion,  if  the  cause  shall  have  been  once 
remanded  [>efore,  proceed  to  a  final  decision  of  the  same,  and 
award  execution.  But  no  other  error  sliall  be  assigned  or  regard- 
ed as  a  ground  of  reversal,  in  any  such  case  as  aforesaid,  than 
such  as  appears  on  the  face  of  the  record,  and  Immediately  res- 
pects the  beforementiOned  questions  of  validity  or  construction  of 
die  said  constitution,  treaties,  statutes,  conusissions,  or  authorides, 
in  dispute.     {.Jt/ra,  SI,  67.]  . 

24.  Sec,  xxvr.  In  all  causes  brought  before  either  of  the  courts 
of  the  United  States,  to  recover  the  forfeiture  annexed  to  any  ar- 
deles  of  agreement,  covenant,  bond,  or  other  specialty,  where  th« 
forfeiture,  breach,  or  Donperformance,  shall  appear  by  the  debult 
or  confession  of  the  defendant,  or  upon  demurrer,  the  court  before 
whom  the  action  is,  shall  render  j  udgment  therein  for  the  plaintiff 
to  recover  so  much  as  is  due  according  to  equity.  And  when  the 
stun  for  which  judgment  should  be  rendered  is  uncertain,  the 
same  shall,  if  either  of  the  paiucs  request  it,  be  assessed  by  a 
jury.

deputies,  who  shall  be  reaovcaUe  from  office  bjr  the  judge  of  the 
district  court,  or  the  circuit  court  sitting  within  tiie  district,  at 
the  pleasure  of  either.  And  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his 
office,  he  shall  become  bound  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the

An  act  declaring  tiie  coosent  of  confTCBi,  that  a  new  itate  be  formod  mthin 
Iheinriidiction  ofthe  commonweallh  of  Virginia,  and  admitted  into  thi<  uoira, 
by  the  name  of  tbe  stale  of  Kenluchr. 

Whereas  the  legislature  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  hy 
an  act,  entitled  **  An  act  concerning  the  erection  of  the  district  of 
Kentucky,  into  an  intlependent  state,**  passed  the  eighteenth  day 
of  December,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  have 
coDsented  that  the  district  of  Kentucky,  within  die  jurisdiction 
of  the  said  commonwealth,  and  according  to  its  actual  bounda- 
ries at  the  time  of  passing  the  act  aforesaid,  should  be  formed 
into  a  new  state:  And  whereas  a  convention  of  delegates,  chosen 
1^  the  people  of  the  said  district  of  Kentucky,  have  petitioned 
congress  to  consent,  that,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  the  sud  district  shoidd  be  formed 
into  a  new  state,  and  received  into  the  union,  by  the  name  of 
**  the  sUte  of  Kentucky:" 

Sec.  I.  The  congress  doth  consent  that  the  said  district  of 
Kentucky,  within  the  jurisdicdon  of  the  commonwealdi  of  Vir- 
'inia,  and  according  to  its  actual  boundaries  on  the  eighteenth 
ly  of  December,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine, 
shall,  upon  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-two,  be  formed  into  a  new  state,  separate  from,  and  inde- 
pendent of,  the  said  commonwealth  of  Virginia. 

Sec.  II.  Upon  the  aforesaid  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
seven  himdred  and  nine^-two,  the  said  new  state,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  state  of  Kentucky,  shall  be  received  and  admit- 
ted into  this  union,  as  a  new  and  entire  member  of  the  United 
Stales  of  America.

1.  Sac.  1.  Every  person  or  persons  clumntg  pvUlc  lands,  m  Ae 
Mississippi  territory,  south  of  the  state  of  TeoDessee  and  west  of 
the  state  of  Georgia,  under  the  act,  cm*  pretended  act,  of  the  state 
of  Georgia,  entided  *'  An  act  supplementary  to  an  act,  entitled 
"  An  act  for  appropriating  a  part  of  the  unlocatcd  tcrrltoiy  of 
this  state  for  Uic  payment  of  the  late  state  troops  and  other  ptv 
poses  therein  mentioned,  declaring  the  right  of  riiis  state  to  the 
unappropriated  territory  thereof,  for  the  protection  and  sufmut 
of  the  frontiers  of  this  state  and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  Jas* 
uary  the  seventh,  one  thousand  seven  hundnd  aad  niae^-five,

Sec.  n;  [The  secretary  of  state,  the  secretary  of  the  trea- 
sury and  the  attorney  general  constituted  a  board  of  commission- 
ers to  adjudge  and  determine  upon  the  suf&ciency  of  the  releases,  ' 
and  assignments,  and  powers,  to  be  executed  and  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  in  conformity  with  the  fort  going  scc- 
tion;  and  also  to  adjudge  and  finally  determine  upon  all  contrt^ 
rcrsies  arising  ^m  such  claims,  which  may  be  found  to  conflict

east,  from  the  point  of  intersection  last  aforesaid,  along  the  said 
fiarallel  of  latitude  to  the  middle  of  the  channel  of  the  main  fort 
of  the  said  river  Dea  Moines;  thence  down  and  along  die  middle 
of  the  main  channel  of  the  said  river  Dcs  Moines  to  tbe  month  of 
the  same  where  it  empties  into  the  Missismppi  rivcrj  thence,  due 
cast,  to  the  main  channel  of  the  Mississippi  river;  thence  dowB, 
and  following  the  courses  of  the  Mississippi  river,  in  the  middle 
of  the  main  channel  thereof,  to  the  place  of  bef^nning:  ProvideJ^ 
The  aaid  aute  shall  ratify  the  boundAries  aforesaid:  And  provided^ 
ei*o.  That  the  stud  state  shall  have  concurrent  jariadictioD  aa  the 
river  Mississippi,  and  every  other  river  bordering  on  the  said  state, 
so  far  as  the  said  rivers  ahall  form  a  common  boundary  to  the  said 
state,  and  any  other  state  or  states  now  or  hereafter  to  be  formed 
and  bounded  by  the  same,  such  rivers  to  be  common  to  bodi,  md 
that  the  river  Mississippi,  and  the  navigable  rivers  and  waten

3.  Sec  iv.  The  members  of  the  convention  thus  duly  elected, 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  meet  at  the  scat  of 
goventment  of  said  territory,  on  the  second  Monday  of  die  month 
of  June  next;  and  the  said  convention,  when  so  assembled,  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  adjourn  to  any  other  place  in  the  said

4.  Sec.  v.  Until  the  next  general  ccaaua  thall  be  taken,  the  Mtid 
state  ahaU  be  entitled  to  one  representative  io  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States. 

J.  Sac.  Tt.  The  following  propositioos  are  hereby  offered  to  the 
convention  of  the  said  territory  of  Missouri,  when  formed,  for 
iheir  free  acceptance  or  rcjccti<»i,  which,  if  accepted  by  the  con- 
vention, shall  be  obligatory  upon  the  United  Ststes. 

tirau  That  section  Qumbered  sixteen  in  every  township,  and 
when  such  section  has  been  sold,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  other 
lands  equivalent  thereto,  and  as  cmtiguous  as  may  be,  shall  be 
sranted  to  the  state  for  Ae  use,  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  township, 
for  the  use  of  scho^.

rect all  such  as  are  guilty  of  tfacm  according  to  the  usage  of  tbe 
•ea  service. 

Art.  i.  The  comramders  of  all  ships  and  vessels  in  die  ot- 
ry,  having  chaplains  cm  board,  shidl  take  care  that  divine  seif* 
vice  be  per^aied  in  a  solemn,  orderly,  and  reverent  manner, 
twice  a  day,  and  a  sermon  preached  on  Sunday,  unless  bad  wea> 
dier,  or  other  extraordinary  accidents,  prevent  if.  and  that  they 
cause  all,  or  as  mxay,  of  the  ship's  compai^  as  caa  be  spared 
from  duty,  to  attend  at  every  peribrmance  of  Uk  worship  of  Al- 
mighty God. 

Akt.  3.  Any  officer,  or  other  person,  in  tbe  navy,  who  shall 
be  guilty  of  oppression,  cruelty,  fimd,  profane  swearing,  drunk- 
enness, or  any  other  scandalous  c<mdact,  tending  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  good  morals,  shaU,  if  an  oficer,  be  c^wkiered,  or  suffisr 
•uch  odier  poniahment  as  a  court  martial  shall  adjudge:  if  a  pri- 
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▼ate,  shall  be  put  in  irons,  or  flogged,  at  the  discretion  of  Ae 
captain,  not  exceeding  tvelve  lashesi  but  if  the  oflence  require 
severer  punishment,  he  shall  be  tried  by  a  court  martial,  and  suf- 
fer such  puoishment  as  said  court  shall  inflict. 

Art.  4.  Every  conninandtr,  or  other  officer,  who  shall,  upc» 
Ugnat  for  batde,  or  on  the  probability  of  an  engagement,  neglect 
to  clear  his  ship  for  action,  or  shall  not  use  his  utmost  exeruoua 
to  bring  his  ship  to  battle,  or  shall  fail  to  encourage,  in  his  own 
perstm,  his  Inferior  officers  and  men  to  fig^t  courageously,  such 
oAFender  shall  suffisr  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  a  court 
martial  shall  adjudge;  or  any  officer  neglecting,  on  sight  of  any 
Tessel  or  vessels  of  an  enemy  to  clear  his  ship  for  action,  shaU 
suffer  such  punishment  as  a  court  martial  shall  adjudge:  And  if 
any  person  in  the  navy  shall  treacherously  yield,  or  puaiUaoi- 
mously  cry  for  quarters  he  shall  suffer  death,  on  convictioa  tbere- 
•f  by  a  general  court  martial. 

Art.  5.  Every  officer  or  private  who  shall  not  properly  ot>> 
serve  the  orders  of  his  commanding  officer,  or  shall  not  use  his  ut- 
most exerdons  to  carry  them  into  execution,  when  ordered  to 
prepare  for,  join  in,  or  when  actually  engaged  in,  battle;  or  shall, 
at  such  time,  basely  desert  his  duty  or  station,  either  then  or 
while  in  sight  of  an  enemy,  or  shall  induce  others  to  do  so,  every 
person  so  offending  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  by  a  general  court 
martial,  suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  the  said  court 
shall  adjudge. 

Art.  6.  Every  officer  or  private  who  shall,  through  cowaitL- 
ice,  negligence,  or  di8aflecti<»i,  in  time  of  action,  withdraw  from, 
or  keep  out  of,  battle,  or  shall  not  do  his  utmost  to  take  or  de- 
stroy every  vessel  which  it  is  his  duty  to  encounter,  or  shall  not 
do  his  utmost  endeavour  to  afford  relief  to  ships  belonging  to  the 
United  States,  every  such  offender  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  by 
a  general  court  martial,  suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment  is 
the  said  court  shall  adjudge. 

Art.  7.  The  commanding  officer  of  every  ship  or  vessel  in 
the  navy,  who  shall  capture,  or  seize  upon,  any  vessel  as  a  prize, 
shall  carefully  preserve  all  the  papers  and  writings  found  on  board, 
and  transmit  the  whole  of  the  originals,  unmutilated,  to  the  judge 
of  the  district  to  which  such  prize  is  ordered  to  proceed,  and 
shall  transmit  to  the  navy  department;  and  to  the  agent  appointed 
to  pay  the  prise  money,  complete  lists  of  the  officers  and  men 
cntiUed  to  a  share  of  the  capture,  inserting  therein  the  qoalttv  of 
every  person  rating,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  his  whole  share  of  the 
prize  money  resulting  from  such  capture,  and  suffering  such  fur- 
ther punishment  as  a  court  martial  shall  adjudge. 

Art.  8.  No  person  in  the  navy  shall  take  out  of  a  prize,  or 
vessel  seized  as  prize,  any  money,  plate,  goods,  or  any  part  of 
^i*  ^ggiog,  unless  it  be  for  the  hetter  preservation  thereof,  or 
idwolutdy  Decfisaary  for   the  use  of  any  of  the  vessels  of  the 
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UMted  Siatcst  befare  the  aamc  shall  bs  aiKudgcd  iKwfid  priae 
by  a  competent  court;  but  the  whole,  without  fraud,  cooceal- 
ateat,  or  embezzle  meat,  shall  be  brou^t  in,  and  judgment  pas- 
ted thereon,  upon  pain  that  every  person  ofiending  herein  tifaaU 
forfeit  hta  sbaM  of  the  capture,  and  suffers  such  further  punish- 
meM  as  a  court  martiid,  or  the  court  of  admiralty  in  which  the 
j»ize  is  adjud^d,  shall  impose. 

Akt.  9.  No  person  in  the  navy  shall  strip  of  ^leir  clothes,  Ot 
pillage,  or  in  any  niftnner  maltreat,  persons  taken  on  board  a  prize, 
OD  pain  of  such  punishmeat  as  a  court  martial  shall  adjudge. 

A&T.  10.  No  person  in  the  navy  shall  give,  hold,  or  eiuertaiQ, 
any  intca-course  or  intelligence  to  or  with  any  enem>y  cr  rd>el, 
without  leave  from  the  president  of  ihe  Uiuted  States,  the  se- 
cretary of  the  navy,  the  commander  in  chkf  ot  the  Aeet,  or  tbe 
commander  a£  a  s^adron;  or  in  case  of  a  vessel  acting  singly, 
from  hia  commanding  officer,  on  pun  of  death,  or  such  other  pu^ 
idimoit  as  a  court  martial  shall  adjudge. 

AitT.  11.  If  any  letter  or  message,  from  an  enemy  or  rebel, 
be  JXMiveycd  to  any  officer  or  private  of  the  navy,  asd  be  shal) 
Dot,  within  twelve  hours,  make  the  same  known,  having  ofiportUf 
■ity  so  to  do,  to  his  superior  or  commanding  officer^  or  if  any 
effiicor  commBiMling  a  ship  or  vessel,  being  acquainted  therewith, 
abaU  iKit,  witli  all  conveniem  speed,  reveal  the  aame  to  die  comr 
mander  in  chief  of  the  fleet,  commander  of  a  squadron,  or  other 
prc^r  officer  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  take  cognizance  .thereof, 
every  such  offender  shall  suffer  death,  or  such  other  puoiahmeitf 
as  a  court  martial  shall  adjudge. 

Art.  la.  ^ies,  md  aU  persona  iwdio  efaaU  cone  or  be  found 
in  the  capacity  of  spies,  or  who  shall  bring  or  deliver  any  sedu- 
dng  letter  or  message  from  an  enemy  or  rebel,  or  eadeavour  to 
corrupt  any  person  in  the  navy  to  betray  his  trust,  shall  suffer 
death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  a  court  martial  shall  adjudge. 

Aiit.  13.  If  any  person  in  the  navy  shall  make  or  attempt  to 
auke  any  mutinous  assembly,  he  shall,  on  convictiwi  thereof  by 
a  court  martial,  suffer  death;  and  if  any  person  as  aforesaid  shaU 
utter  any  seditious  or  mutinous  words,  or  shall  conceal  or  con- 
nive at  any  mutinous  or  seditioua  practices,  or  shall  treat  with 
ponterapt  his  superior,  being  in  the  execution  of  his  office;  or, 
being  witness  to  any  mutiny  or  sedition,  shall  not  do  bis  utmost 
•e  suppress  it,  he  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  a  court 
nartiah 

AxT.  14.  No  officer  or  private  in  the  navy  shall  disob^  the 
lawful  orders  of  his  superior  officer,  or  strike  him,  or  draw,  ,«r 
«ffer  to  draw,  or  raise  any  weapon  againat  him,  while  in  the  ezr 
ccutiiu  of  the  duiiea  of  bis  office,  on  pain  of  death,  or  such  other 
punishment  as  a  court  martial  shall  inflicL 

Akt.   15.  No  person  in  the  navy  shall  quarrel  widi  any  othor 
pnaon  ia.  the  joavy,  nor  use  provokmg  or  icproadabil  irindi,  ft^ 
4h 
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turn,  or  menacet,  on  pun  of  such  puniahmcnt  as  t  co 
■hall  adjudge. 

Akt.  16.  If  any  pei'son  in  the  navy  shall  desert  to  an  enemy 
or  rebel,  he  shall  suffer  death. 

Art.  17.  If  any  perM>n  in  the  navy  shall  dcaert  or  shall  entice 
others  to  desert,  he  shall  suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishinem  as 
a  court  martial  shall  adjudge;  and  if  any  officer,  or  ouier  person  be- 
longing to  the  navy,  shall  receive  or  entertain  any  deserter  from  any 
other  vessel  of  the  navy,  knowing  him  to  be  such,  and  shall  not, 
with  all  convenient  speed,  give  notice  of  such  deserter  to  the 
cominander  of  the  vessel  to  which  he  belongs,  or  to  the  com- 
mander in  chief,  or  to  the  commander  of  the  squadron,  he  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  cashiered,  or  be  punuhed  at  the  discre- 
tion of  a  court  martial.  All  offences  committed  by  persons  be- 
longing to  the  navy,  while  on  shore,  shall  be  punished  in  the  flame 
manner  aa  if  they  had  been  committed  at  sea. 

Art.  18.  If  any  person  in  the  navy  shall  knowingly  make  or 
aign,  or  shall  aid,  abet,  direct  or  procure  the  making  or  signing, 
of  any  false  muster,  or  shall  execute,  or  attempt,  or  countenance^ 
any  fraud  against  the  United  States,  he  shall,  on  coDvictioo,  be 
cashiered,  and  rendered  forever  incapable  of  any  future  emjAay- 
tnent  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  fcMfcit  aU  the 
pay  and  subsistence  due  him,  and  suffer' such  other  putuahmetH 
as  a  court  martial  shall  inSict. 

Art.  19.  If  any  officer  or  other  person  in  die  navy  shall, 
through  inattention,  negligefice,  or  any  other  fault,  luffiBr  any  ves- 
sel of  the  navy  to  be  stranded,  or  run  upon  rocks  or  shoals,  or 
hazarded,  he  AaU  suffer  such  punishment  as  a  court  martial  shall 
adjudge. 

Art.  30.  If  any  person  in  the  navy  shall  sleep  upon  his  watch, 
or  negligently  perform  the  6aty  assigned  him,  or  leave  his  sta- 
tion before  regularly  relieved,  he  sh^  suffer  death,  or  such  puiw 
ishment  as  a  court  martial  shall  adjudge;  or,  if  the  offender  be  a 
private,  he  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  captain,  be  put  in  irons, 
or  flogged,  not  exceeding  twelve  lashes. 

Art.  21.  The  crime  of  murder,  when  committed,  by  any  offi- 
cer, seaman,  or  marine,  belonging  to  any  puUic  ship  or  vessel  of 
the  United  States,  without  the  tenitoiial  jurisdiction  of  the  same, 
may  be  punished  with  death,  by  the  sentence  of  a  court  maitiaL 

Art.  £2.  The  officers  uid  privates  of  every  ship  or  vessel, 
appointed  as  convoy  to  merchant  or  other  vessels,  shall  diligent- 
ly and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  appointment,  nor 
^all  they  demand  or  exact  any  compensation  for  their  services, 
nor  maltreat  any  of  the  officers  or  crews  of  such  merchant  or 
other  vessels,  on  pain  of  making  such  reparation  as  a  court  of  ad- 
miralt)'  may  award,  and  of  suffering  such  furdter  punishment  as 
a  court  martial  shall  adjudge. 

Art.  S3,  If  any  comouuider,  or  other  officer,  ^udl  lecnve,  or 
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pemit  to  be  ncetred,  on  board  his  vessel,  any  goods  or  merchan- 
dise, other  than  for  die  sole  use  of  his  vessel,  except  g;old,  silver,  or 
jewelB,  and  except  the  goods  or  merchandiBe  of  vessels  #hich 
may  be  in  distress,  or  shipwrecl^ed,  or  in  imminent  danger  of  being 
flhipwrecked,  in  order  to  preserve  them  for  their  owner,  without 
orders  from  the  president  of  the  United  States  or  the  navy  de- 
partment, he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  cashiered,  and  tie  in- 
capacitated, forever  afterwards,  for  any  place  or  office  in  the 
navy. 

AaT«  S4.  If  any  person  in  the  navy  shall  waste,  embezzle,  or 
fraudulently  buy,  sell,  or  receive,  any  ammunition,  iirovisiona,  or 
other  public  stores;  or  if  any  officer  or  other  person  shall,  know- 
ingly, permit,  through  design,  negligence,  or  inattention,  any  such 
waste,  embezzlement,  sale,  or  receipt,  every  sach  person  shall 
forfeit  all  the  pay  and  subsistence  then  due  him,  aad  suAFer  such 
further  punishment  as  a  court  martial  shall  direct. 

Akt.  25,  If  any  person  in  the  navy  shall  unlawfully  set  fire 
to,  or  bum,  any  kind  of  public  property,  not  then  in  the  posscs- 
uon  of  an  enemy,  pirate,  or  rebel,  he  shall  suffer  death:  And  if 
any  pera<»  shall,  in  any  other  manner,  destroy  such  property,  CT 
shall  not  use  his  best  exertions  to  prevent  the  destruction  thereof 
by  others,  he  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  a  court  mar- 
tial. 

Art.  26.  Any  theft,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  may  be 
punished  at  the  discretion  of  the  c^tain,  and  above  that  sum,  as  a 
court  martial  shall  direct. 

Art.  47.  If  any  person  in  the  navy  shall,  when  on  shore, 
plunder,  abuse,  or  maltreat,  any  inhabitant,  or  injure  his  proper- 
ty in  any  way,  he  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  a  court  martial 
ftball  adjudge. 

Akt.  iB.  Every  person  in  the  navy  shall  use  his  utmost  exer* 
tiona  to  detect,  apprehend,  and  bring  to  punishment,  all  offenders, 
and  shall,  at  all  times,  aid  and  assist  all  i)er3on8  appointed  for  this 
purpose,  on  pain  of  such  punishment  as  a  court  martial  shall  ad- 
judge. 

Art.  S9.  Each  conunanding  officer  shall,  whenever  a  seaman 
enters  oa  board,  cause  an  accurate  entry  to  be  made  in  the  ship's 
books  of  his  name,  time,  and  term  of  his  service;  and,  before  sail- 
ing, transmit  to  the  secretary  of  the  navy  a  complete  list  or  mus- 
ter roll  of  the  officers  and  men  under  his  command,  with  the  date

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MrttT  Bcoure  all  the  property  of  die  deceased  fin-  the  benefit  of 
ni9  legal  representatiTe  or  repreaentatiTea,  He  shall  cause  fre> 
^uent  inspections  to  be  made  into  the  condition  of  the  provtsitsM, 
and  use  every  prccaubon  for  its  preservation.  He  shAll,  wbo^ 
ever  he  orders  officers  and  men  to  take  charge  of  a  prize,  and 
proceed  to  the  United  States,  and  whenever  officers  or  men  are 
Bent  from  his  ship,  for  whatever  cause,  Ukc  care  that  each  ta«a 
be  furnished  with  a  complete  statement  of  his  account,  specifying  ' 
the  date  of  his  enlistment,  and  the  period  and  terms  of  his  aer> 
vice;  which  account  shall  be  signed  t^  the  commanding  oS&txr 
and  purser.  He  shall  cause  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
navy  to  be  hung  up  in  some  public  part  of  the  ^ip,  and  read  once 
a  month  to  his  ship's  company.     He  shall  cause  a  convenienk 

Elace  to  be  set  apart  for  sick  or  disabled  men,  to  which  he  shall 
avc  them  removed,  with  their  hammocks  and  bedding,  when  tb* 
surgeon  shall  so  advise,  and  shall  direct  that  some  oi  the  crew  at^ 
Vend  them  and  keep  the  [dace  clean;  and  if  Decessary,  shall  direct 
that  cradles,  and  buckets  with  covers,  be  made  for  Aar  use 
And  when  his  crew  is  finally  paid  off  he  shall  attend  in  perstHi,  or 
appoint  a  proper  officer,  to  see  that  justice  be  done  to  die  men, 
and  to  the  United  States,  in  the  setdemcnt  of  the  accounts:  Any- 
commanding  officer  offending  herein,  shall  be  punished  at  the  (Ua^ 
cretion  of  a  court  martial. 

Art.  30.  No  commanding  officer  shall,  oF  his  own  audiofity, 
discharge  a  commissioned  or  warrant  officer,  nor  strike,  nor  pu*- 
nish  him,  otherwise  than  by  suspension  or  confinement,  nor  ^aQ 
he,  of  his  own  authority,  inflict  a  punishment  on  any  private  be- 
yond twelve  lashes  with  a  cat  of  nine  tails,  nor  shall  be  suffer  any 
wired,  or  other  than  a  plain,  cat  of  nine  tails,  to  be  used  on  boml 
his  ship;  nor  shall  any  officer  who  may  command  by  accident,  or 
in  the  absence  of  the  commanding  officer,  (except  such  command- 
er be  absent  for  a  time  by  leave|)  order  or  inflict  any  other  pun- 
ishment than  confinement,  for  which  he  shall  account  on  the  rctum 
ofsuch  absent  commanding  officer.  Nor  shall  any  commanding  offi> 
cer  receive  on  board  any  petty  officers  or  men  turned  over  from  ai^ 
Other  vessel  to  him,  unless  each  of  such  officers  and  men  produce 
tohim  an  account  signed  by  the  captain  and'purser  of  the  vessel  frMB 
which  they  came,  specifyingthe  date  of  suchofficer's  or  man's  entry, 
the  period  and  terms  of  service,  the  sums  paid,  and  the  bidance  doe, 
him,  and  the  quality  in  which  he  was  rated  on  board  such  riiip.  Nor 
shall  any  commanding  officer,  having  received  any  petty  officer  or 
man  as  aforesaid,  rate  him  in  a  lower  or  worse  station  than  that  in 
which  he  formerly  served:  Any  commanding  ofScer  offendiDg 
herein,  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  a  court  martial. 

Art.  31.  Any  master  at  arms,  or  other  person  of  whom  the 
du^  of  master  at  arms  is  required,  who  shall  refuse  to  receive 
such  prisoners  as  shall  be  committed  to  his  charge,  or,  having  re- 
eeived  Aetb,  dnU  eutkr  dMm  to  etfcapc,  or  dismiss  them  wiunwt 
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tvdtn    from   pWKKT    authori^,  shull   suffer  in  Mich  {inKner*fl 
Btead,  or  be  puniuied  otherwiae  at  the  diacretkni  of  a  court  mar- 
tiaL 

Art.  88.  AU  criineB  committed  by  penoM  bdon^ng  to  the 
tanjt  wlucb  are  not  specified  in  the  toregoiog  aniclea,  shall  be 
{umiahed  Mcording  to  the  laws  aad  customa  in  such  cases  at 
Ma. 

Art.  i3.  All  officers,  not  holding  commisaioiu  or  warraota, 
or  who  are  not  entitled  to  them,  except  such  as  are  tarmporarily  aj>> 
pointeri  to  the  duties  of  a  commiasioaed  or  warrant  officer,  are 
«eem«d  petty  officers. 

-  Art.  34.  Any  person  entitled  to  wages  or  prize  money,  may 
InTe  the  same  paid  to  his  assignee,  provided  the  assignment  he 
attesCed  by  the  captain  and  purscrj  and  in  case  of  the  atsignmeot 
of  wages,  the  power  shall  specify  the  precise  time  th^  commence: 
But  the  oommander  of  every  vessel  is  required  to  discourage  hit 
crew  from  aelliiig  any  part  of  their  wages  or  prize  money,  aiul 
never  to  attest  any  power  of  attorney  until  he  is  satisfied  that  the 
same  is  not  granted  in  eonsideratitm  of  money  pven  for  the  pur- 
diase  of  wages  or  prize  money. 

Art.  SS.  General  conrta  auutial  may  be  o>nvcned  as  often  aa 
&e  president  of  the  United  States,  the  secretary  of  the  navy,  or 
Ae  commander  in  chief  of  the  fleet,  or  commander  of  a  squadroOf 
srbile  acting  out  of  the  Umted  States,  shall  deem  it  necesary:

All  testimony  ^ven  to  a  general  court  martial  bIuU 
be  on  oath  or  affirmation,  which  the  president  of  the  court »  herdijr 
authorised  to  administer;  and  if  any  person  shall  refuse  to  give 
his  evidence  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  prevaricate,  or  shall  behave 
with  contempt  to  the  court,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
court  to  imprison  such  offender,  at  their  discretion:  Provu^d, 
That  the  imprisonment  in  no  case  shall  exceed  tvo  moDths:  And 
every  person  who  shall  commit  wilful  perjury,  on  examinaboo  on 
oath  or  affirmation  before  such  court,  or  who  shall  coTTuptly  pro- 
cure, or  suborn,  any  person  to  commit  such  wilful  perjury,  ^aU 
and  may  be  prosecuted  by  indictment  or  information  in  any  court 
of  justice  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  suffer  such  pcnaJtiet  aa 
are  authorised  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  in  cases  c^ 
peijury,  or  the  subornation  thereof.  And  in  every  prosecution 
tor  perjury,  or  the  subomauon  thereof,  under  this  act,  it  ahall 
be  sufficient  to  set  forth  the  offence  charged  on  the  defendant^ 
without  setting  forth  the  authority  by  which  the  court  was  held, 
or  the  particuUr  matters  brought,  m  intended  to  be  broug^  be- 
fore the  said  court- 

Art.  38.  All  charges,  on  which  an  application  for  a  genend 
court  martial  is  founded,  shall  be  exhibited  in  writing,  to  the  pro- 
per  officer,  and  the  person  demanding  the  court  shall  take  care

All  sentences  of  courts  martial,  which  shall  extend 
to  the  loss  of  life,  shall  require  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  (rf 
the  members  present;  and  no  such  sentence  shall  be  carried  into 
esecudon;  until  confirmed  by  the  president  of  the  United  Stales; 
or  if  the  trial  take  place  out  of  the  United  States,  until  it  be  con-

PLASTER  OF  PARIS.

An  act  to  regulate  the  trade  in  plaiter  of  Paris. 

Sec.  I.  From  and  after  the  fotuiJt  day  of  July  next,  no  plaster 
of  Paris,  the  production  of  any  country,  or  its  depend enciesi,  from 
which  the  vessels  of  the  United  States  are  not  permitted  to  bring 
the  same  article,  shall  be  imported  into  the  United  States  in  any 
foreign  vessel.  And  all  filaster  of  Paris  imported,  or  attempted 
to  be  imported,  into  the  United  States,  contrary  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  this  act,  and  the  vessel  in  which  the  same  may  be 
imported,  or  attempted  to  be  imported,  together  with  the  cargo, 
tackle,  apparel,  and  furniture,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  United 
States;  and  such  plaster  of  Paris,  vessel  and  cargo,  shall  be  liable 
to  be  seized,  prosecuted,  and  condemned,  in  like  manner,  and  un< 
der  the  same  roKulations,  restrictions,  and  proviutms,  as  have  been 
heretofore  established  for  the  recovery,  collecbon,  and  distribu- 
tion, and  remission,  of  forfeitures  to  the  United  States  by  the  se- 
veral revenue  laws. 

Sec.  II,  This  act  shall  condnue  and  be  in  force  five  years  from

(ACT  of  April  30th,  1810.) 
eoa  who  ahall  sue  for  and  prosecute  the  same  before  any  ctmt 
having  competent  jurisdiction  thereof. 

5.  Sec.  v.  The  postmaster  general  ahall  be  authoriaed  to  allow 
the  postmasters  at  the  several  distributing  offices  such  compensa- 
tion as  shall  be  adequate  to  their  several,  services  in  that  respect: 
Provided,  That  the  same  shall  not  exceed,  in  tlie  whole,  five  per 
cent,  on  the  whole  amount  of  postages  on  letters  and  newspapera 
received  for  distribution:  Provided  aiso.  That  if  the  numbu-  of 
mails  received  at,  and  despatched  from,  any  such  ofBce,  is  not  ac- 
tually increased  by  the  distributing  system,  then  no  additional  al- 
lowance shall  be  made  to  the  postmaster.  ' 

6.  Sec.  vt.  Whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  postmaster  general,  that  any  roaa  established,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  established,  as  a  post  road,  is  obstracted 
by  fences,  gates,  or  bars,  or  other  than  those  lawfully  used  on 
turnpike  roads  to  collect  their  toll,  and  not  kept  in  good  repur, 
with  proper  bridges  and  ferries  where  the  same  may  be  neccssaiy, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  postmaster  general  to  report  the  same 
to  congress,  with  such  information  as  c>m  be  obtained,  to  enable 
congress  to  establish  some  other  road  instead  of  it  in  the  same 
main  direction. 

7.  Skc.  VII.  If  any  person  shall,  knowingly  and  wiUi)ny,alMtract 
or  retard  the  passage  of  the  mail,  or  of  any  driver  or  carrier,  or 
of  any  horse  or  carriage  carrying  the  same,  he  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion, for  every  such  offence,  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars:  And  if  any  ferryman  shall,.by  wilful  negligence,  or  refu- 
sal to  transport  the  mail  across  any  ferry,  delay  the  same,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay,  for  each  ten  minutes  that  the  same  shaK  be  so  de- 
layed, a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

8-  Sec.  viii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  postmaster  general  to 
give  public  notice,  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  at

■on  employed  in  the  general  post  office,  on  account  of  the  dutiei 
to  be  performed  by  virtue  of  his  appointment. 

11.  Sec.  XII,  Every  letter  or  packet  brought  into  the  United 
States,  or  carried  from  one  port  therein  to  another,  in  any  private 
ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  charged  with  six  cents,  if  delivered  at  the. 
post  office  where  the  same  shal)  arrive;  and  if  destined  to  be  con- 
veyed by  post  to  any  other  place,  with  two  cents  added  to  the  or- 
dinary  rates  of  postage, 

12.  Sec.  xni.  If  any  postmaster,  or  other  person  authorised  bv 
the  postmaster  general,  to  receive  the  postage  of  letters,  shaU 
fraudulently  demand  or  receive  any  rate  of  postage,  or  gratuity  or 
reward,  other  than  is  provided  by  this  act,  for  the  postage  of  let- 
ters nr  packets,  on  convicbon  thereof  he  shall  forfeit,  for  every 
Buch  c^ence,  one  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be  rendered  incapable 
of  holding  any  office  or  appointment  under  the  government  of  the 
United  States. 

13.  Sec.  XIV.  No  ship  or  vessel  arriving  at  any  port  within  the 
United  States,  where  a  post  office  is  established,  shall  be  permit- 
ted to  report,  make  entry,  or  break  bulk,  until  the  master  or  com-

If  any  penon,  other  than  the  poatmastET  gesenl^ 
or  his  deputies,  or  persona  hy  them  employed,  tiaJi  be  coBceraed 
in  oetting  up,  or  muntaining,  any  foot  or  horae  poet,  stage  wagoo, 
or  other  stage  carriage,  or  sleigh,  aa  any  estaUlshed  post  road,  or 
from  one  poet  town  to  another  post  town,  tm  any  road  adjacoit  in- 
parallel  to  an  established  post  road,  or  any  p*chet  boat  or  other 
vessel  to  ply  regularly  from  one  place  to  another,  between  which

Covtsion  should  be  made  for  fulfilling  the  engagements  of  the 
nited  States,  in  respect  to  their  foreign  debt,  and  for  funding 
dieir  domestic  debt  upon  equitable  and  satisfactory  terms: 

1.  Sec,  t.  [Six  hundred  thousand  dollars  annually  reserved  for 
die  support  of  government)  the  rest  of  the  revenue  appropriated 
to  the  payment  of  the  public  debt.     See  Jnfra  36,  37.1 

3.  And  as  new  loans  are,  and  will  be,  necessary  for  the  p^- 
ment  of  the  aforesaid  arrears  of  interest,  and  the  instalments  of 
the  principal  of  the  said  foreign  debt,  due  and  growing  due,  and 
may  also  be  found  expedient  for  effecting  an  entire  alteration  im 
the  state  of  the  same:

3.  Sec.  tii.  A  loan, to  the  6iU  moostwiiie  MiddoMcMicdabtf 
is  hereby  proposed^  aud  books,  for  receiving  Bubscriptions  to  the 
said  loan,  sh^  be  opened  at  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  and 
by  a  commiuioner  to  be  appointed  in  each  of  the  said  states,  oo 
Ae  first  day  of  October  tiext,  to  canaoue  open  until  the  ia»l  diy 
of  September  folio-wing,  inclusively;  and  that  the  sums  which  shall 
be  subscribed  thereto,  be  payable  in  certrficates  issued  for  llie  said 
debt,  according  to  their  specie  value,  and  computiag  tbe  JMhiiil, 
upon  such  as  bear  interest,  to  the  last  day  of  December  next,  in- 
clusively; which  said  certificates  shall  be  of  these  several  descrip- 
tions, to  wit:

and  iuterest,  the  proportion  of  eight  jK^ars  upon  a  hundred  of  the  ' 
sum  mentioned  in  such  certificatej  and  to  another  ceruficaK^  pur- 
porting that  the  United  States  owe  to  the  holder  or  holders  there* 
of,  his,  her,  or  their  assigns,  a  sum  to  be  expressed  therein,  equal 
to  the  proportion  of  thirty-three  dollars  and  one-third  of  a  dollar 
Upon  a  hundred  of  the  sum  so  paid,  which,  after  tiie  year  one.

parel, will  be  necessary;  and  upon  such  report,  the  said  judge  or 
justice  shall  adjudge  and  determine,  and  shall  endorse  on  the  said 
report  his  judgment,  whether  the  said  ship  or  vessel  is  fit  to  pro- 
ceed on  the  intended  voyage;  and  if  not,  whether  such  repairs  can 
be  UKide,  or  deficiencies  supplied,  where  the  ship  or  vessel  then 
lays,  or  whether  it  be  necessary  for  the  said  ship  or  vessel  to  re- 
tum  to  the  port  front  whence  she  first  sailed,  to  be  there  refitted; 
and  the  master  and  crew  shall  in  all  things  conform  to  the  said 
judgment;  and  the  master  or  commander  snail,  in  the  first  instance, 
pay  all  the  costs  of  such  view,  report,  and  judgment,  to  be  taxed 
and  allowed  on  a  fair  copy  thereof,  certified  by  the  said  iudge  or 
justice.  But  if  the  compl^nt  of  the  said  crew  shall  appear,  upon 
the  said  report  and  judgment,  to  have  been  without  foundation, 
then  the  said  master,  or  the  owner  or  consignee  of  such  ship  or 
vessel,  shall  deduct  the  amount  thereof,  and  of  reasonable  damages 
for  the  detention  (to  be  ascertained  by  the  said  judge  or  justice) 
out  of  the  wages  growing  due  to  the  complaining  seamen  or  mari- 
ners. And  if,  after  such  judgment,  such  ship  or  vessel  is  fit  b> 
proceed  on  her  intended  voyage,  or  after  procuring  such  men,  prt^ 
visions,  stores,  repairs,  or  tdterations,  as  may  be  directed,  the  said 
seamen  or  mariners,  or  eidier  of  them,  shall  refuse  to  proceed  oo 
the  voyage,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  justice  of  the  peace 
to  commit,  by  warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal,  every  such  sea- 
man or  mariner  (who  shall  so  refuse)  to  the  common  jail  of  the 
county,  there  to  remain  without  bail  or  mainprise,  until  he  shall 
have  paid  double  the  sum  advanced  to  him  at  the  time  of  sub- 
scribing the  contract  for  the  voyage,  together  with  such  reasona> 
ble  costs  as  shall  be  allowed  by  the  said  justice,  and  inserted  in 
the  said  warrant,  and  the  surety  or  sureties  of  such  seaman  or 
mariner  (in  case  he  or  they  shall  have  given  any)  shall  remain 
liable  for  such  payment;  nor  shall  any  such  seaman  or  mariner 
be  discharged  upon  any  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  or  otherwise,  until 
such  sum  be  paid  by  him  or  them,  or  his  or  their  surety  or  sure- 
ties, for  want  of  any  form  of  commitment,  or  other  previous  pro- 
ceedings.  Provided,  That  sufficient  matter  shall  be  made  to  ap- 
pear, upon  the  return  of  such  habeas  corpus  and  an  examinatioa 
then  to  be  had,  to  detain  him  for  the  causes  hereinbefore  assigned. 
4.  Sec  IV.  If  any  person  shall  harbor,  or  secrete,  any  seaman 
or  mariner,  belonging  to  any  ship  or  vessel,  knowing  them  to  be- 
long thereto,  every  such  person,  on  conviction  thereof,  before  any 
court  in  the  city,  town,  or  county,  where  he,  she,  or  they,  may  re- 
aide,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  ten  dollars  for  every  day  which  he,  she, 
or  they,  shall  continue  so  to  harbor  or  secrete  such  seaman  or

the  identity  of  a  ship  or  vessel;  aod  that  her  name,  and  the  place 
to  which  vie  bcdongs,  are  painted  on  her  stem,  in  manner  requir- 
ed by  the  third  secdon  of  Uiis  act;  which  certificate  shall  be  coun- 
tersigned by  an  owner,  or  by  the  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel, 
or  by  some  other  person  who  shall  attend  her  admeasurement  on 
behalf  of  lier  owner  or  owners,  in  tesumony  of  the  truth  of  the 
particular*  therein  contuned;  without  which  the  said  certificate 
•hall  not  be  valid.  But,  in  all  cases  where  a  ship  or  vessel  haa 
before  been  registered,  as  a  ship  or  vessel  of  the  United  State*. 
it  shall  not  he  necessary  to  measure  her  anew,  for  the  purpose  of 
<d>taining  another  registerj  except  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  have 
undergone  some  alteration,  as  to  her  burthen,  subsequent  to  the 
time  of  her  former  registry. 

6.  Sbc.  VII.  Previous  to  the  registry  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  the 
husband,  or  acting  and  managing  owner,  together  with  the  master 
thereof,  and  one  or  more  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  collec- 
tor of  the  district  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  such  registry,  shall  be- 
come bound  to  the  United  States,  if  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be 
of  burthen  not  exceeding  fifra  tons,  in  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
dollars;  if  of  burthen  above  fi^  tons  and  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred, in  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars;  if  of  burthen  above  one 
hundred  tons  and  not  exceeding  two  hundred,  in  the  sum  ol  twelve 
hundred  doUant  if  of  burthen  above  two  hundred  tons  and  not 
exceeding  three  hundred,  in  the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars:. 
and  if  of  burthen  exceeding  three  hundred  toqs,  in  the  sum  of  twQ 
thousand  dolUrs,  with  ctmditton,  in  each  t^ase,  that  the  certificate 
of  such  registry  shall  be  solely  lued  for  the  ship  op  vessel  for 
which  it  is  granted,  and  shall  not  be  sokl,  tent,  or  otherwise  dis< 
posed  of,  to  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever;  and  that,  in  case 
quch  ship  or  vessel  shall  ba  tost,  or  taken  by  an  enemy,  burnt,  or 
tefiKcn  up,  or  sbaU  be  othervise  prevented  from  ntuftiing  to  the 
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{loit  to  which  she  laaiy  belong,  the  said  certificate,  if  prtacmi, 
■hall  be  delivered  up,  within  eight  days  after  the  arrival  of  the 
master,  or  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  aach  ship  or 
Vessel  within  any  district  of  the  United  States,  to  the  collector  of 
such  district^  and  that,  if  any  foreigner,  or  any  petson  or  persons 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  foreigner,  shall  purchkse,  or  other- 
wise become  entitled  to,  the  whole,  or  any  part  or  share  of,  or  in- 
terest in,  such  ship  or  vessel,  the  same  being  within  a  district  of 
the  United  States,  the  said  ceitificate  shall,  in  such  case,  wtthtn 
seven  days  after  such  purchase,  change,  or  transfer  of  property, 
be  delivered  up  to  the  collector  of  the  said  district;  and  that  !f 
any  such  purchase,  change,  or  transfer  of  property,  shall  happen 
Vhen  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  at  any  forei^  port  or  place,  or 
at  sea,  then  the  said  master,  or  person  having  the  cbaf;ge  or 
command  thereof,  shall,  within  eight  days  after  his  arrival  within 
any  district  of  the  United  States,  deliver  up  the  siud  ccnificatf  to 
fhe  collector  of  such  district^  and  every  such  certificate,  so  deli- 
vered up,  shall  be  forthwith  transmitted  to  the  register  of  the  trea- 
sury, to  be  cancelled,  who,  if  the  same  shall  have  been  delivered 
up  to  a  collector  other  than  of  the  district  in  which  it  was  grant- 
ed, shall  cause  notice  of  such  delivery  to  be  given  to  the  coUector 
of  the  said  district. 

7.  Sec.  vnr.  In  order  to  the  registry  of  any  ship  or  vessel  which, 
after  the  last  day  of  March  next,  shall  be  built  within  the  United 
States,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  produce  a  ceruficate,  under  the 
hand  of  the  principal  or  master  carpenter,  by  whom,  or  under 
whose  direction,  the  s:iid  ship  or  vessel  shall  have  been  built,  tes- 
tifying that  the  was  built  by  him,  or  under  his  direction,  and  spe- 
cifying the  place  where,  the  time  when,  and  the  person  or  persons 
for  whom,  and  describing  her  built,  number  of  decks  and  masts, 
length,  breadth,  depth,  tonnage,  and  such  other  circumstances  as 
are  usually  descriptive  of  the  identity  of  a  ship  or  tessel;  which 
certificate  shall  be  sufficient  to  authorise  the  removal  of  a  new 
vessel  from  the  district  where  she  may  be  built,  to  another  dis- 
trict in  the  same,  or  an  adjoining  state,  where  the  owner  or  own- 
ers actually  reside,  provided  it  be  with  ballast  only. 
"  8.  Sec.  IX.  The  several  matters  hereinbefore  required,  having 
been  complied  with,  in  order  to  the  registering  of  any  ship  or  ves- 
sel, the  collector  of  the  district  comprehending  the  port  to  which 
she  shall  belong,  shall  make,  and  keep,  in  some  proper  book, arc- 
cord  or  registry  thereof,  and  shall  grant  an  abstract  or  certificate 
of  such  record  or  registry,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  form  fol- 
lowing: [Infra,  27.] 

*^  In  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  congress  of  the  United  Stater 
of  America,  entitled  '  An  acr  concerning  the  registering  and  re- 
cording of -ships  or  vessels,'  [inseiHing  here  the  name,  occopatioD, 
and  place  of  abode,  of  the  person  by  whomthe  o«h  Or  affirma-. 
tion  aforesaid  shall  have  been  made]  having  taken  or  subacribed 
the  oath  (or  ilfErmatioa) -required  by  the  taid  act,  and  hann^ 
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urorn  (or  affirmed)  that  he  (or  she,  and,  if  more  thau  one  owner, 
■tddin^  the  words,  "  together  with,"  and  the  name  or  names,  oc-

-the  particular  kind  of  vessel,  whether  ship,  brigantine,  snow, 
schooner,  sloop,  or  whatever  else,  together  with  her  built,  and 
specifyine  whether  she  has  any,  or  no,  gallery  or  head.^  And 
toe  said  flaming  the  owner,  or  the  master,  or  other  person  acting 
In  behalf  of  the  owner  or  owners,  by  whom  the  cerUKcate  of  ad- 
measurement shall  have  been  -  countersigned,  as  aforesaid]  having 
agreed  to  the  description  and  admeasurement  above  specified,  and 
sufficient  security  having  been  fpven,  according  to  the  said  act, 
■  the  said  ship  or  vessel  has  been  duly  registered  at  the  port  of 
[naming  the  port  where  registered.]  Given  under  my  hand  and 
seal,  at  [naming  the  said  port]  this  [inserting  the  particular  day! 
day  of  [naming  the  month]  in  the  year  [specifying  the  number  of 
the  year,  in  words  at  length:"]  Provided,  That  if  the  master,  or 
person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel, 
shall,  himseli,  have  made  oath  or  affirmation  touching  his  being  a 
citizen,  the  wording  of  the  said  certificate  shall  be  varied  so  as 
to  be  conformable  to  the  truth  of  the  case:  And  provided.  That 
where  a  new  certificate  of  registry  is  granted,  in  consequence  of 
any  transfer  of  a  ship  or  vessel,  die  words  shall  be  so  varied  as 
to  refer  to  the  former  certificate  of  registry  for  her  admeasure- 
ment. 

Sec.  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  to 
cause  to  be  prepared,  and  transmitted,  irom  time  to  time,  to  the 
collectors  of  the  several  districts,  a  sufficient  ninober  of  forms  of 
the  said  certificates  of  registry,  attested  under  the  seal  of  the  trea- 
sury, and  the  hand  of  the  register  thereof,  with  proper  blanks,  to 
be  filled  by  the  said  collectors,  respectively,  by  whom,  also,  the 
said  certificates  shall  be  signed  and  sealed,  before  they  shall  be  is- 
sued; and,  where  there  is  a  naval  officer  at  any  port,  they  shall  be 
countersigned  by  him;  and  where  there  is  a  surveyor,  but  no  naval 
officer,  they  shall  be  countersigned  by  him;  ana  a  copy  of  each 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  said  register,  who  shall  cause  a  record 
to  be  kept  of  the  same. 
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9.  Sec.  xr.  Where  any  citizeo  or  citizens  of  Ae  United  StxUi 
shall  purchase,  or  become  owner  or  ownen  of,  any  ship  or  vess^ 
entitled  to  be  registered  by  virtue  of  this  act,  such  ship  Or  Tnset, 
being  vithin  any  district,  other  than  the  one  in  which  he  en-  they 
usually  reside,  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  entitled  to  be  renter- 
ed  by  the  collector  of  the  district  where  such  ship  or  ▼cssel  tnn- 
be,  at  the  time  of  his  or  dieir  becoming  owner  or  owners  tfiereo^ 
upon  his  or  their  complying  with  the  provisions  hereinbefore  pre- 
scribed in  order  to  the  registry  of  ships  or  vessels:  And  the  oBtb 
or  affirmation  which  is  required  to  be  taken,  may,  at  die  optioD  of 
such  owner  or  owners,  be  taken,  either  before  the  cofiector  of  the 
district,  comprehending  the  port  to  which  such  ship  or  vessel  mat 
belong,  or  before  the  collector  of  the  district  Tti^in  wfcicb  suck 
ship  or  vessel  may  be,  either  of  whom  is  hereby  etupowered  t* 
administer  the  same:  Provided,  nnertheUaty  That  iriienever  sndk 
ship  or  vessel  shall  arrive  within  the  district,  coUprchendnig  the 
port  to  which  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  belonlg,  die  certificate  of 
Registry,  which  shall  have  been  obtuned  as  aforesaid,  shd  be  d& 
Bvered  up  to  the  collector  of  such  district,  who,  Mfoa  die  requi- 
sites of  this  act,  in  order  to  the  registry  of  ships  or  vessels,  being 
compGed  with,  shall  grant  a  new  one,  in  lieu  of  the  first;  ftod  tlK 
certificate,  so  delivered  up,  shall  fordiwtth  be  rctumrd,  by  the 
collector  who  shall  receive  the  same;  to  the  ctJlector  wbo  ahatt 
have  granted  it:  and  if  the  said  first  mentioned  certificate  of  re- 
pstry  shall  not  be  delivered  up,  as  above  diretAed,  die  owner  or 
ownera,  and  the  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  at  the  time  of  bar 
Sud  arrival  within  the  district  comprehending  the  port  t»  which 
such  ship  or  vessel  may  belong,  shall,  severany  forfeit  die  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered,  with  cents  of  suit;  and  die 
said  certificate  of  registry  shall  be  thenceforth  void.

tile  one  comprehending  the  port  to  which,  by  virtue  of  such  pur- 
chase, and  by  force  of  this  act,  such  ship  or  vessel  ought  to  be  deem- 
ed to  belong,  it  shall  be  lawfij  for  the  c^lector  of  the  district,  whefe 
such  ship  or  vessel  may  be,  and  he  is  hereby  required,  upon  tfafe

of  the  person  by  wham  such  oath  or  affirmation  sbaH  have  been 
nade;  Provided  ahoat/i.  That  if  the  master,  or  person  having  tJlC 
charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  within  tht 
distnct  aforesaid,  when  application  shall  be  made  for  repstertnft 
the  same,  he  shall,  himself,  make  oath  or  affirmation,  instead  itt 
tile  said  agent  or  anontey,  touching  his  bemg  a  citizen,  and  the 
means  wherebv,  or  manner  In  which,  he  is  so  a  citizen;  in  Witich 
case,  if  what  the  said  master,  or  person  having  the  said  charge  dt 
command,  shall  so  swear  or  affirm,  shall  not  be  trtle,  the  fttrfi^ 
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ure  aforesaid  shall  not  be  incurred,  but  he  shall,  himaeli',  ferfctt 
and  pay,  by  reason  thereof,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

10.  Sec.  xiii.  If  the  certificate  of  the  registry  of  any  ship  or 
vessel  shall  be  lost  or  destroyed,  or  mislaid,  the  master,  or  other 
person  having  the  charge  or  command  thereof,  may  make  oath  or 
affirmation,  before  the  collector  of  the  district  where  such  ship  or 
vessel  shall  first  be  after  such  loss,  destruction,  or  mislaying,  who 
is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  the  same,  which  oadi  or  affir- 
mation shall  be  of  the  form  following:  "  /  [inserting  here  the  name 
of  the  person  swearing  or  affirming]  bein^  master  {or  having  the 
charge  or  command)  of  the  shifi  or  vessel  coiled  the  (inserting  the 
name  of  the  vessel]  do  swear  {or  affirm)  that  the  said  shift  or  vet' 
sel  hath  been,  as  J  verily  beiievf,  registered,  according  to  laio,  iff 
the  name  of  [inserting  again  the  name  of  the  vesael]  and  that  a 
certi^cate  thereof  itioi  granted  by  the  collector  0/ the  ^strict  o/'[o«- 
roiDg  the  district  where  registered]  which  certificate  has  been  lost, 
(or  destroyed,  or  unintentionally  and  by  mere  accident  muJai(^,as  the 
case  may  be)  and  (except,  where  the  certificate  is  alleged  to  hare 
been  destroyed)  that  the  same,  ifjbund again,  and  within  my  power, 
shall  be  delivered  up  to  the  collector  of  the  district  in  which  it  was 
granted;"  which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  party 
making  the  same:  and  upon  such  oath  or  affirmation  being  made, 
and  the  other  requisites  of  this  act,  in  order  to  the  registry  of 
ships  or  vessels,  being  complied  with,  it  shall  he  lawful  for  the 
collector  of  the  district,  before  whom  such  oath  or  affirmatiOQ  is 
made,  to  grant  a  new  register,  inserting  therein  that  the  same  is 
issued  in  the  room  of  the  one  lost  or  destroyed.  But  In  all  cases 
Inhere  a  register  shall  be  granted,  in  lieu  of  the  one  lost  or  de- 
stroyed, by  any  other  than  the  coUector  of  the  district  to  which 
the  ship  or  vessel  actually  belongs,  such  register  shall,  within  ten 
days  after  her  first  arrival  within  the  district  to  which  she  bcloogi, 
be  delivered  up  to  the  collector  of  the  said  district,  who  shaD, 
thereupon,  grant  a  new  register  in  lieu  thereof.  And  m  case  the 
master  or  commander  shall  neglect  to  deliver  up  such  register, 
within  the  time  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollarsj  and 
tfie  former  register  shall  become  null  and  void. 

11.  Sec.  XIV.  ^^'hen  any  ship  or  vessel,  which  shall  have  been 
registered  pursuant  to  this  act,  or  the  act  hereby,  in  part,  repealed, 
shall,  in  whole  or  in  part,  be  sold,  or  transferred  to  a  citizen  or 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  shall  be  altered  in  form,  or  bur- 
then, by  being  lengthened,  or  built  upon,  or  from  one  denomina- 
tion to  another,  by  the  mode  or  method  of  rigging  or  fitting,  in 
every  such  case  the  said  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  registered  anew, 
by  her  former  name,  according  to  the  directions  hereinbefore  con- 
tained, (otherwise  ^e  shall  cease  to  be  deemed  a  ship  or  vessel 
of  the  United  States,)  and  her  former  certificate  of  registry  shall 
be  delivered  up  to  the  coUector  to  whom  application  for  such  new 
renstry  shall  be  made,  at  the  time  that  the  same  shall  be  oaade, 
to  he  1^  him  transmitted  to  Ae  register  of  the  treasury,  who  shall 
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cause  the  same  to  be  cancelled.  And  in  every  such  case  of  sale 
or  transfer,  there  shall  be  some  instrument  of  writing,  in  the  na- 
ture of  a  bill  of  sale,  which  shall  recite,  at  length,  the  said  certi- 
ficate, otherwise  the  said  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  incapable  of  being 
so  registered  anew.  And  in  every  case,  in  which  a  ship  or  vessd 
is  hereby  required  to  be  registered  anew,  if  she  shall  not  be  so 
registered  anew,  she  shaU  not  be  entitled  to  any  of  the  privileges 
or  benefits  of  a  ship  or  vessel  of  the  United  States.  And  further, 
if  her  said  farmer  certificate  of  registry  shall  not  be  delivered  up, 
as  aforesaid,  except  where  the  same  may  have  been  destroyed, 
lost,  or  uniotentionally  mislaid,  and  an  oath  or  iiffirmation  thereof 
shall  have  been  made,  as  aforesaid,  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
ship  or  vessel  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered,  with  coats  of  suit. 

12.  Sec.  XV.  When  the  master,  or  person  having  the  charge  or 
command  of  a  ship  or  vessel,  registered  pursuant  to  this  act,  or 
die  act  hereby  in  part  repealed,  shall  be  changed,  the  owner,  or 
one  of  the  owners,  or  the  new  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall 
report  such  change  to  the  collectqr  of  the  district  where  the  same 
shall  happen,  or  where  the  said  ship  or  vessel  shall  first  be,  after 
the  same  shall  have  happened,  and  shall  produce  to  him  the  cer- 
tificate of  registry  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  shall  make  oath  or 
affirmation,  showing  that  such  new  master  is  a  citizen  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  the  manner  in  which,  or  means  whereby,  he  is  so 
a  citizen;  whereupon  the  said  collector  shall  endorse  upon  the

Sec.  III.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  collectors  of  the  se> 
veral  districts,  to  enrol  and  license  any  ship  or  vessel  that  may 
be  re^stered,  upon  such  registry  being  given  up,  or  to  register 
any  ship  or  vessel  that  may  be  enrolled,  upon  such  cmolmentand 
license  being  given  up.  And  when  any  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  in 
any  other  district  than  the  one  to  which  she  belongs,  the  coUeUor 
of  such  district,  on  the  application  of  die  master  or  comroasder 
thereof,  and  upon  his  taking  an  oath  or  affirmation,  that,  accord- 
ing to  his  best  knowledge  and  belief,  the  property  remains  as  ex- 
pressed in  the  renster  or  enrolment  proposed  to  be  ^ven  up,  and 
upon  his  giving  the  bonds  required  for  granting  registers,  sludl 
niake  the  exchanges  aforesaid;  but  in  every  such  case,  the  ccA- 
lector  to  whom  the  register,  or  enrolment  and  license,  may  be 
given  up,  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  register  of  the  treasury; 
and  the  register,  or  enrolment  and  license,  granted  in  Uca 
thereof,  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  arrival  of  such  slup  or 
vessel  within  the  district  to  which  she  belongs,  be  delivered  to  the 
collector  of  the  said  district,  and  be  by  him  cancelled.

within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  bond,  that  such  ship  or  ves- 
sel has  been  employed  in  any  trade,  whereby  the  revenue  of  the 
United  Sutes  has  been  defrauded  during  the  time  the  license 
granted  to  such  ship  or  vessel  remained  in  force;  and  the  master 
of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  also  swear  dt  affirm,  that  Keiaa  citizen 
of  the  United  StaUa,  and  that  auch  Hceme  ahaU  net  be  iM«//or  any 
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tther  vtnelj  or  mof  other  employment,  than  that/or  which  it  it  tpe- 
dally  granted,  or  in  am/  trade  or  buaineea  whereby  the  revenue  of 
the  UniledStatea  may  be  defrauded;  and  if  such  ship  or  vessel  be 
kis  than  twcoty  tons  burthen,  the  husband  or  managing  owner 
•hall  swear  or  affirm,  that  she  ie  wholly  the  property  of  a  citizen 
9r  citizen*  of  the  United  States;  whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  collector  ot  the  district,  comprehending  the  port  wbereto  such 
ship  or  Tenel  may  belong,  (the  duly  of  six  cents  per  ton  being 
first  paid)  to  grant  a  license,  in  the  form  following:  "  License  for 
carrying  on  the  [here  insert,  coasting  trade,  whole  fishery  or  cod 
fishery,  as  the  case  may  be.]

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ing  enroUed  uid  licemed,  or,  iriew  than  twen^  tans,  sad  net  kM 
than  five  tons,  without  a  licease,  in  maaner  a*  is  provided  by  thit 
act,  such  ship  or  vessel,  if  Udeo  with  goods  the  growlh  or  mam- 
focture  of  the  United  States  only,  (distilled  spirits  only  excepte<Q 
or  in  ballast,  shall  pay  the  same  fees  and  tonnage  in  every  port  m 
the  United  States  at  which  she  nay  arrive,  as  ships  or  vessels 
,not  bekmging  to  a  citizen  or  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  if 
«he  have  on  board  any  articles  of  foreign  growth  or  manofactoret 
or  distilled  spirits,  other  than  sea  stores,  the  ship  or  vessel,  ten 
gcther  with  her  tai^e,  apparel,  and  furniture,  and  the  lading  found 
on  board,  shall  be  forfeited:  Provided^  however,  if  such  ship  or 
vessel  be  at  sea  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  the  license 
yrat  given,  and  the  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  swear  or 
affirm  that  such  was  the  case,  and  shall,  also,  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  his  arrival,  deliver  to  the  collector  of  the  district  id 
which  he  shall  first  arrive  the  license  which  shall  have  expired, 
the  forfeiture  aforesaid  shall  aot  be  incurred,  dot  shall  the  sUp  or 
vessel  be  liable  to  pay  the  fees  and  tonnage  aforeaaid.

such  ship  (H-  vessel,  together  with  her  tackle,  appard,  and  fiini- 
ture,  and  the 'goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  so  imparted  thereia, 
shall  be  li^le  to  seizure  and  forfeiture:  i*remtkd  ahoaify  if  the 
port  iroro  which  such  ship  or  vessel  is  about  to  ^ocecd  oo  such 
foreign  voyage,  be  not  within  the  district  where  such  ship  w  ve»> 
«el  is  enrc^ed,  the  collector  of  such  district  shall  give  to  themaa-

first  arrival  within  the  district  afterwards;  or,  if  she  be  sold  out  of 
the  district,  within  three  days  after  the  arrival  of  the  master  with- 
in any  district,  to  the  collector  of  such  diamct,  taking  his  certifi- 
cate  therefor;  and  if  the  master  thereof  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
deliver  up  the  license,  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  fificy  dollars; 
but  if  such  license  shall  have  been  previously  given  up  to  the  col- 
lector of  any  other  district,  as  authorised  by  this  act,  and  a  certi- 
ficate thereof  imder  the  hand  of  such  collector  be  produced  by

And  if  such  license  shall  be  lost,  destroyed,  or  uninten- 
tionally  mislaid,  as  aforesaid,  before  the  expiration  of  the  lime  for 
which  it  waa  granted,  upon  the  like  oath  or  affirmation  being  made 
and  subscribed  by  the  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  the  said  col- 
lector ia  hereby  authorised  and  required,  upon  ap[Jication  being 
made  therefor,  to  license  such  ship  or  vessel  anew. 

Sac.  X.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for /the  owner  or  owners  of 
any  licensed  ship  or  vessel,  to  retara  such  license  to  the  collectM' 
who  granted  the  same,  at  any  time  within  the  year  for  which  it 
was  granted,  who  shall,  thereupon,  cancel  the  same,  and  shall  li- 
cense such  vessel  anew,  upon  the  application  of  the  owner  or  own- 
ers, and  upon  the  conditi<ms  hereinbefore  required  being  complied 
with;  and  in  case  the  term  for  which  the  formcrlicense  was  grant- 
ed shall  not  be  expired,  an  abatement  of  the  tonnage  of  six  cents 
per  ton  shall  be  made,  in  the  proportion  of  the  time  so  unexpired. 

Sec.  si.  Every  licensed  ship  or  vessel  shall  have  her  name,  and 
the  port  to  which  she  belongs,  painted  on  her  stem,  in  the  manner 
as  is  provided  for  registered  ships  or  vessels,  and  if  any  licensed 
ship  or  vessel  be  found  without  such  painting,  the  owner  or  own- 
era  thereof  shall  pay  twenty  dollars. 

Sxc.  XII.  When  the  master  of  any  licensed  ship  or  vessel,  ferry 
boats  excepted,  shall  be  changed,  the  new  master,  or,  in  case  ot 
his  absence,  the  owner,  or  one  of  the  owners,  thereof,  shall  report 
such  change  to  the  collector  residing  at  the  port  where  the  same

The  master  or  commander  of  every  ship  or  vessel  li- 
censed for  carrying  on  the  coasting  trade,  destined  from  a  district 
in  one  sfate  to  a  district  in  the  same,  or  an  adjoining  state,  on  the 
sea  coast,  or  on  a  navigable  river,  having  on  board  either  distilled 
spirits,  in  casks  exceeding  five  hundred  gallons,  wine,  in  casks  ex- 
ceeding two  hundred  and  fifty  gallons,  or  in  botdes  exceeding  one 
hundred  dozens,  sugar,  in  casks  or  boxes,  exceeding  three  thou- 
sand pounds,  tea,  in  chests  or  boxes,  exceeding  five  hundred 
pounds,  coffee,  in  casks  or  bags,  exceeding  one  thousand  pounds, 
or  foreign  merchandise  in  packages,  as  imported,  exceeding  in  va- 
lue four  hundred  dollars,  or  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  con- 
sisting of  such  enumerated,  or  other,  articles  of  foreign  growth 
or  manufacture,  or  of  both,  whose  aggregate  value  exceeds  eight 
hundred  dollars,  shall,  previous  to  the  departure  of  such  ship  or 
vessel  from  the  port  where  she  may  then  be,  make  out  and  sob- 
flcribe  duplicate  manifests  of  the  whole  of  such  cargo  on  board 
such  ship  or  vessel,  specifying  in  such  manifests,  the  marks  and 
nombers  of  every  cask,  bag,  box,  chest,  or  package,  containing  die 
same,  with  the  name  and  place  of  residence  of  every  shipper  and 
consignee,  and  the  quantity  shipped  by  and  to  each,  and  if  there 
be  a  collector  or  surveyor  residing  at  such  port,  or  within  five 
miles  thereof,  he  shall  deliver  such  manifests  to  the  ctdlector,  if 
there  be  oni;,  otherwise  to  the  surveyor,  before  whom  he  shall 
swear  or  affirm,  to  the  bett  of  Am  knowledge  and  belief,  that  the 
goods  therein  conlamed  were  legnlly  imfitrted,  and  the  dutiea  there- 
upon paid  or  secured,  or,  if  spirits  distilled  within  the  United 
States,  that  the  duties  thereupon  have  been  paid  or  secured;  where- 
upon the  said  collector  or  surveyor  shall  certify  the  same  on  the 
said  manifests,  one  of  which  he  shall  return  to  the  said  master, 
with  a  permit,  specifying  thereon,  generally,  the  lading  on  board 
such  ship  or  vessel,  and  authorising  him  to  proceed  to  the  port  of 
his  destination.  And  if  any  ship  or  vessel,  being  laden  and  des- 
tined as  aforesaid,  shall  depart  from  the  port  where  she  may  ifaea 
be,  without  the  master  or  commander  having  first  made  out  and 
subscribed  duphcate  manifests  of  the  lading  on  board  such  ship 
or  vessel,  and,  in  case  there  be  a  collector  or  surveyor  residing  at 
such  port,  or  within  five  miles  thereof,  without  having  preriousty

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ing  a  permit,  in  manner  as  is  herein  required,  such  master  or  com- 
mander shall  pay  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  zv.  The  master  or  commander  of  every  ship  or  vessel  li- 
censed for  carrying  on  the  coasting  trade,  having  on  board,  either 
distilled  spirits,  in  casks  exceeding  five  hundred  gallons,  wine,  in 
casks  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  gallons,  or  in  botdes,  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dozens,  sugar,  in  casks  or  boxes,  exceeding 
three  thousand  pounds,  tea,  in  chests  or  boxes,  exceeding  five 
hundred  pounds,  coffee,  in  casks  or  bags,  exceeding  one  thousand 
pounds,  or,  foreign  merchandise,  in  packages,  as  imported,  ex- 
ceeding in  value  four  hundred  dollars,  or  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
.chandise,  consisting  of  such  enumerated  or  other  articles  of  for- 
eign growth  or  manufacture,  or  of  both,  whose  aggregate  value 
exceeds  eight  hundred  dollar),  and  arriving  from  a  district  in  tme 
state,  at  m  district  in  the  same,  or  an  adjoining,  state,  on  the  sea 
coast,  M-  on  a  navigable  river,  shall,  previous  to  the  unlading  of 
any  pan  of  the  cargo  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  deliver  to  the  coUec- 
tor,  if  there  be  one,  or  if  not,  to  the  surveyor,  residing  at  the  port 
of  her  arrival,  or  if  there  be  no  collector  or  surveyor  residing  at 
auch  port,  then  to  a  collector  or  surveyor,  if  there  be  any  such 
officer,  residing  within  five  mites  thereof,  the  manifest  of  the  car- 
go, certified  by  the  collector  or  surveyor  of  the  district  from 
whence  she  sailed  (if  there  be  such  manifest)  otherwise  the  du- 
plicate manifests  thereof,  as  is  hereinbefore  directed,  to  the  truth 
of  which,  before  such  officer,  he  shall  swear  or  afErm.  And  if 
there  have  been  Ukcn  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  any  other  or 
norc  goods  than  are  conta'mcd  in  such  manifest  or  manifests, 
since  her  departure  from  the  port  from  whence  she  first  sailed, 
or  if  any  goods  have  been  since  landed,  the  said  master  or  com- 
■nandcr  shall  make  known  and  particularise  the  same  to  the  said 
collector  or  surveyor,  or  if  no  such  goods  have  been  so  taken  on

shall  swear  or  affirm;  and  if  the  master  or  commander  of  any  such 
ship  or  vessel,  being  laden  as  aforesaid,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  tt 
deliver  ^e  manifest  or  manifests,,  at  the  times,  and  in  the  manner, 
herein  directed,  he  shall  pay  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sac.  xvt.  The  master  or  commander  of  every  ship  or  vessel 
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lic^ued  for  carrying  on  the  coasting  trade,  and  beit^  denind 
from  any  district  of  the  United  States,  to  a  district  other  than  a 
district  in  the  same,  or  an  adjoining  state,  on  the  sea  coaat,  or  oo 
a  nnvigablc  river,  shall,  previous  to  her  departure,  deliver  to  the 
collector  residing  at  the  port  where  such  ship  or  veaael  may  be* 
if  th^re  is  one,  otlKrwise  to  the  collector  of  the  district  compre- 
hending such  port,  or  to  a  surveyor  within  the  district,  aa  the  ooe 
or  the  other  may  reside  nearest  to  the  port  at  which  such  ship  or 
vessel  may  be,  duplicate  manifests  of  the  whole  cargo  on  boanl 
such  ship  or  vessel,  or,  if  there  be  no  cargo  on  board,  he  slwll  lo 
certify,  and  if  there  be  any.  distilled  spirits,  or  goods,  wares, 
and  merchandise,  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture,  on  board, 
other  than  what  may,  by  the  collector,  be  deemed  sufficient  for 
sea  stores,  he  shall  specify  in  such  manifests  the  marks  and  num- 
bers of  every  cask,  bag,  box,  chest,  or  package,  contabiog  ^ 
same,  with  the  name,  and  place  of  residence,  of  every  shipper  md 
consignee  of  such  distiUed  spirits,  or  goods  of  foreign  growth  or 
manufacture,  and  the  quantity  shipped  by,  and  to,  each,  to  be  In 
him  subscribed,  and  to  the  truth  of  which  he  shall  swear  or  at- 
firm;  and  shall  also  swear  or  affirm,  before  the  said  cdlcctcw  or 
surveyor,  that  tuch  goodt,  ivara,  or  menkant&at,  of  foreign 
growth  or  manufacture^  luere,  to  the  bat  of  hit  knemle^t  and  m» 
&ef  legally  imported,  and  the  dutiet  thereupon  paid  or  tecured;  or, 
if  spirits  distilled  within  the  tJnited  Sutes,  that  the  dutie*  there- 
upon have  been  duly  paid  or  secured;  upon  the  performance  of 
which,  and  not  before,  the  said  collector  or  surveyor  shall  certify 
the  same  on  the  said  manifests;  one  of  which  he  shall  return  to 
the  master,  with  a  permit  thereto  annexed,  authorizing  him  to 
proceed  to  the  port  of  his  destination.  And  if  any  such  ship  or 
vessel  shall  depart  from  the  port  where  she  may  then  he,  having 
distilled  spirits,  or  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  of  foreign 
growth  or  manufacture,  on  board,  without  the  several  things  here- 
in required  tx-ing  complied  with,  the  master  thereof  shall  forfeit 
one  hundred  dollars;  or,  if  the  lading  be  of  goods,  ^e  growth  or 
manufacture  of  the  United  States  (xily,  or  if  such  ship  or  vessel 
have  nq  cargo,  and  she  depart,  without  the  several  things  herein 
required  being  complied  with,  the  said  master  shall  fcufeit  and 
pay  fifty  dollars. 

Skc.  zvfi.  The  master  or  commander  of  every  ship  or  veasd, 
licensed  to  carry  on  the  coasting  trade,  arriving  at  any  district  of 
the  United  States,  from  any  district,  other  than  a  district  in  the 
same,  or  an  adjoining,  state  on  the  sea  coast,  or  on  a  navigable 
river,  shall  deliver,  to  the  collector  residing  at  the  port  where  she 
ma}'  arrive,  if  there  be  one,  otherwise  to  the  collector  or  survey- 
or in  the  district  comprehending  such  port,  as  the  one  or  (he  otlMr 
nay  reside  nearest  thereto,  if  the  collector  or  surveyor  reside  at 
a  distance  not  exceeding  five  miles,  within  twenty-fbur  hours,  or, 
if  at  a  greater  distance,  within  forty>ci^t  hours,  next  after  hia 
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arrival,  and  previoas  to  the  unlading  aoy  of  the  ffmda  brought  in 
auch  ship  or  vessel,  the  manifest  of  the  cargo,  (if  there  be  any,) 
certified  by  the  collector  or  surveyor  of  the  district  from  whence 
ahe  last  Bailed;  and  shall  make  oath  or  affirmation^  before  the  said 
collector  or  surveyor,  that  there  vtat  not,  when  he  tailed  from  the 
dUtrict  where  hia  manifeat  loaa  certified,  or  kaa  been  since,  or  then 
it,  amf  more,  or  other  goods,  warea,  or  merchandise,  of  foreign 
growth  or  manufacture,  or  distilled  spirits,  (if  there  be  any,  other 
than  sea  stores,  on  board  such  vessel)  than  is  therein  mentioned; 
and  if  there  be  no  such  goods,  he  shall  so  swear  or  affirm;  and  if 
there  be  no  cargo  on  board,  he  shall  produce  the  certificate  of  the 
collector  or  surveyor  of  the  district  from  whence  she  last  sailed, 
as  aforesaid,  that  such  is  the  case:  Whereupon  such  collector  or 
surveyor  shall  Krant  a  permit  for  unlading  the  whole,  or  part,  of 
such  cargo,  (if  there  be  any)  within  his  district,  as  the  master 
may  request;  and  where  a  part  only  of  the  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandise, of  foreign  growth  or  maouiacture,  or  of  distilled  spirits, 
brought  in  such  ship  or  vessel,  is  intended  to  be  landed,  the  said 
collector  or  surveyor  shall  make  an  endorsement  of  such  part,  on 
4bc  back  of  the  manifest,  specifying  the  articles  to  be  landed;  and 
gfaall  return  such  manifest  to  the  master,  endorsing  also  thereon 
his  permission  for  such  ship  or  vessel  to  proceed  to  the  place  of 
her  destination;  and  if  the  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  deliver  the  manifest,  (or,  if  she  has  no  cargo, 
tbe  certificate,)  within  the  time  herein  directed,  he  shall  forfeit 
one  hundred  dollars;  and  ihe  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  of 
foreign  growth  or  manufacture,  or  distilled  spirits,  found  on  board, 
or  lauded  from  such  ship  or  vessel,  not  being  certified,  as  is  here- 
in required,  shall  be  forfeited;  and  if  the  same  shall  amount  to 
the  value  of  eight  hundred  dollars,  such  ship  or  vesset,  with  her 
tackle,  apparel,  and  furniture,  shall  be  also  forfeited. 

Sec.  ztui.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed, 
as  to  oblige  the  master  or  commander  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  licen- 
sed for  carrying  on  the  coasting  trade,  bound  from  a  district  in  one 
Btate  to  a  district  in  the  same,  or  an  adjoining  sute,  cm  the  sea  coast, 
or  on  a  navigable  river,  having  on  board  goods,  wares,  or  merchan- 
dise, of  the  growth,  product,  or  manufactures,  of  the  United  States, 
iwly,  (except,  distilled  spiriu,)  or  distilled  spirit8,not  more  than  five 
hundred  gallons,  wine,  in  caslu,not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
gallons,  or  in  bottles,  not  more  than  one  hundred  dozens,  sugar,  in 
casksor  boxes, not  more  thsn  three  thousand  pounds,  tea,  in  chests  or 
boxes,  notmore  than  five  hundred  pounds,conee,ia  casksor  bags  not 
more  than  one  thousand  poimda.or  foreign  merchandise,in  packages, 
M  inported,  of  not  more  value  than  four  hundred  dollars,  or 
goods,  warea,  or  merchandise,  consisting  of  such  enumerated  or 
Other  articles  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture,  or  of  both,  whose 
aggregate  value  riiaU  be  not  more  than  eig^t  hundred  dollars,  to 
deUver  a  manifest  tliereof,  or  obtain  a  permit,  previous  to  her  de- 
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panure,  or,  on  her  arrival  within  such  dutrict,  to  nu&c  auf  n- 
port  thereof;  but  such  master  shall  be  provided  with  a  mamleat, 
by  him  subscribed,  of  the  lading,  of  what  kind  soever,  which  wai 
oa  board  such  ship  or  vessel  at  the  time  of  his  departure  from  the 
district  from  which  she  lastsailedi  andif  the  tame,  or  any  part  of  such 
lading,  consists  of  distilled  spirits,  or  goods,  wares,  or  merchandiBe, 
of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture,  with  the  marks  and  numben 
of  each  cask,  bag,  box,  cheat,  or  package,  containing  the  same,  widi 
the  name  of  the  shipper  and  consignee  of  eachj  which  manifest 
shall  be  by  him  exhibited,  for  the  inspection  of  any  officer  of  the 
revenue,  when,  by  such  officer,  thereunto  required;  and  shall  aiao 
inform  such  officer,  fr(»n  whence  such  ship  or  vessel  last  sailed, 
and  how  long  she  has  been  in  port,  when  by  him  so  interrogated. 
And  if  the  maater  of  such  ship  ca  vessel  shall  not  be  provided,  oo 
his  arrival  within  any  such  district,  with  a  manifest,  and  exhibit  the 
same,  aa  is  herein  required,  if  the  lading  of  such  ship  or  vessel  cod- 
sist  (wholly  of  goods,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  UnitedStates, 
distilled  spirits  excepted,)  he  shall  forfeit  twenty  dtdlats:  or,  i^ 
diere  be  distilled  spirits,  or  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  of  for- 
eign growth  or  manufacture,  chi  board,  excepting  what  may  be  suf- 
ficient for  sea  stores,  he  shall  forfeit  for^  dtdlars;  or,  if  he  shall 
'  refuse  to  answer  the  interrogatories  truly,  as  is  herein  required, 
he  shall  f(H-feit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars.  And  if  any  of 
the  goods  laden  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  of  foreign 

frowth  or  manufacture,  or  of  spinls  distilled  within  the  United 
tates,  BO  much  of  the  same  aa  may  be  foimd  on  boanl  such  ship 
or  vessel,  and  which  shall  not  be  included  in  the  nuoufest  e^ibi- 
ted  by  such  master,  shall  be  forfeited. 

Sec.  XIX.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  collector  of  the 
district  of  Pennsylvania  to  grant  permits  for  the  transportation  of 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture, 
across  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  to  the  district  of  New  York,  or, 
across  the  state  uf  Delaware,  to  any  district  in  the  state  of  Mary- 
land or  Virginiaj  and  for  the  collector  of  the  district  ofNew  Yrait, 
to  grant  like  permits,  for  the  transportation  across  the  state  of  New 
Jersey;  and,  for  the  collector  of  any  district  of  Maryland  or  Vir^ 
ginia,  to  grant  like  permite,  for  the  transportation  across  the  state 
of  Delaware,  to  the  district  of  Pennsylvania:  Provided,  That  every 
4uch  permit  shall  express  the  name  of  the  owner,  or  peison  send* 
ing  such  goods,  and  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  such  goods 
shall  be  consigned,  with  the  marks,  numbers,  and  descripnon,  of 
the  packages,  whether  bale,  box,  chest,  or  otherwise,  and  the  kind 
of  goods  contained  therein;  and  the  date  when  granted;  and  the 
owner,  or  person  sending  such  goods,  Ehnll  swear  or  affirm,  that 
they  were  legally  imported,  and  the  duties  thereupon  paid  or  se- 
cured: And  provided,  alaa,  'Hiat  the  owner  or  consignee  of  all  such 
goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours 
uter  the  arrival  thereof  at  the  place  to  which  they  were  permit- 
ted to  be  transported,  repqrt  the  same  to  the  collector  of  the  dis- 
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trict  where  tbey  shall  bo  arrive,  and  shall  deliver  up  the  permit 

sccompaDjing  the  same;  and  if  the  owner  or  cunsig;nec  aforesaid^ 
■ball  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  due  entry  of  such  goods,  within 
the  time,  and  in  die  manner,  herein  directed,  all  such  goods,  wares, 
and  merchandise,  shall  be  subject  to  forfeiture;  and  if  the  permit 
granted  shall  not  be  given  up,  within  the  time  limited  for  making 
the  SMd  report,  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  it  was  granted, 
neglecting  or  refusing  to  deliver  it  up,  shall  forfeit  fifty  dollars 
for  every  twenty-foiu*  hours  it  shall  be  withheld  afterwards;  Pto- 
vided.  That  where  the  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  to  be  trans- 
ported in  manner  aforesaid,  shall  be  of  less  value  than  eight  hun- 
dred dtMlars,  the  said  oath  and  permit  shall  not  be  deemed  neces- 
sary, nor  shidl  the  owner  or  consignee  be  obliged  to  make  report 
to  the  collector  of  the  district  where  the  said  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandise,  shall  arrii-e. 

Sec.  XX.  When  any  ship  or  vessel  of  the  United  States,  register- 
ed according  to  law,  shall  be  employed  in  going  from  any  one  dis- 
trict in  the  United  States,  to  any  other  district,  such  ship  or  ves- 
sel, and  the  master  or  commander  thereof,  with  the  goods  she  may 
have  on  board,  previous  to  her  departure  from  the  district  where 
she  may  be,  and  also  upon  her  arrival  in  any  other  district,  shall 
he  subject,  (except  as  to  the  payment  of  fees,)  to  the  same  regu- 
lations, provisiona,  penalties,  and  forfeitures,  and  the  like  duties 
are  imposed  on  litic  officers,  as  is  provided  by  the  sixteenth  and 
seventeenth  sections  of  this  act,  for  ships  or  vessels  licensed  for 
carrying  on  the  coasting  trade:  Provided,  Aowever,  That  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  registered 
ships  or  vessels  of  the  United  States,  having  on  board  goods; 
wares,  and  merchandise,  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture,  brought 
into  the  United  States  in  such  ship  or  vessel  from  a  foreign  port, 
and  on  which  the  duties  have  not  been  paid,  or  secured,  accord^ 
ing  to  law. 

Sec.  XXI.  When  any  ship  or  vessel,  licensed  for  carrying  on  the 
fishery,  shall  be  intended  to  touch  and  trade  at  any  foreign  port 
or  place,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  master,  commander,  or  own- 
er, to  obtain  permission  for  that  purpose,  from  the  collector  of 
the  district  where  such  ship  or  vessel  may  be,  previous  to  her  de- 
parture; and  the  master  or  commander  of  every  such  ship  or  ves- 
sel shall  deliver  like  manifests,  and  make  like  entries,  both  of  the 
ship  or  vessel,  and  of  the  ^ods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  on  board, 
iHthin  the  same  time,  and  under  the  same  penalty,  as  by  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  are  provided  for  ships  or  vessels  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  arriving  fi'om  a  foreign  port.  And  if  any  ship  or  ves- 
sel, licensed  for  carrying  on  the  fisheries,  shall  be  found  within 
three  leagues  of  the  coast,  with  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  of 
foreign  gtowth  or  manufacture,  exceeding  the  value  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  without  having  such  permission  as  is  herein  direct- 
ed, such  ship  or  vessel,  together  with  the  goods,  wares,  or  mer 
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chandise,  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture,  imported  tbereSn, 
shall  be  Eubject  to<seizure  and  forfeiture. 

Sec.  xzti.  The  master  or  commander  of  every  ship  or  vcwd, 
employed  in  the  transportation  of  goods  from  district  to  district, 
that  shall  put  into  a  port  other  than  the  one  to  which  she  was 
bound,  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  of  his  arrival,  if  there  be 
an  officer  residing  at  such  port,  and  she  continue  there  so  long, 
make  report  of  his  arrival,  to  such  officer,  with  the  name  of  the 
place  he  came  from,  and  to  which  he  is  hound,  with  an  account 
of  his  lading;  and  if  the  master  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  do  the  same,  he  shall  forfeit  twenty  dollars. 

Sac.  XXIII.  If  the  master  or  commander  of  any  ship  or  vessel, 
employed  in  the  transportation  of  goods,  from  district  to  district^ 
having  on  board  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  of  foreign  growth 
or  manufacture,  or  distilled  spirits,  shaU,  on  his  arriv^  at  die 
port  to  which  he  was  destined,  have  lost  or  mislaid  the  certified 
manifest  of  the  same,  or  the  permit  which  was  ^ven  therefor,  by 
the  collector  or  surveyor  of  the  district  from  whence  he  sailed,  ^e 
collector  of  the  district  where  he  shall  so  arrive  shall  tale  bond 
for  the  payment  of  the  duties  on  such  goods,  wares,  rod  mer* 
chandise,  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture,  or  distilled  spirits, 
within  six  months,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  they  were  im- 
ported from  a  foreign  country:  Provided,  however,  »\ich  hoad  shall 
be  cancelled,  if  the  said  master  shall  deliver^  or  cause  to  be  deli- 
vered, to  the  collector  taking  such  bond,  and  wiihin  the  term 
therein  limited  for  payment,  a  certificate,  from  the  collector  or 
surveyor  of  the  district  from  whence  he  sailed,  that  such  goods 
were  legally  exported,  in  such  ship  or  vessel,  from  such  district. 

Ssc.  XXIV.  lite  master  or  commander  of  every  foreign  ship  or 
vessel,  bound  from  a  district  in  the  United  States  to  any  other 
district  within  the  same,  shall,  in  all  cases,  previous  to  her  depar- 
ture from  such  district,  deliver  to  the  collector  of  such  tUstrict  du- 
plicate manifests  of  the  lading  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  if 
there  be  any,  or  if  there  be  none,  he  shall  declare  that  such  is  the 
case,  and  to  the  truth  of  such  manifests  or  declaration  he  shall 
swear  or  affirm,  and  also  obtain  a  permit  from  the  sud  ci^ector, 
authorising  him  to  proceed  to  the  place  of  his  destination.  And 
the  master  or  commander  of  every  such  ship  or  vessel,  on  his 
arrival  within  any  district,  from  any  other  district,  shall,  in  all 
cases,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  his  arrival,  and  previous  to 
the  unlading  any  goods  from  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  deliver 
to  the  collector  of  the  district  where  he  may  have  arrived,  a  ma- 
nifest of  the  goods  laden  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  if  any 
there  be,  or,  if  in  ballast  only,  he  shall  so  declare,  and  to  the  truth 
of  which  manifest  or  declaration  he  shall  swear  or  affirm;  and  al- 
so, that  such  manifest  contains  an  account  of  all  the  goods,  warea, 
and  merchandise,  which  were  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel  at  the 
time,  or  have  been  since,  her  depitrture  from  the  place  from 
whence  she  shall  be  reported  last  to  have  sailcdi  and  he  shall  also 
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d^rer  to)  ancU  cdlecte^  At  permit  which  was  giveir  hinf  from 
the  collector  of  the  district  from  whence  he  sailed.  And  if  the 
■iiBUer  or  connaiider  of  nny  auclr  ship  or  vessel  shall  neglect,  or 
refuse,  complying  with  any  of  the  requirementa  herein  made,  he 
akiaH  forfeit  one  hundred  dcdkra:  Provided  always.  That  nothing' 
herein  contuned  shaU  be  construed  as  affecting  the  payment  of 
toDmge^  or  any  odier  requirements  which  such  ship  or  vessels 
are  now  subject  to  by  the  present  existing  laws  of  the  United 
States. 

Seo.  xxt.  Ib  evcfy  case  where  the  collector  is,  by  this  act,  di- 
rected to  gndtt  any  consent,  license,  certificate,  permit,  or  other 
document,  the  nml  officer  residing  at  the  port  (if  there  be  one) 
ahaU  sign  the  same;  and  every  surveyor  who  shall  certify  a  mani> 
ieit,  or  grant  a  permit^  or  who  shall  receive  any  certified  mani- 
Ast^  or  a  permit,  as  is  provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  make  mondi- 
It  returns  thereof,  or  sooner,  if  it  can  conveniently  be  made,  to 
oe-  collector  df  the  district  where  such  surveyor  may  reside. 

Sec.  XXVI.  Before  any  ship  or  vessel,  of  the  burthen  of  five 
tooB,'  and  less'  than  twenty  tons,  a^^  be  licensed,  the  same  ad- 
measurement ahall  be  diade  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  the  same 
provinons  obder^ed  relative  thereto-,  as  are  to  he  observed  in  case 
of  adkneasuringi  ships  or  vess^  to  be  registered' or  eitf oiled;  but 
wx  all-  cases  where  such  ship  or  vesaeli'  or  any  other  Ueeased  ship 
or  vessel,  shall-  have  been  once  adnqedsured,-  it  shall  not  be  neces- 
sairy  to  measure  auch  shipoi'  veMcl  anew,  for  the, purpose  of  ob-. 
tainiogi  another  enrolment  or  license,-  except  such  ship  <>i  vessel 
shall  have  undergsne  soMe  alteration  as  to  her  burthen,  aubsb- 
qilent  to  the  time  of  her  former  licenae.- 

Sec.  xxvil.  It  ahall  be  lawful  for  any  officer  of  the  revenue  to 
go  on  board  of  any  ship  or  vessel,- whedibr  she  shall  be  within  or 
without  his  district,  and  Ai  same  to  inspect,  aearch,  and  examine, 
»id,  if  it  shall  appear  that  any  bitach'  of  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  has  been  oommittedi  whereby  such  ship  or  vestal,  or  the 
goods,  wares,  and  iberchtmdise,  on  board,  or  any  part  thereof  is,' 
ot  fae,'li^]le  to  forfeiture,  to  make  seizure  of  the  same. 

Sbcv  xxviiT.  In'  every  case  where  a  forfeiture  of  any  ship  or 
veasclj  of  of  any  goods,  wares,-  oi'  merdhandise,  shall  accrue,  it 
ahall  be  die  di^  of  the  cdlector,'  or  odier  proper  officer,  who 
ahsll'givc  notice  of  the  snzure  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  or  of  such 
goods,  waresj-or  iherchandiitJ,  to  insert,  in  the  same  advertise- 
ment, the  name  or  names,  and  the  place  or  places  of  residence,  of 
the  person  or  persons  to  whom  any  suCh  ship  or  vessel,  gbods, 
warcs^  and  merchandise,  belonged,  or  were  consigned,  at  the  time 
of  such  seizilre,-if  the  same  shall  be  known  to  him. 

Sec  XXIX.  Every  collector,  who  shall  knowingly  make  any  re> 
eord  gf  mrblment  or  license  of  any  ship.or  vessel,  and  every  othtt 
officer,  or  person,  appointed  by  or  under  them,  who  shall  make 
any  reicord,  or  grant  any  certijicate,  or  other  document  whatever, 
coaMcy  to  the'Ove  imcat  aod  meaning  of  this  ^ct,  of  shall  uke 
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anf  other,  or  greater,  fees,  than  are  hy  this  act  allowed,  ae  ilufl 
receive,  for  any  service  performed  pursuaDt  to  this  act,  any  re- 
ward or  gratuity,  and  every  surveyor,  or  other  pcrstm  appointed 
to  measure  ships  or  vessels,  who  shall  wilfully  deliver  to  any  col-

If  any  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  found,  nom  and 
afiter  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eight,  in  any  river,  port,  bay,  or  harbour,  or  ah  the  hi^  seas, 
within  the  jurisdictional  limits  of  tbe  United  States,  or  hovering 
on  the  coast  thereof,  having  on  board  any  negro,  mulatto,  or  per-

president  alone;  and  for  the  promoting  of  the  collection  of  any  at 
the  above-mentioned  duties  or  tax,  which  may  be  outstanding, 
after  the  said  thirty-first  day  of  December,  the  president  of  the 
United  States  shall  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  empowered,  at  any  time 
thereafter,  to  make  such  allowance  as  he  may  think  proper,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  commissions  now  allowed  by  law,  to  any  of  die  col- 
lectors of  the  said  duties  and  tax,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time 
to  vary:  J'rovided,  That  the  whole  of  such  additional  allowances 
shall  not,  in  the  aggregate,  exceed  five  per  centum  of  the  amount 
of  the  duties  and  tax  paid  into  the  treasury  after  that  day;  and  that 
the  extraordinary  allowances  authorised  by  the  second  and  fourdi 
sections  of  the  act  passed  March  third,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifteen,  entitled  **  An  act  to  tax  the  compensation,  and 
increase  ihe  responsibility,  of  the  collectors  of  the  direct  tax  and 
internal  duties,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  the  collec- 
tion thereof,"  shall,  after  the  said  thirty-first  day  of  December, 
cease;  and  the  office  of  commissioner  of  the  revenue  shall  cease, 
and  be  discontinued,  whenever  the  collection  of  the  duties  and 
tax  above  mentioned,  shall  be  completed,  unless  sooner  disconti- 
nued by  the  president  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  be,  and 
hereby  is,  empowered,  whenever  the  collection  of  the  said  duties 
and  tiix  shall  have  been  so  far  completed,  as,  in  his  opinion,  to 
render  that  measure  expedient,  to  discontinue  the  said  office;  in 
which  case  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  collection  of 
such  parts  of  the  said  duties  and  taxes  as  may  then  remain  out< 
standing,  sh.iU  be  placed  in  such  officer  of  the  treasury  department 
as  the  sccreury,^  for  the  time  being,  may  designate:  ProvidtJ, 
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however^  that  all  bonds,  notes  or  other  inBtruments,  which  have 
been  charged  with  tiie  payment  of  a  duty,  and  which  shall,  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  said  thirty-first  day  of  December,  have  been 
written  or  printed  upon  vellum,  parchment,  or  p^>er,  not  stamped 
or  marked  according  to  law,  or  upon  vellum,  parchment,  or  paper, 
Dot  stamped  or  marked  at  a  lower  rate  of  duty  than  is  by  law  re- 
quired fbr  such  bond,  note,  or  other  instrument,  may  be  prescoted 
to  any  collector  of  the  intemal  revenue,  or  collector  of  the  customs 
within  the  state;  and  where  there  [is]  no  such  collector,  to  the 
marshal  of  the  district,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  upon  the  payment 
of  the  duty  with  which  such  instrument  was  chargeable,  togctlier 
with  the  additional  sum  of  ten  dollars;  for  which  duty  and  addi- 
tional sum,  the  said  collector  or  marshal  shall  be  accountable  to 
dte  treasury  of  the  United  States;  to  endorse  upon  some  pan  of 
such  instrument  his  receipt  for  the  same;  and  thereupon  the  said 
bond,  note,  or  other  instrument,  shall  be,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, Bs  valid  and  available  to  tht  person  holding  the  same,  as  if 
It  had  been,  or  were  stamped,  or  marled,  as  by  law  required;  any 
thing  in  any  act  to  the  contrary  notwithscauling. 

3.  Skc.  in.  All  persons  who  shall  obtain,  or  who  shall  have  ob- 
tained, licenses  for  stills  or  boilers,  or  for  selling  by  retail;  or  cer- 
tificates for  carriages  extending  beyond  the  said  thirty-first  of 
December,  shall  be  allowed  a  deduction  from  the  duties  paid  or 
secured  by  them,  proportionate  to  the  part  of  their  term  which 
may  remain  unexpired  on  the  said  thirty-first  of  December  and 
the  several  banks  or  bankers  which  may  have  agreed  to  make  the 
annual  composition  of  one  and  a  half  per  centum  on  llieir  divi- 
dends, in  lieu  of  the  stamp  dut}'  on  the  notes  issued  by  them,  shall 

Say  onlv  at  the  rate  of  one  and  a  half  per  annum  on  such  divl- 
enda  for  the  portion  of  a  year  that  shall  remain  from  the  time  of 
the  last  annual  payment  to  the  said  thirty-first  of  December,  to 
be  estimated  upon  the  dividends  that  have  been  or  shall  be  de- 
clared and  made  by  such  bank  or  hankers  respectively,  within  a, 
vear  from  the  time  of  such  last  annual  pa}'ment;  and  in  all  cases 
in  which  payments  shall  have  been  made,  ur  duties  secured,  for  a 
term  extending  beyond  the-said  thirty  first  of  December,  on  ac- 
count of  any  certificates  for  the  use  of  a  carriage,  or  license  to 
distil  or  retail,  so  much  of  the  sums  so  paid  or  itecured  as  shall

An  act  Bupplenientaiy  to  the  several  acts  relative  tu  direct  taxes  and  internal 

duties. 

7.  Sec.  i.  The  secretary  of  the  treasury  shall  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorised  to  cause  any  omissions  or  defects  in  the  assess- 
ment of  the  direct  tax,  laid  in  the  years  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifteen,  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  in 
the  fifth  collection  district  of  Virginia,  to  be  supplied  or  corrected 
by  the  principal  assessor  for  the  said  district,  in  such  maimer  as 
the  said  secretary  shall  sec  fit;  Provided,  That  the  said  corrections 
be  made,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  under  existing  circumstances,  in 
conformity  with  the  principles  applicable  to  other  collection  dis- 
tricts, and  that  the  same,  so  far  as  they  regard  the  tax  laid  in  dte 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  have  reference 
to  the  day  prescribed  by  the  act  of  Januarj'  ninth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  so  far  as  they  regard  the  tax  laid 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  shall  have 
reference  to  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixteen:  And  Provided,  I'hat  previous  to  making  such  correc- 
tions, the  said  principal  assessor  shall  attend  at  the  court  house 
of  each  county  withm  his  district,  for  at  least  three  days,  for  the 
purpose  of  hearing  appeals,  of  which  attendance  he  shall  give 
thirty  days  notice,  either  by  hand  bills  posted  up,  or  in  a  news- 
paper printed  in  each  county.

In  cases  of  the  sale  of  [voperty  for  direct  taxes, 
laid  in  the  years  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  one  thousand  eight  bun- 
dred  and  sixteen,  belonging  to  infants,  persons  of  insane  mind, 
married  women,  or  persons  beyond  sea,  its  redemption  shall  be 
effected  at  any  time  within  two  years  after  the  removal  of  such 
ctisability,  or  the  return  to  the  United  States,  on  paying  to  the 
collector  of  the  district,  or  other  officer  of  the  United  States  on 
whom  his  duties  may  be  devolved,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  amount

T.  The  president  of  the  United  States  is  authorised, 
whenever  he  shall  consider  it  expedient,  to  abolish  all  the  existing 
offices  of  collectors  of  the  direct  tax  and  internal  duties,  in  any 
state  or  territory,  whereuptm  the  duties  remaining  to  be  perform* 
ed,  shall  be  devolved  upon  such  officer  of  the  United  Sutes,  with- 
in such  state  or  territory,  as  the  president  may  designate.  And 
whenever,  in  vinue  of  this  authority,  or  of  that  conh:rred  by  the

1.  Adeedof  cession  hflviDg  been  excAited,  and,  in  the  senate, of- 
fered for  acccpUnce  to  the  United  States,  of  the  claims  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  to  a  district  or  territory  therein  deaciibed; 
which  deed  is  in  the  words  following,  viz.

We,  the  underwritten  Samuel  Jobnatos  and  BeojaauB  Hawluns, 

senators  in  the  cmigreu  (rf  the  Uaitcd  States  of  Amcnca  duly 

and  coostitution^y  cbosea  by  the  legislature  ef  the  state  of 

North  Carolina,  send  greeting. 

Whereas  the  geimal  assembly  of  the  State  of  Nordi  Candioa 
on  the  day  of  Uecem^r,  in  the  year  of  oar  Lord 

one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nint,  passed  an  act,  en- 
titled "  An  act  for  the  purpose  of  ceding  to  ^e  United  States  of 
America  certain  western  lands  therein  described,*'  in  the  words 
fbUomng,  to  wit: 

**  Whereas  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled,  have  re- 
peatedly and  eamesdy  recommended  to  the  respective  states  in 
the  Union,  claiming  or  owning  vaeuit  westen)  territory,  to  make 
cessions  of  part  of  the  same,  as  a  further  means,  as  well  of  has- 
tening the  extinguishment  of  the  debts,  as  of  eat^lishing  the  har- 
mony of  the  United  States;  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  western 
territory,  being  also  desirous  that  such  cession  should  be  made, 
in  order  to  obtain  a  more  ample  protection  than  they  have  ber^ 
tofore  received:  Now,  this  state,  being  ever  desirous  of  doing 
ample  justice  to  the  public  creditors,  as  well  as  die  establishing 
the  bannony  of  the  United  States,  and  complying  with  the  rea* 
aonable  desires  of  her  citizens;  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  asaem- 
bhf  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  tht 
authority  of  the  same.  That  the  senators  of  this  state,  in  the  con- 
gress of  the  United  States,  or  one  of  the  senators  and  any  two  of  the 
representatives  of  this  state,  in  the  congress  of  the  United  States, 
are  hereby  authorised,  empowered,  and  required,  to  execute  a  deed, 
or  deeds,  on  the  part  and  behalf  of  this  state,  conveying  to  the 
United  States  of  America,  all  right,  tide,  and  claim,  which  this 
state  has  to  the  sovereignty  and  territory  of  the  lands  situated 
within  the  chartered  limits  of  this  state,  west  of  a  line  beginning 
on  the  extreme  height  of  the  Stone  Mountain,  at  the  place  where 
the  Virginia  line  intersects  it;  running  thence,  along  the  extreme 
height  of  the  said  mountain,  to  the  place  where  Wataugo  river 
br«iks  through  it;  thence  a  direct  course  to  the  top  of  the  Yellow 
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Mountain,  where  Bright's  Ro^d  crosses  the  same;  thence  alonff 
ihc  ridge  of  said  mountain,  between  Ae  waters  of  Doe  river,  and 
the  waters  of  Rock  creek,  to  tlie  place  where  the  road  crosses  the 
Iron  Mountain;  from  thence  along  the  extreme  height  of  said 
mountain,  to  where  Nolichuky  river  runs  through  the  samei  thence 
to  the  top  of  the  Bald  Mountain;  thence  along  the  extreme  height 
of  the  said  mountain,  to  the  Painted  Rock,  on  French  Broad  ri- 
ver^  thence  along  the  highest  ridge  of  the  said  mountain,  to  the 
place  where  it  is  called  the  Great  Iron,  or  Smoky  Mountain;  thence 
along  the  extreme  height  of  the  said  mountain,  to  the  place  where 
it  is  called  Unicoy  or  Unaka  Mountain,  between  the  Indian  towns 
of  Cowee  and  Old  Chota;  thence  along  the  main  ridge  of  the  said 
mountain,  to  the  southern  boundary  of  this  state;  upon  the  follow- 
ittg  express  conditions,  and  subject  thereto— that  is  to  say:  First, 
That  neither  the  lands  nor  inhabitants  westward  of  the  said  moun- 
tain shall  \k  estimated,  after  the  cession  made  by  virtue  of  this 
act  shall  be  accepted,  in  the  ascertaining  the  proportion  of  this 
state  with  the  United  States,  in  the  common  expense  occasioned 
by  the  late  war.  Xecondly^  That  the  lands  laid  off,  or  directed  to 
be  laid  ofT,  by  any  act,  or  acts,  of  the  general  assembly  of  this 
state,  for  the  officers  and  soldiers  thereof,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
reopectively,  shall  be  and  enure  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said 
officers,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  respectively;  and  if  the  bounds  of 
the  said  lands  already  prescribed  for  the  othcers  and  soldiers  of 
the  continental  line  of  this  state,  shall  not  contain  a  sufficient  quan- 
tity of  lands  fit  for  cultivation,  to  make  good  the  several  provi* 
siona  intended  by  law,  that  such  officer  orsoldier,  or  his  assignee, 
who  shall  fall  short  of  his  allotment,  or  proportion,  afier  all  the 
lands  fit  for  cultivation  within  the  said  bounds  are  appropriate d, 
be  permitted  to  take  his  quota,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  de- 
ficient, in  any  other  part  of  the  said  territory  intended  to  be  ceded 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  not  already  appropriated.  And  where  en- 
tries have  been  made  agreeable  to  law,  and  titles  under  them 
not  perfected  by  grant  or  otherwise,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the 
governor  for  the  time  being  shall,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to, 
perfect,  from  time  to  time,  such  titles,  in  such  manner  as  if  this 
act  had  never  been  passed.  And  that  all  entries  made  by,  or  grants 
made  to,  all  and  every  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  agreeable  to 
law,  and  within  the  limits  hereby  intended  to  be  ceded  to  the 
United  States,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  such  ces- 
sion had  not  been  made;  and  that  all  and  every  right  of  occupan- 
cy and  pre-emption,  and  every  other  right  reserved  by  any  act  or 
acts,  to  persons  settled  on,  and  occupying  lands  within  the  limits 
of,  the  lands  hereby  intended  to  be  ceded  as  aforesaid,  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  in  full  force,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  cession  had 
not  been  made,  and  aa  conditions  upon  which  the  said  lands  are 
ceded  to  the  United  States,  And  further,  it  shall  be  understood, 
that  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  have,  by  virtue  of  the  act,  cn- 
tided  "  An  act  for  opening  the  land  office,  for  the  redemption  of 
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specie  and  other  certificates,  and  discharging  the  arrears  due  to  du 
army,"  passed  in  the  year  one  thousand  sevi^n  hundred  and  eighty- 
three,  made  his  or  their  entry  in  the  office  usually  called  John 
Armstrong's  office,  and  located  the  same  to  any  spot  or  piece  of 
groimd  on  which  any  other  person  or  persons  shall  have  previous- 
ly located  any  entry  or  entries,  that  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  per- 
son or  persons  having  made  such  entry  or  entries,  or  their  assignee 
or  assignees,  shall  have  leave,  and  be  at  full  lihtrty  to  remove  the 
location  of  such  entry  or  entries,  to  any  lands  on  which  no  entry  has 
been  specially  located,  or  on  any  vacant  lands  included  within  the 
limits  of  the  lands  hereby  intended  to  be  ceded:  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  extend,  or  be  construed  to  extend 
to  the  making  good  any  entry  or  entries,  or  any  grant  or  grants 
heretofore  declared  void,  by  any  act  or  acts  of  the  general  assem- 
bly uf  this  state.  Thirdly,  That  all  the  lands  intended  to  be 
ceded  by  virtue  of  this  act  to  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
not  appropriated  as  before  mentioned,  shall  be  considered  as  a  com- 
mon fund  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
North  Carolina  inclusive,  according  to  their  respective  and  usual 
proportion  in  the  general  charge  and  expenditure,  and  shall  be 
laithfolly  disposed  of  for  that  purpose,  and  for  no  other  use  or 
purpose  whatever.  Fourthiy,  That  the  territory  so  ceded,  shall 
be  laid  out  and  formed  into  a  state  or  states,  containing  a  suitable 
extent  of  territorj',  the  inhabitanU  of  which  shall  enjoy  all  the 
privileges,  benefits,  and  advantages,  set  forth  in  the  ordinance  of 
the  late  congress  for  the  government  of  the  Western  Territory  of 
the  United  States,  that  is  to  say:  Whenever  the  congress  of  the 
United  States  shall  cause  to  be  officially  transmitted  to  the  exe- 
cutive authority  of  this  sUte,  an  authenticated  copy  of  the  act  to 
be  passed  by  the  congress  of  the  United  States,  accepting  the  ces- 
sion of  territory  made  by  virtue  of  this  act,  under  the  express  c<»- 
ditions  hereby  specified;  the  said  congress  shall,  at  the  same  time, 
assume  the  government  of  thft  said  ceded  territory,  which  they 
shall  execute  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  which  they  support  in  the 
territory  wtat  of  the  Ohio;  shall  protect  the  inhabitants  against 
enemies,  and  shall  never  bar  or  deprive  them  of  any  privileges 
which  the  people  in  the  territory  west  of  the  Ohio  enjoy:  Provided, 
ahaays.  That  no  regulations  made,  or  to  be  made,  by  congress, 
shall  tend  to  emancipate  slaves.  Fifthly,  That  the  inhabitants  of 
the  said  ceded  territory  shall  be  liable  to  pay  such  sums  of  money 
as  may,  from  taking  their  census,  be  their  just  proportion  of  the 
debt  of  the  United  States^  and  the  arrears  of  the  requisitions  of 
congress  on  this  state.  Sixthly,  That  all  persons  indebted  to  this 
state,  residing  in  the  territory  intended  to  be  ceded  by  virtue  <^ 
this  act,  shall  be  held  and  deemed  liable  to  pay  such  debt  or  di^Ua 
in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  penalty  or  penalties,  as 
if  this  act  had  never  been  passed.  Snenthli/,  That  if  the  congress 
of  the  United  States  do  not  accept  the  cession  hereby  intended  to 
be  made,  in  due  form,  and  give  official  notice  thereof  to  the  exe- 
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cutive  of  d>U  statr,  within  eighteen  months  from  the  passing  of 
this  act,  then  this  act  shall  be  of  no  force  or  effect  whatsoever. 
-  Eighthly,  That  the  laws  in  force  aud  use  in  the  state  of  North 
Carolina,  at  the  time  of  passing  this  act,  shall  be,  and  continue,  in 
full  force  within  the  territory  hereby  ceded,  until  the  same  shall 
be  repealed,  op  otherwise  altered,  by  the  legielative  authority  of 
the  said  territory.  Ninthly^  That  the  lands  of  nonresident  pro- 
prietors within  the  said  ceded  territory,  shall  not  be  taxed  higher 
than  the  landa  of  residents.  Tenthly,  That  this  act  shall  not  pre- 
vent the  people  now  residing  south  of  French  Broad,  between  ihe 
rivers  Tennessee  and  Big  Pidgeon,  from  entering  their  pre-emp- 
tions in  that  tract,  should  an  office  be  opened  for  that  purpose 
under  an  act  of  the  present  general  assembly.  And  be  it  further 
enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  sovereignty  and  juris- 
diction of  this  state,  in  and  over  the  territory  aforesaid,  and  ^1  and 
every  the  inhabitants  thereof,  shall  be  and  remain  the  same,  in  all 
respects,  until  the  coagresa  of  the  United  States  shall  accept  the 
cession  to  be  made  by  virtue  of  this  act,  as  if  this  act  had  never 
passed.

2.  Whereas,  by  the  acceptance  of  the  deed  of  cession  of  the  state 
of  North  Carolina,  ciingresa  are  bound  to  lay  out,  into  one  ot  more 
states,  the  territory  thereby  ceded  to  the  United  States: 

Sec.  I.  The  whole  of  the  territory  ceded  to  the  United  States 
by  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  shall  be  one  state,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  one  of  the  United  States  of  America,  on  aa 
equal  footing  with  the  original  states,  in  all  respects  whatever,  by 
the  name  and  title  of  the  state  of  Tennessee.  Until  the  next 
general  census,  the  satd  state  of  Tennessee  shall  be  entided  to  one 
representative  in  the  house  of  representatives  of  the  United  States; 
and,  in  all  other  respects,  as  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  the 
laws  ofthe  United  Slates  shall  extend  to^  and  have  force  in  the  state 
of  Tennessee,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  that  state  had  orig^nallj' 
been  one  of  the  United  States.

3.  Sec.  i.  For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  timitsof  the  vacant  and 
unappropriated  lands  in  the  state  of  Tennessee,  hereafter  to  be 
subject  to  the  sole  and  entire  disposition  of  the  United  States,  the 
following  line  is,  established,  to  witj  Beginnine  at  the  place  wh-re 
the  eastern  or  main  branch  of  Elk  river  shall  intersect  the  south- 
ern boundary  line  of  the  state  of  Tennessee;  from  thence,  rutmtng 
due  north,  until  said  line  shall  intersect  the  northern  or  main 
branch  of  Duck  river;  (hence,  down  the  waters  of  Duck  river,  to 
the  military  boundary  line,  as  established  by  the  seventh  sectioo

4.  Sec.  II.  Upon  the  senators  and  representatives  from  the  state 
of  Tennessee,  by  an  instrument  signed  and  sealed  by  them,  res- 
pectively, nuking  known  that,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  in  them 
vested,  by  an  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of  Tennes- 
see, entitled  "  An  act  to  appoint  agents  to  settle  the  dispute  be- 
tween this  state  and  the  United  States,  relative  to  the  vacant  and 
unappropriated  lands  within  this  state,  and  to  procure  the  relin- 
quishment of  the,  claim  of  the  United  States  to  the  same,"  and  by 
a  resolution  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  of  the  said

shall  be  for  the  use  of  two  colleges,  one  in  East  and  one  in  West 
Tennessee,  to  be  established  by  the  legislature  thereof.  And  one 
hundred  thousand  acres,  in  one  tract,  within  the  limits  last  afore- 
said; for  the  use  of  academies,  one  in  each  county  in  said  state,  to 
be  established  by  the  le^lature  thereof;  which  said  several  tracts 
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ahall  be  located  on  lands  to  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  ex- 
tioguished,  and  subject  to  the  diaposition  of  the  legislature  of  die 
state,  but  shall  not  be  granted  or  sold  for  less  than  two  dcdian 
per  acre.  And  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  lands  aforesaid 
shall  be  vested  in  funds  for  the  respective  uses  aforesaid,  for  ever.

If  the  territory  hereinbefore  ceded  to  the  state  of  Ten- 
nessee, shall  not  conuin  a  sufficient  quantity  of  land  fit  for  cul- 
tivation, according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  die  original 
act  of  cession,  including  the  lands  within  the  limits  reserved  by 
the  state  of  North  Carolina  to  the  Cherokee  Indians,  to  perfect  aU 
existing  legal  claims  charged  thereon,  by  the  conditions  contuned 
in  this  act  of  cession,  congress  will  hereafter  provide  by  law,  for 
perfecting  such  as  cannot  be  located  in  the  territory  aforesMd,  out 
of  the  lands  lying  west  or  south  of  the  before  described  line.

5.  Sec.  I.  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  state  of  Tennessee  to  issue 
grants  and  perfect  titles  on  all  special  entries  and  locations  of 
lands  in  the  said  state,  made  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  North  Caro- 
lina, before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  one 
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Aomand  Beven  hundred  tatd  ninety,  which  were  good  and  valid 
in  law,  and  recognised  by  the  act  of  the  said  state  of  North  Caro- 
lina, commonly  called  the  cesssion  act,  passed  the day  of

terference, on  land  lying  south  and  west  of  the  said  line,  in  the 
manner,  and  under  the  same  and  similar  rules,  regulations,  and 
restrictions,  as  are  prescribed  by  the  laws  now  in  force  in  the  said 
state  of  Tennessee,  for  issuing  grants  and  perfecting  tides  on 
claims  of  a  like  nature  for  lands  lying  north  and  east  of  the  said 
lines. 

Sec<  ti.  Previous  to  issuing  a  grant  or  perfecting  a  title  on  any 
of  the  claims  herein  before  described,  the  warrant,  or  other  legal 
evidence  of  such  claim,  shall  be  laid  before  the  commissioner  of 
land  claims  fhr  West  I'cnnessce,  for  the  time  being,  appointed  by 
the  authority  of  the  sud  state,  and  approved  by  him  as  valid, 
upon  sufficient  legal  evidence  being  adduced  of  such  validity,  ac- 
cording to  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the 
said  state  now  in  force,  for  deciding  on  warrants  and  other  land 
claims  of  the  like  nature,  authorised  to  be  perfected  into  grants, 
north  and  west  of  the  aforesaid  line;  and  upon  such  warrant,  or 
other  legal  evidence,  of  any  of  the  clums  aforesaid  being  declared 
valid  by  Hud  commissioner,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  surveyor  of 
the  proper  district,  or  county,  to  lay  off  and  survey  the  same,  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  said  state  in  similar 
cases,  and  return  such  survey  to  the  register  of  the  land  office  of 
West  Tennessee,  who  shall  thereupon  be  authorised  to  make  out 
a  grant  thereon,  to  be  executed  by  the  governor,  and  countersign- 
ed by  the  secretary  of  the  said  state,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
the  laws  of  Ae  same:  Provided,  that  no  surveys  shall  be  made, 
grants  issued,  or  titles  perfected,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  for  any 
land  to  which  the  Indian  claim  has  not  been  previously  extin- 
guished.

6.  The  consent  of  congress  is  hereby,  given  to  a  compact  or 
agreement,  made  and  concluded,  by  and  between  the  states  of 
Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  at  Frankfort,  in  Kentucky,  on  the  se- 
cond day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty, 
to  adjust  and  establish  the  boundary  line  between  them,  and  fot 
other  purposes.

office;  Provided  aUo,  That  the  discharge  ot  any  agent,  and  the  ap- 
poiotaient  of  another  in  his  stead,  be  at  the  discretioa  of  the  pre- 
sidcDt  of  the  United  States.

in  the  territury  northwest  of  the  Ohio,  and  for  confirming  them 
in  their  possessions,"  passed  on  the  third'  of  March,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninetyone  was  appropriated  as  a  common,  to 
the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  the  said  tract  shall  be 
divided  into  lots,  as  the  trustees  shall  direct,  of  not  more  than  fif^, 
nor  less  than  the  quantity  of  five  acres,  and  shall  be  sold  in  the 
manner,  and  on  the  terms,  which  may  by  them  be  deemed  most 
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expedient  xaA  advantageouH.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  con* 
vey,  by  complete  title,  the  lots  sold  to  the  purchasers;  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  lands  so  disposed  of,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose,  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of 
the  said  trustees,  to  the  draining  of  a  pond  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
town;  and  the  residue  of  the  money  arising  from  the  said  sales,  if 
any  there  be,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  trustees  of  the  Vincennes 
university,  and  shall,  by  them,  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of  the  said 
university. 

The  said  trustees,  when  they  shall  have  performed  the 
duties  assigned  to  them  under  this  act,  shall  make  a  report  there- 
of to  congress.

An  act  for  the  relief  of  yolu  nicer  mounted  caralry. 
Every  officer,  noncammiasioned  officer,  or  private  who  serv- 
ed in  any  volunteer  corps  of  cavalry  during  the  late  war,  and 
furnished  his  own  horse  or  horses  while  io  the  public  service 
aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  per  day  for 
each  horse  so  furnished,  which  such  officer,  noncommissioned  of- 
ficer or  private  was  entitled  by  law  to  keep  In  such  service.  And 
when  any  officer,  noncommissioned  officttr  or  private,  in  the  caval- 
ry service  aforesaid,  having  lost  the  horse  or  horses  which  may 
luve  been  taken  by  him  into  the  said  service,  and  having  received 
from  the  United  States  another  horse  or  horses  in  lieu  or  in  part 
payment  for  the  horse  or  horses  so  previously  lost  as  aforesaid, 
such  officer,  noncommissioned  officer,  or  private,  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  allowance  of  forty  cents  per  day,  for  the  use  and 
risk  of  the  horse  on  which  he  may  so  have  been  remounted.
